The Concealment of Tremendous Generosity 

Prolific producer Bob Johnston lets the music speak for itself 


Over the last couple of years, I’ve been inter- 
viewing legendary producer Bob Johnston. 
Slabs and bites from these interviews have 
appeared either in the print edition of the 
Chronicle , in “Page Two,” or online. Starting 
with this column, and in no particular order, 
the Chronicle is going to put large sections of 
these interviews online. Since flotsam and jet- 
sam from these interviews have already been 
published on occasion, some readers may 
experience deja vu. Don’t worry, there’s an 
extraordinary amount of fascinating Johnston 
stories that remain completely unpublished. 

The first section to go online this week is 
Johnston talking about traveling and playing 
with Leonard Cohen on two world tours, 
1970 and 1972 (I caught the first one in 
Worcester, Mass.). Johnston produced two 
of Cohen’s best albums: Songs From a Room 
(1969) and Songs of Love and Hate (1971). 
He also produced Live Songs (1973), featur- 
ing recordings from those tours. The other 
live LPs are Cohen Live (1994) and Field 
Commander Cohen: Tour of 1979 (2001). Live 
Songs is one of the hardest Cohen albums to 
find, which is a shame, as it’s really extraor- 
dinary. Cohen has always been a superb and 
surprising live performer. The album includes 
inspired versions of “Story of Isaac” and 
“Please Don’t Pass Me by (a Disgrace).” 

Johnston was involved with so many 
remarkable performers and was one of the 
crucial players in a couple of decades of 
American music. More often than not, when I 
followed through in fact-checking Johnston’s 
stories, it turned out that they fit in with 
the generally accepted version of events or 
represented one take of incidents of which 
there were many versions. In general, I have 
not fact-checked these interviews. Johnston 
may get some minor piece of information 
wrong, but the gist of everything he has to say 
captures the feelings, sensibilities, and excite- 
ment of the times. 

This column will serve as a general intro- 
duction to the Johnston interviews. In the 
future, whenever a section of these Bob 
Johnston interviews is posted, I’ll mention it 


at the end of the column but won’t devote the 
whole of “Page Two” to it. 

Tentatively the plan is to post Johnston on 
Johnny Cash and the At Folsom Prison record- 
ings next week and, even though a healthy 
chunk has already appeared, Johnston on 
Dylan the following week. After that, it will 
be “Notes Toward a Complete Discography of 
Johnston,” and after that, we’ll have to wait 
and see. 

“Johnston had fire in his eyes. He had that 
thing that some people call ‘Momentum.’ You 
could see it in his face and he shared that fire, 
that spirit. Columbia’s leading folk and coun- 
try producer, he was bom 100 years too late. 
He should have been wearing a wide cape, a 
plumed hat, and riding with his sword held 
high. Johnston disregarded any warning that 
might get in his way. ... Johnston lived on 
low country barbecue, and he was all charm.” 
- Bob Dylan, Chronicles: Volume One 

Texas bom and raised, Bob Johnston is one 
of the quieter legends in the music business. 
Reluctant to blow his own horn, he has just 
as determinedly undermined anyone else’s 
attempts to blow it for him. Even though 
boasting one of the most stunning track 
records of any producer, he’s more footnoted 
and/or acknowledged than studied. 

As important as his collection of “produc- 
er” credentials is, the critical role Johnston 
played was in profoundly changing both the 
recording practices and aesthetic orientation 
of the music industry. 

Still, the widely accepted view is that 
Johnston just turned the machines on and 
let the artists produce themselves. Scanning 
his discography indicates how ridiculously 
unlikely that scenario is. 

Among the artists and records Johnston 
produced were seven for Bob Dylan, includ- 
ing Highway 61 Revisited, Blonde on Blonde, 
John Wesley Harding, Nashville Skyline, and 
New Morning; Bookends, Sounds of Silence, 
and Parsley, Sage, Rosemary and Thyme for 
Simon & Garfunkel; Leonard Cohen’s Songs 
From a Room and Songs of Love and Hate; the 
live Johnny Cash at Folsom Prison; the Byrds’ 


Dr. Byrds and Mr. Hyde; and Doug Kershaw’s 
Louisiana Man. He produced albums for 
Marty Robbins, Loudon Wainwright III, Tracy 
Nelson, New Riders of the Purple Sage, 
Wayne Toups, Carl Perkins, Billy Joe Shaver, 
and Hoyt Axton, among many others. 

His output was not only prolific but out- 
standing. Between 1965 and 1967, 12 albums 
he produced were released (not counting 
singles), including Highway 61 Revisited and 
Blonde on Blonde; Sounds of Silence and Parsley, 
Sage, Rosemary and Thyme ; as well as albums 
by Marty Robbins, Pozo-Seco Singers (featur- 
ing Don Williams), and Patti Page. In 1968 
alone, 11 albums he produced were released. 
These included John Wesley Harding, Johnny 
Cash at Folsom Prison, two tracks on Bookends, 
and Ditto Valente (with Dino Valenti’s name 
spelled wrong on the album), as well as two 
albums for Marty Robbins and three for Flatt 
& Scruggs. In May 1969, he had eight albums 
on the record retailer charts. 

Johnston came from a longtime Texan and 
songwriting family. “ [My] great-grandfather was 
a number five Texas Ranger, Major Kirk.” His 
grandmother Mamie Jo Adams co-wrote “When 
Irish Eyes Are Smiling.” His mother, Diane 
Johnston, wrote a number of songs for Gene 
Autry including “Miles and Miles of Texas.” 

“She wasn’t a big writer,” says Johnston, “but 
she’s a wonderful writer. She’s got about 15 
Western classics - ‘Moon Mountain’ and stuff 
like that that’s just the most beautiful thing.” 

After leaving the Navy, Johnston first wrote 
songs with his mother and solo. He also tried for 
a recording career, but it didn’t really happen. 

After performing and songwriting, Johnston 
got more and more into working as a produc- 
er. And he didn’t only produce outstanding 
albums; he also played a major role in rein- 
venting the music business. Recording had a 
rather primitive beginning, typically utilizing 
only one mic to capture the artist, be it a solo 
performer or a band. Over time, the industry 
grew and stratified, developing more sophis- 
ticated techniques of recording, reproducing, 
and distributing albums. The recording pro- 
cess also evolved considerably, becoming far 


more sophisticated. The studio was physically 
divided into small rooms so that each differ- 
ent instrument could be recorded by a desig- 
nated mic without sounds overlapping. This 
led to musical directors and record-company 
producers running the show with the artistic 
talent often treated as just another element of 
the whole process. 

Johnston not only privileged the artist 
above everything else; he rethought the 
recording etiquette of the time, micing and 
taping in such a way as to catch the whole 
band playing, adding a live element that was 
electric. Everything Johnston did was in the 
service of the music. His overriding conceit 
was to make the album as true to the music 
as possible, not formulaic or merely an ego 
boost for Johnston. The one trait he lacked 
was a restricting consistency. Most of the 
time Johnston viewed the studio as a means 
to music - ideally with as little intrusion into 
the sound as possible - rather than being a 
critical or even the crucial phase in the pro- 
cess. The goal was not to produce perfectly 
concocted, seamlessly constructed music but 
rather to use the recording process to re-cre- 
ate or achieve the sound as the artists heard 
it in their heads. 

“Johnston’s sound is nearly the opposite of 
[producer Tom] Wilson’s; the metal-on-metal 
screech of ‘Maggie’s Farm’ is the farthest thing 
from ‘It Takes a Lot to Laugh, It Takes a Train 
to Cry’ or ‘Ballad of a Thin Man.’ Johnston’s 
sound is not merely whole; song by song the 
sound is not the same, but it is always a thing in 
itself. There is a glow that seems to come from 
inside the music. It’s what Johnston called ‘that 
Mountainside sound.’ - Greil Marcus talking 
about the differences between Dylan’s first pro- 
ducer, Tom Wilson, and Bob Johnston in Like a 
Rolling Stone: Bob Dylan at the Crossroads 

Bob Johnston is still just as self-deprecat- 
ingly modest about his involvement in the 
music he recorded as he has been throughout 
his career. Any success he attributes to the 
talent and genius of the artists he worked and 
works with, always downplaying his own role. 
Still, reading these interviews with him will 
provide more than ample ammunition for a 
very different view. 

In order to capture the artist most directly, 
he did few takes and usually spent a very 
modest amount of time on postproduction, 
usually doing little overdubbing and enhanc- 
ing. Johnston tried to get the sound as close 
to live as possible, still alive and vital rather

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than too precise, perfect, and lifeless. Most of 
the best albums he produced were not pains- 
takingly constructed in the studio or re-creat- 
ed, recast, or profoundly reconceived during 
postproduction. Only when he worked with 
artists who insisted did he get very baroque 
and turn his skills toward a more detail-ori- 
ented construction project. 

Johnston brought the technical brilliance 
needed for the sound the artist wanted, 
recruited the ideal musicians to capture it, 
and during the recording, offered unending 
enthusiasm, support, expertise, and encour- 
agement. He championed unique projects 
even when most other record-company exec- 
utives were skeptical and continued to look 
after the albums even when they were fin- 
ished and released. 

As someone noted (my notes are garbled, 
but I think this is from Leonard Cohen): 

“It wasn’t just a matter of turning on the 
machines. He created an atmosphere in the 
studio that invited you to do your best, 
stretch out, do another take, an atmosphere 
that was free from judgment, free from criti- 
cism, full of invitation, full of affirmation. Just 
the way he’d move while you were singing: 
He’d dance for you. So, it wasn’t all just as 
laissez-faire as that. Just as art is the conceal- 
ment of art, laissez-faire is the concealment of 
tremendous generosity that he was sponsor- 
ing in the studio.” fl

As a longtime resident of Canyon Creek, I 
was pleased to see in Michael King’s article 
(Nov. 9) [“Point Austin”] yet another person 
speak out in criticism of Don Zimmerman and 
his cronies who have pushed forward with the 
MUD court case, only to be frustrated and 
angered by the biased tone of the article, which 
suggests that everyone in this neighborhood 
agrees with Zimmerman.

As a former member of the task force that 
wrote the existing Noise Ordinance, I’m disap- 
pointed at the current efforts to emasculate it 
[“Page Two," Nov. 9], The existing one, though 
not what I wanted, was a compromise that at 
least allowed live music to exist. As the repre- 
sentative of the Austin Federation of Musicians 
and with my background in live sound, I was 
able to convince the task force that levels lower 
than 85 decibels would effectively outlaw per- 
formance. There has to be a certain amount 
of dynamic range over crowd ambient in order 
to make amplified sound intelligible and 85 
decibels is about it. Anything lower, and all you 
will get for a performance is seeing people 
play instruments and watching the singer’s lips 


move. I thought I helped keep live music from 
being outlawed in 2003, but it looks like it is 
at risk again. I owe the live-music community in 
this town a lot, and I would sure hate to see it 
go away. Everybody, please do what you can to 
prevent this change to the existing ordinance.

Give Center Stage Its Due! 

Dear Editor, 

As a former community theatre actor and 
former board member and president of Center 
Stage Theater, I was sad to see the pitiful little 
line in Marc Savlov's recent chronology of the 
history of the Ritz, depicting the five years 
that Center Stage Theater inhabited the space 
as “quickly wilting in the heat” [“Re-Re-Re-Re- 
Reopening Night,” Screens, Nov. 2]. 

I can only imagine Savlov's reference is to 
the lack of air conditioning prior to Center Stage 
moving in. While this is an accurate statement 
of its previous condition, we air-conditioned the 
theatre shortly thereafter and made many other 
improvements. That was not the main thing, 
however, that saddened me. 

Although I admit to being a bit biased, what 
concerns me is that the chronology and main 
article "Re-Re-Re-Re-Reopening Night” do not 
accurately reflect the condition of the Ritz the- 
atre or Center Stage's contributions to the Ritz 
or Sixth Street during its 10-year history there. 


The Seventies were a difficult time for any 
community theatre to try to exist on Sixth 
Street, where the conditions were far differ- 
ent from today. Crime and personal safety 
were major concerns, and I can remember 
board meetings where we discussed how to get 
patrons safely from the theatre to their cars. 
Regardless, Center Stage rose to that chal- 
lenge and many others, struggling financially the 
entire time. Regardless of these conditions, Ken 
Johnson produced some wonderful productions, 
and sets, with the likes of Austin actors such 
as Dock Jackson, Karen Kuykendall, Joe York, 
Scottie Wilkison, Mavourneen Dwyer, Ethel Little, 
Libby Winters, and John Benadoni. There were 
critically acclaimed productions of Godspell, 
Bom Yesterday, Camelot (Joe York’s first role 
outside of St. Edward’s), and Man of La Mancha, 
to name just a few. 

In addition to those productions in the Ritz, 
Center Stage occupied and produced admirable 
work in a small theatre off the alley in Sixth Street 
for four to five years prior to moving into the Ritz. 
Ken Johnson/Center Stage also presented West 
Side Story at the Paramount, which contributed 
greatly to Bernadoni's revitalization efforts. 

Center Stage and Ken Johnson's contributions 
to Austin community theatre, Sixth Street, and the 
Paramount Theatre revitalization may seem small 
in retrospect, but I believe they were significant 
and deserve more recognition than was given.

Multiple-Member Districts? 

Dear Editor, 

I must agree that single-member districts are 
not the way we should be going but for different 
reasons ["Slicing the Map,” News, Nov. 2]. Given 
only the choice between single-member districts 
and an all at-large council, the single-member 
districts would at least provide some sense of 
geographical representation and an opportunity 
for a diversity of opinions on the council. An all 
at-large council just means that every member is 
elected by the same constituency. It is the very 
definition of tyranny of the majority. 

However, there is no reason why we should 
have to choose between two very flawed ideas 
when a better alternative exists: multiple-mem- 
ber districts. By dividing the city into four to 
seven districts that would each elect three 
or four members to council by a proportional 
model, just about every Austinite could know 
that he or she really had a representative on the 
council. A broader spectrum of opinions in delib- 
erations will mean a less "efficient" process, but 
it will also mean more innovative ideas and bet- 
ter decisions. And moving things through quickly 
shouldn't be as important as making the best 
decisions for the citizens of Austin.

The municipal election season has officially 
begun - with kickoff gatherings or simply 
announcements by Place 4 hopefuls Robin 
Cravey and Laura Morrison, Place 3 challenger 
Randi Shade, Place 3 incumbent Jennifer Kim, 
and perhaps a couple more wannabes by the 
time you read this. 

Despite some misgivings, the City Council voted 6- 
1 to renew the contract between the city, the 

Urban Renewal Agency, and the Austin 
Revitalization Authority (formed in 1996 to 
redevelop an area of central East Austin, along 
11th and 12th streets). The Urban Renewal 
Agency says it will likely seek private developers 
to take on some tracts; the city auditor is review- 
ing ARA's records pending a decision for an audit. 

Austin Police Department investigators have con- 
cluded that Sgt. Michael Olsen "violated policy" in 
the June shooting death of Kevin Brown but 

could not determine whether Olsen “unnecessarily 
used deadly force,” according to a Wednesday 
report in the Statesman. Police Monitor Clifford 
Brown requested an additional review, and City 
Manager Toby Futrell has agreed, according to the 
report by Tony Plohetski. 

NAKED CITY 


By the time you read this, testimony in Responsible 
Growth for Northcross’ trial against the city of 
Austin and Lincoln Property Co. will likely be over. 
RG4N's lawsuit - trying to stop Lincoln’s proposed 
Wal-Mart Supercenter on the former Northcross 
Mall property - rests on four claims: Lincoln’s site 


plan violates a plat note protecting Shoal Creek, 
city staff failed to review the site plan for traffic 
and public-safety impacts, Wal-Mart’s garden cen- 
ter is a “conditional use" improperly approved by 
city staff, and the plan violates the city's 
Protected Tree Ordinance. If any claim holds up, 
said RG4N lawyer Doug Young, the site plan must 
be thrown out and refiled under the city's Big Box 
Ordinance. Casey Dobson, outside counsel hired 
to defend the city, counters that Judge Orlinda 
Naranjo must use a “narrow filter” that recogniz- 
es the competence of city staff to interpret its 
own ordinances and that the proper remedy for 
errors would be to correct the plan, not trash it. 
Testimony on Tuesday focused on the first claim: 
Independent engineer Lauren Ross testified that 
the project’s flood runoff controls do not comply 
with city code, project site manager Jim 
Schiesler said he did what city code required, 
and city engineer Benny Ho said different engi- 
neers could come to different conclusions.

Is It? 

Northcross Wal-Mart fight 
about a lot more than 
a site plan

It’s not every day we get flamboyantly 
dissed in court by an attorney working for the 
city, but Casey Dobson was kind enough to 
do the honors on Tuesday, dismissing “the 
Chronicle and what you heard in the media” 
about the Northcross Wal-Mart lawsuit as so 
much “conspiracy theory.” (See “Quote of 
the Week,” left.) A big-shot lawyer sniffing 
haughtily in our direction: music to an edi- 
tor’s ears. With enemies like Dobson, who 
needs friends? 

Dobson wants Judge Orlinda Naranjo to 
know that the Responsible Growth for 
Northcross lawsuit is without merit and that 
RG4N’s legal challenges of the city’s adminis- 
trative procedures, its submissive development 
codes, and its unwillingness to hold developers 
to the letter of its own ordinances are frivolous 
and distracting. Some of us happen to think 
otherwise, but let’s presume that dispute is 
now getting its full and proper hearing, and 
soon we’ll finally learn whether Wal-Mart is 
legally entitled to impose its implacable will on 
the surrounding neighborhoods, and indeed 
the whole city. 

It’s no surprise the city’s hired gun dismisses 
the plaintiffs’ claims as so much nonsense. For 
the sake of the argument, let’s even presume 
that in legal terms he’s right and that “This 
[Wal-Mart Supercenter] site plan was approved 
because that’s what the law required the city to 
do. Period.” As the citizens of Austin, paying 
his retainer, are we supposed to be reassured if 
the court agrees with him? Or rather, if Dobson 
earns his money and the city “wins,” do the 
citizens in fact all lose? 

Property Rules 

Last week, in a separate suit filed by the 
Allandale Neighborhood Association, Judge 
Margaret Cooper ruled that the city was not 
required to hold a public hearing (as provided 
by city ordinance) to approve a garden center 
- said garden center having mysteriously dis- 
appeared from most but not all copies of the 
site plan somewhere between City Hall and 
the courtroom. My unlawyered guess is that 
RG4N will lose on that claim, too, and prob- 
ably on the drainage and protected-tree 
claims, under the defense’s presumption that 
any such defects in the plan can in principle 
be corrected. 

The objections on traffic and public-safety 
matters are not so easily wished away, although 
Lincoln Property Co. tweaked the plan and city 
staff rejiggered the numbers sufficiently to per- 
suade the City Council that it could do nothing

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but submit to a grandfathered plat that 
lets Lincoln and Wal-Mart do pretty 
much whatever they want. Anyone 
familiar with the neighborhood knows 
that even with a diminished Northcross 
Mall, the Burnet Road-Anderson Lane 
intersection is a bear - but were sup- 
posed to believe an upmarket, vehicle- 
based supercenter, calculated to draw 
consumers from Northwest Hills and 
elsewhere, will not overburden the inter- 
section and drive pass-through traffic 
into surrounding residential streets. 
Moreover, needless to say, these highly 
technical planning claims are the only 
ones allowed into court - any evidence 
of Wal-Mart’s reflexively poor treatment 
of employees, its relentless union-bust- 
ing, its abuse of public health programs, 
or its ruthless approach to foreign con- 
tractors and their indentured labor is - 
in legal terms - “irrelevant.”

bers “gutless” because they wouldn’t 
hold a public hearing on the project, 
whatever the literal terms of the ordi- 
nance. (I wanted to ask for a response, 
but with a lawsuit in progress, the 
members are currently mum.) 

As it happens, the Northcross site is 
now the population center of Austin. 
So if Wal-Mart and the city indeed 
“win,” for the next decade or so (when 
Wal-Mart’s stores typically exhaust 
their life span), we shall have at our 
nexus a real and symbolic reminder of 
who really runs America, including our 
own little corner of it. And that suck- 
ing sound you hear will be lots of 
Austin’s liquid assets on their way to 
coffers in Dallas and Bentonville - 
along with just a little bit more of our 
democratic sovereignty. ■

The Sunshine Kids

As sunlight slinks away and the daylight dwin- 
dles, I wager I wasn’t the only Austinite to note 
Thanksgiving's appearance next week with slack- 
jawed amazement. “0, call back yesterday, bid time 
return!” Or, in the parlance of our times, WTF? 

Judging by their late night last week, I also wager 
the souls most thankful for daylight saving’s extra 
hour would be City Council members, who adjourned 
last week at a quarter after lam. As BTP needled 
last week (and deigns to do so again today), city 
staff’s previous charge to recommend ways to short- 
en marathon meetings has been an ineffective joke: 
a half-hearted attempt to shave scant minutes at 
the expense of citizen speakers, and then nothing. 
So despite a dense, 129-item agenda, council was 
kept from using afternoon dead time to actually do 
something because of time-specific requirements. 
Let’s move zoning to another day - because cram- 
ming 16 public hearings into one evening simply 
doesn’t work. 

Nonetheless, drawing the most agitated public 
comment last week was a nonactionable item over 
the Balcones Canyonlands Preserve’s land-man- 
agement plan - specifically, whether to open the 
preserve for unsupervised recreation like hiking and 
biking. Calling public access “the most controversial 
and common issue” facing the preserve, Will Wynn 
wasn’t joking. Of the dozens signed up, the vast 
majority favored easing access restrictions. Yet 
despite the Statesman editorializing to “let the peo- 
ple who paid for the land enjoy it” (hey, can I take 
this cop car for a spin, chief? You know, my tax dol- 
lars and all ...), access advocates might want to 
examine the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service per- 
mit creating the preserve, its main goal being “to 
permanently conserve and facilitate the recovery of 
... endangered species.” (Last I looked, Mountain 
Dew-mainlining BMXers didn’t fit the description.) 
The decision now rests with a three-man BCP com- 
mittee including Wynn and Travis Co. Commissioner 
Gerald Daugherty. 

Also at the ass-end of the night was the hearing 
(and passage) of the Save Our Springs 
Ordinance revisions, allowing for ostensibly green- 
er redevelopment in the Barton Springs Zone. 
Introducing the measure, a mildly loopy Lee 
Leffingwell said there were several people “I want 
to especially condemn,” before laughing and right- 
ing himself: “There are some people I might want 
to condemn, too, but I want to really commend the 
staff." SOS Alliance’s Colin Clark, likely candidate 


for the condemnation list, called for supermajority 
approval of denser development; his colleague 
Sarah Baker called for a smaller “pilot” implemen- 
tation, noting “we know some pollution will be 
removed, but we have no idea how much will be 
added.” Leffingwell responded, “This applies to 
less than 1 percent of the Barton Springs Zone. ... 

I submit that is a pilot program already.” 

But the alternately overstuffed and hurried hear- 
ings weren’t especially disheartening: That came 
Thursday morning, when council split 4-3 against 
allowing voters the opportunity to change the 
appointment method for the city attorney. Per voter 
approval, Leffingwell and Mike Martinez’s ordi- 
nance would have allowed council to appoint the 
attorney to a five-year term, with a supermajority 
vote required for dismissal. As the city attorney is 
currently appointed by the city manager - yet sup- 
posedly serves City Council - the change was 
meant to mediate this conflict of interest while 
keeping the office from becoming a political wind- 
sock. But the majority (Sheryl Cole, Betty Dunkerley, 
Brewster McCracken, and Wynn) figure things are 
just fine as is. It was odd to see the otherwise 
generally quiet Cole lead the opposition; like osmo- 
sis, Dunkerley’s doctrine of staff infallibility has 
seemingly crept into the frosh member’s perspec- 
tive. (Dunkerley herself offered a meandering list of 
grievances, that having “worked in cities all over 
the state,” she’d never seen a city manager pres- 
sure an attorney, but councils had done so, in “sev- 
eral instances.” She later backtracked to state that 
this council never had - oh, heavens no!) 

Serendipitously, the need for change was illustrat- 
ed that morning when Martinez breached get-along- 
gang protocol to call out Item 57, a seemingly unre- 
markable consent item ratifying a $57,000 payment 
to the World Conference on Information Technology 
- but dating from spring 2006. Apparently Toby 
Futrell authorized the payment, though it’s in 
excess of the monies she's legally authorized to 
under the City Charter, prompting Martinez to ask 
City Attorney David Smith “whether or not that act 
violated the City Charter.” Smith said, “The short 
answer is, in my opinion, no, it did not.” “Then why 
do we need an agenda item to cure something that 
doesn’t need curing?” asked Martinez. 

As the days grow shorter, it’s more important 
than ever to keep City Hall bathed in sunshine. ■

lard said, "We have a long history of supporting independent research on 
health and safety in semiconductor manufacturing and are confident in our 
systems and procedures. Our thoughts go out to Ms. Ruiz and her family, 
but we do not believe there is any connection between Ms. Ruiz’s employ- 
ment with AMD and her son’s medical conditions.” The petition was filed by 
the Austin firm of Allison & Ward, which is joined in the case by major litiga- 
tion firms Levy Phillips & Konigsberg in New York and Thornton & Naumes 
in Boston. - Amy Smith

City Hall’s media room was cluttered last week with roadside signs advertis- 
ing businesses of questionable repute and other fly-by-night endeavors. No, 
council elections aren’t here just yet - the placards were examples of so- 
called “bandit signs" the city is looking to uproot as part of its proposed 
Unclutter Austin campaign. The initiative, from Council Members Betty 
Dunkerley and Mike Martinez, is twofold: By stepping up collection of a 
largely unenforced registration fee for permitted billboards, the city hopes 
to fund increased enforcement (removal and citations, when applicable) of 
the illicit signage. The changes were part of a broader item council passed 
last meeting. It also seeks to prohibit truck-mounted, traveling billboards; 
eliminate the right to replace a billboard sign once it's removed; and reduce 
light pollution from the signs. The recommendations now go to the city man- 
ager for drafting and implementation; council isn't expected to give final 
approval until next year. - Weils Dunbar 

With sparse public attendance, the Charter Revision Committee charged 
with reporting on single-member districts to City Council is looking for more 
community involvement.

The program works to resolve conflicts between reserve sol- 
diers. many of whom have been called to fight in Iraq, and their civilian 
employers, who are required to keep their job open for them when they 
return. As a five-star employer, the city of Austin provided what EGSR calls an 
Above and Beyond human-resources policy toward these soldiers. Austin has 
even hired a veterans ombudsman, Allen Bergeron, to help manage employ- 
ees who have been called up.

The Heritage Neighborhood Association has finally triumphed in getting its 
traffic circle at 31st and West Avenue - desired to help calm traffic, 
increase safety, and mitigate increased density. Joe and Peter Lamy of 
Capital City Partners - developers of mixed-use project Guadalupe 31, on 
Guadalupe between 30th and 31st - pledged $30,000 to cover the cost, but 
city staff initially denied the neighborhood request nonetheless. The city even- 
tually agreed to put the issue to a neighborhood vote, however, and mailed 
out 1,400 ballots to residents, businesses, and property owners. More than 
200 ballots were returned, with the vote 82% in favor of the traffic circle. The 
city will use a new, emergency-responder-friendly design from the city of 
Olympia, Wash., according to the association. (See “Who Squared the Circle 
at 31st and West?” Jan. 19.) - Katherine Gregor 

The UT Board of Regents has named H. Scott Caven Jr., a money man- 
ager from Houston, as its new chairman. Caven replaces James Huffines, 
who has held the position for the past 3V2 years. The job is one of the 
most prestigious state appointments in Texas, even though it requires 
many long hours and is unpaid. Caven is an old friend of Gov. Rick Perry, 
who has appointed all of the current regents. He’s been the state finance 
chairman of Texans for Rick Perry for the past six years and has donated 
$12,000 to Perry’s campaigns. At his first meeting as chairman, Caven 


wants to continue looking at ways to develop the Brackenridge tract, a 
lake-front property owned by the university. He also said he would empha- 
size raising admission standards at UT and working with community colleg- 
es to find spots for students who need remedial help. But Caven’s biggest 
challenge will be keeping UT financially secure, since the amount coming 
from state government has shrunk to less than 18%, with little sign of 
relief coming from the Lege. - M.M. 

A recently released Johns Hopkins University study labeled six Austin high 
schools “dropout factories” as part of a nationwide review of high 
school retention rates. Akins, Crockett, Johnston, Lanier, Reagan, and 
Travis were among 1,700 U.S. schools where at least 40% of freshman 
never make it to their senior year. The news adds insult to injury for 
Johnston, which earlier this year narrowly escaped closure and was forced 
to cancel football games after several players became ineligible due to 
poor grades. Only two other schools in the state had retention rates lower 
than Johnston, at which only a third of the freshman class graduated dur- 
ing the years studied. In a written statement, Superintendent Pat Forgione 
called the study “an attack on urban education” and said it was not 
“steeped in the best practices of research methodology.” He added, 

“[Ejven if the information used to identify schools on the list was accu- 
rate, and it is not[,] the study implies that schools are manufacturing drop- 
outs on purpose. Nothing could be farther from the truth. The Austin 
School District is devoting a great deal of time and resources to dropout 
prevention and dropout recovery." -Justin Ward 

At a parent-teacher association meeting at Johnston High School Tuesday 
night, Principal Celina Estrada-Thomas assured the audience of about 50 
that the school was making "fantastic progress” on test scores. Johnston, 
after four years of failing test scores, faces possible closure by the state 
under the accountability system. Estrada-Thomas said attendance remains a 
problem on the campus, but student performance is improving. She promised 
a fuller update on the first semester’s academics and attendance at next 
month’s PTA meeting. - Kimberly Reeves 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Bottled water is typically no better quality than tap water, yet it causes a 
flood of environmental ills. That’s the message Think Outside the Bottle is 
spreading in its campaign to urge Coca-Cola, bottlers of Dasani water, to dis- 
close the company’s water's source. “U.S. corporations are not required to 
publicly report breaches in bottled water quality the way public systems must. 
They’re turning a public resource into a high-priced commodity," reads a 
statement from Corporate Accountability International, the nonprofit behind 
the campaign. Up to 40% of bottled water in the U.S. and Canada is sourced 
from municipal tap water, CAI says. Making plastic water bottles required 17 
million barrels of oil last year (enough fuel for 1 million cars) and generated 
more than 2.5 million tons of carbon dioxide. What's more, more than 4 bil- 
lion pounds of plastic bottles ended up in landfills or as roadside litter last 
year, CAI reports; less than one in five plastic bottles are recycled. After a 
similar campaign last summer, Pepsi agreed to print "Public Water Source” 
on its Aquafina labels. Learn more at www.thinkoutsidethebottle.org.

For every two immigrants apprehended during immigration raids, an aver- 
age of one child is left behind, according to a new study commissioned 
by the National Council of La Raza and conducted by the Urban Institute. 
“The results are striking,” states the report, entitled “Paying the Price: 
The Impact of Immigration Raids on America’s Children." According 
to the report, thousands of children who are U.S. citizens or legal resi- 
dents have already been separated from one or both parents due to 
deportation, and millions more could face the same fate. “This study is 
the first to consider the costs of these enforcement choices on innocent 
children, the most vulnerable members of our society," the report states. 
“Surely, Americans should be concerned when the effects of enforcing 
the law is that school systems and child care providers must prepare for 
the likelihood of substantial numbers of their children being left without 
care, without warning.” Ironically, U.S. Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement justifies operating detention centers, such as the T. Don 
Hutto Residential Center in Taylor, by saying they help keep families 
together.

Texas teens know they shouldn’t drink and drive, but few understand that 
the law sets higher standards for young and inexperienced drivers. 
That’s the finding of a Texas Transportation Institute survey of 4,400 high- 
schoolers. Eighty percent of them had either a driver’s permit or license, 
but only around half of those had taken a formal drivers-ed course. Only 
7% said they were very aware of the Texas Graduated Driver License, viola- 
tion of which could result in them losing their license. Asked about the top 
worst driving habits, 93% knew that drunken driving was a danger, but only 
42% realized that driving while texting or using a cell phone increased 
their risks of a serious crash. Worryingly, only 1% recognized driving at 
night as more dangerous than daytime driving, even though two-thirds of 
all crashes involving teen drivers happen between 6pm and 6am.

Soft on cancer? 

What happened to Lance’s cancer proposition in Travis County? 

Really, we hate to focus on the negative. So let’s give supporters of Proposition 15 
- the state constitutional amendment creating the Cancer Prevention and Research 
Institute of Texas - their due: The amendment enjoyed a solid win, getting the sup- 
port of 61% of the Nov. 6 voters. And yes, Prop. 15 passed here in Travis Co., as well 
(along with, predictably, all the other propositions). 

But the former is the statistical curiosity we just can’t get over - it barely passed in 
Travis, which is the home turf of Lance Armstrong, the seven-time Tour de France win- 
ner, cancer survivor, and Austin hero. A mere 50.29% of Travis voters supported it. If 
this election had been only countywide instead of statewide, Prop. 15 supporters might 
have been sweating as they watched Travis’ largest boxes roll in - of the 10 biggest (all 
of which, interestingly, are in Republican County Commissioner Gerald Daugherty's 
Precinct 3), Prop. 15 won only three, including thrashings in box 373 (Lago Vista and 
Jonestown) and 334 (Spicewood, near Cedar Park). Fortunately for Lance and Co., that 
trend was counterbalanced by wins in the two largest county boxes, 376 (Steiner 
Ranch) and 342 (Barton Hills), as well as in politically active Central Austin, generally. 

Both sides in the Prop. 15 debate agree: The difference was organized political oppo- 
sition in Travis Co. “One thing different about Travis County is that there was organized 
opposition that peaked during early voting,’’ said Kirsten Voinis of Texans Curing 
Cancer. “One of the leaders of that opposition had worked on several other issue cam- 
paigns so was working with an established base. That opposition also tapped into 
some of the student groups at the University of Texas, the largest campus in the state.” 

Still, Voinis was happy to point out: “Regardless of the margin, at the end of the day, 
Proposition 15 still won in Travis County. Voters got it - Proposition 15 is a historic 
opportunity to save lives, both now and in the future.” 

Another big supporter was Austin state Sen. Kirk Watson, also a cancer survivor. 
“This was really the only place with organized opposition,” Watson said. “That makes a 
difference, particularly in a low-turnout election like this. Even if the organized opposi- 
tion is late, it makes a difference. ... You get a higher proportion of ‘no’ voters.” Also, 
he added: “The ballot language and the amendment itself aren’t specific enough, par- 
ticularly for voters in Travis County and Austin, where people really think about these 
things and want more specifics. It makes a difference to all voters but particularly to a 
place that pays this much attention to these sorts of things." 

Watson also mentioned two other factors: Gov. Rick Perry was a strong supporter of 
the amendment, so some voters could have been reflexively anti-Perry, and “there’s no 
truth in taxation right now” - with gas taxes that don’t necessarily fund highways or 
sporting-goods taxes that don’t go to Parks and Wildlife, voters might not trust state 
leaders to put this money into fighting cancer. 

“We had $3,500 bucks to work with,” said Don Zimmerman, one of the leaders of 
the organized opposition. “And the media, to their credit ... did a few stories on it. Man, 
I tell you, if we had anything like the resources, if we had $100,000 like the American 
Cancer Society chipped in - with $100,000 we could have destroyed that thing state- 
wide. We would have annihilated them statewide with $100,000." - Lee Nichols

Executed Inmate's Wife Sues Court of Criminal Appeals Judge Keller 


The wife of executed inmate Michael Richard is suing 
Court of Criminal Appeals Presiding Judge Sharon Keller, 
arguing that Keller violated Richard’s civil rights and the 
Constitution, causing Richard’s September death by lethal 
injection. In the federal lawsuit filed Nov. 7, 43-year-old 
Marsha Richard argues Keller violated her husband’s due 
process rights by refusing to hear his appeal only because it 
was filed after 5pm, an arbitrary deadline set by Keller. 

On Sept. 25, Keller closed the courthouse to Richard’s 
llth-hour appeal challenging the constitutionality of the tri- 
chemical method of lethal injection. Richard’s attorneys 
sought to file the appeal in response to the U.S. Supreme 
Court's decision that day to review two Kentucky inmates’ 
challenge to the tri-chemical method. The appeal was delayed, 
however, because of computer problems; at the time, the 
court did not accept any e-filing, even in life-and-death cases. 
Although Richard’s attorney David Dow, of the University of 


Fiouston Law Center, told the court he would need only about 
20 additional minutes to get the appeal to the court, Keller 
refused. “We close at 5,” she told reporters. Keller’s decision 
to refuse Richard’s appeal meant he was, in effect, blocked 
from appealing to the Supremes, who likely would have grant- 
ed his stay. Instead, he was executed - the only inmate exe- 
cuted in the U.S. since the high court announced it would 
review the constitutionality of the lethal injection method. 

Marsha Richard’s federal lawsuit names Keller in her indi- 
vidual and official capacity, noting that she is not afforded any 
immunity from the suit because her actions were “without any 
authority whatever” and were blatantly unconstitutional - 
indeed, the court has “previously” considered appeals past 
the alleged 5pm deadline, Richard argues. “No law or rule 
gave ... Keller the authority to close the court to prevent the 
appeal,” reads the suit. Keller, who has served on the court 
since 1994, “has participated in hundreds of death penalty 


appeals and knew the consequence of her actions would be 
the death of Michael Richard without due process review.” 

Keller’s actions (or inaction) in the Richard case prompted 19 
attorneys to sign on to an official complaint filed with the Texas 
Commission on Judicial Conduct, and nearly 300 attorneys, 
former judges, and law professors joined a petition asking the 
CCA to adopt rules for e-filing. Last week the court did just that, 
allowing lawyers to file electronically in death penalty cases. 
Marsha Richard’s attorney, Randall Kallinen, told the Houston 
Chronicle that the court’s new e-filing rule is “an admission by the 
[court] that what happened was wrong,” but he said it “doesn't 
fix the problem of someone ordering the stopping of filings.” As 
such, Richard’s suit seeks a federal order barring Keller, the CCA, 
or its clerk from refusing any emergency death penalty filings. 

Marsha Richard, who married Michael in November 2002, 
also seeks unspecified monetary damages and attorney fees.

Passion drives community action, but good 
data can help. 

So advocates Jim Walker, executive direc- 
tor of the Central Texas Sustainability 
Indicators Project - a data nerd's dream. 
The passion behind CTSIP is about advanc- 
ing community goals and values to grow 
Central Texas well. The “sustainability” it 
promotes requires a healthy balance among 
the environment, economic development, 
and social equity. Toward that end, the 40- 
plus “indicators" related to prosperity, quali- 
ty of life, and equality of opportunity are 
compiled for the five-county Central Texas 
region, from public data sources and CTSIP 
phone surveys. All those factoids get com- 
piled into a graph-happy Biennial Data 
Report. (The 2006 report is available online 
at www.centexindicators.org; the 2008 report 
will be published next spring.) By distilling a 
wealth of facts and trends, the report offers 
a rich resource for public discourse, policy, 
and community solutions - and political can- 
didate stump speeches. 

After being housed for seven years at Austin 
Community College, the CTSIP recently left its 
institutional host and struck out on its own. 
Walker said ACC provided a great relationship 
during the project’s incubation period; ACC had 
been paying his half-time salary, as a donation 
to CTSIP The transition has spurred a period of 
fresh focus for the project on strategic goals, 
fundraising, and a business plan for growth. 

“It’s timely that we’re in a period of deep 
strategic thinking, because it seems like 
every week or so another organization calls 
for better data,” Walker said. “But the real 
question is, how do we connect the data to 
things we’re passionate about? Which mea- 
sures matter, and how do you get communi- 
ties engaged?” 



This isn't some crazy Austin idea: Nationally 
there’s a Community Indi-cators Consortium 
and an International Sustainability 
Indicators Network (Walker is involved in 
both) and the National Neighborhood 
Indicators Partnership. But the local effort, 
admits Walker, “is as much a cult phenomenon 
as anything." Organizations hip to the data cult 
include United Way and Envision Central 
Texas (Walker becomes ECT board president in 
2008). The report is also valued by the 
Community Action Network, Leadership Austin, 
Austin Area Research Organization, Liveable 
City, environmental groups, Travis County, area 
school systems, and Seton's Children’s Optimal 
Health initiative. 

Walker said that in other cities - some 
150 nationally - such initiatives are associ- 


ated with major foundations or the United 
Way, which funds them. Here, the 501(c)3 
nonprofit is actively seeking new partners, 
sponsors, and corporate donors. “We’ve 
maxed out on what we can achieve with one 
staff person,” said the spread-thin Walker. 

To date, resources have been focused on 
simply producing the report. Indeed, it’s a 
massive undertaking: Major categories 
include social equity, engagement, economy, 
health, environment, land use and mobility, 
public safety, and education and children. 
But the CTSIP has a five-year plan to add 
staff who can provide new data products, 
related consulting services, and custom 
analysis and data reports in the public inter- 
est. Most important, the CTSIP wants to 
proactively engage leaders and citizens in 


using its data to take action. It regards 
engagement as the crucial “fourth E” - 
alongside equity, economy, and environment. 

Sponsors are being sought for the 2008 
report. The CTSIP is also seeking consulting 
projects that can provide earned income, 
around a collaborative model in which they 
add value to the initiatives of other groups. 
Specific data extracts and custom compila- 
tions are produced by indicator projects in 
other cities and represent a growth area for 
the CTSIP 

“I love data!” Walker said. “But more, I love 
to use trends and different kinds of data - to 
connect the dots in the community, to imagine 
in the future, to support hopes and aspira- 
tions, and ultimately to get stuff done.”

SUSTAINABLE TRANSPORTATION TIDBITS 


Austin’s Yellow Bike Project is a local, all-volunteer non- 
profit whose name refers to its semiregular release of recy- 
cled, yellow-painted bicycles, free to ride but not to keep. 

The group’s mission these days, however, focuses more on 
operating open-to-the-public community bike-repair shops, 
where one can trade volunteer hours for free bike-repair 
schooling in a top-notch facility. Longtime volunteer Pete 
Wall updated members of the city’s Street Smarts Task 
Force recently on Yellow Bike happenings. YBP has a major 
presence on the task force and has been a strong, pragmat- 
ic voice for transportation bicyclists. Based on a recent sur- 
vey, Wall said, people ages 16-70 are literally coming from 
all over Austin to YBP's main shop on East 51st Street. 
Between 500 and 600 visitors per month seek knowledge 
about repairing their bikes, overwhelmingly used for transpor- 
tation and commuting purposes, and YBP has seen 100 to 
200 new visitors each month. Most impressively, YPB also 
reports putting to work as many as 200 folks with communi- 
ty-service obligations each year, often high-schoolers with no 
bicycle-repair experience. 

Yellow Bike has been searching for a new home since it 
learned last year that its main shop, an old warehouse 
donated by the city, would be leveled as part of the Mueller 
redevelopment by summer 2008. Wall reported that the 
city has offered YBP a parcel of land in Southeast Austin 
and volunteers have submitted a site plan for a new shop 
building, though the land's precarious situation beneath 
power lines has challenged volunteers’ ability to get a large- 


enough structure approved. They’re seeking assistance from 
those with building experience or anyone willing to help them 
locate prospective new sites. In the meantime, Wall said 
YBP is also in need of experienced bike mechanics available 
to volunteer in its existing shop. 

In other sustainable-transportation news, YBP recently 
teamed up with Eastside Pedal Pushers bike shop to pro- 
vide employees at the city’s One Texas Center office complex 
with four bicycles for cruising to and from City Hall. Nadia 
Barrera of the city's Public Works Department had this to say 
on the BicycleAustin.info listserv about one of the bikes: “I 
beat some other employees to a meeting on 10th Street on 
the bike. We were in the elevator together, going to the same 
place at the same time. We left OTC, and I got there on the 
bike just as they were parking their big city truck. It felt great!” 

Further expanding its civic presence, YBP will have a promi- 
nent role in this weekend’s sixth annual East Austin Studio 
Tour, showcasing the work of more than 200 artists at more 
than 100 studios in Central East Austin. This year’s EAST is 
bike-themed, and guests are encouraged to travel the short 
distances between studios by bicycle. On Saturday at 10am, 
Yellow Bike will hold its largest-ever release of refurbished, yel- 
low-hued cycles at Cafe Mundi, 1704 E. Fifth, making an esti- 
mated 100 bikes available for the taking. YBP volunteers will 
also man a free tune-up station to help less mechanically 
savvy bike-owners make minor adjustments and fix flat tires.

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Dumped by County, BFI Takes Landfill Plan to TCEQ

Wafting in and out like the smell of garbage in the breeze, 
the issue of whether to allow BFI/Allied Waste Industries 
Inc. to vertically expand its Sunset Farms Landfill has spo- 
radically soured the air at Travis Co. Commissioners Court for 
well over five years. Each episode has drawn galvanized, 
impassioned opposition from nearby Northeast Austin resi- 
dents, who have long complained about putrid odors, flooding, 
and trash-strewn streets overwhelmed by garbage trucks. The 
complaints also apply to fellow refuse handler Waste Man- 
agement Inc., which operates a similar landfill adjacent to 
BFI's site. 

Last week, commissioners narrowly voted to trash an agree- 
ment that would have stamped county approval on BFI’s pro- 
posed 75-foot height expansion, in exchange for assurances 
that the dump would close no later than 2015. BFI hoped the 
agreement would streamline its application to the Texas 
Commission on Environmental Quality, the agency ultimately 
tasked with approving the expansion. Commissioner Margaret 
Gomez cast the deciding vote against the expansion deal but 
flipped her position the next day by voting against county efforts 
to fight the expansion at the state level, based on stated fears 
that a new landfill might end up in her south Travis Co. precinct. 


“We’re going to rebut Gomez’s assertion that she’s repre- 
senting her constituents by refusing to fight," said Robin 
Schneider, executive director of Texas Campaign for the 
Environment, the nonprofit that has led local demands for 
reforms and expedited closure at both Northeast Austin land- 
fills. Schneider argued that the region is on the verge of a 
landfill capacity glut, calling BFI’s expansion unnecessary and 
counterproductive to efforts to divert all compostable and 
recyclable items from landfills - efforts she says will create 
scores of new “green-collar jobs.” Texas Campaign for the 
Environment presented a letter opposing the expansion signed 
by more than 70 local black and Flispanic community leaders. 
The city of Austin in May passed a resolution against the 
expansion, and state Rep. Mark Strama and Sen. Kirk 
Watson have also drafted a letter in opposition. 

In April, the TCEQ declared BFI’s expansion application tech- 
nically complete, which essentially means the waste giant has 
provided all the necessary information. The application is now 
undergoing a more stringent technical review, taking in to 
account things like site geology, drainage and erosion con- 
trols, landfill gas monitoring, and post-closure cost estimates, 
according to TCEQ media-relations manager Terry Clawson. Fie 


said recycling is encouraged but not required for a landfill per- 
mit nor is consideration of the actual need for regional landfill 
space. The TCEQ has received 76 requests for a contested 
case hearing on BFI’s permit. Commissioners will likely initiate 
consideration early next year, Clawson said. 

At a county public hearing in October, Commissioner Ron 
Davis said it was an “atrocity” that kids at nearby Bluebonnet 
Elementary School were kept inside at recess due to “odorous 
conditions.” Davis, whose precinct includes the landfill, has 
staunchly advocated closing the site. Area resident Fabian 
Martinez said he decided to pull his kids out of Bluebonnet 
and place them in a private school much farther away. “My 
daughter would get sick and throw up on the school bus,” 
though she’s not prone to car sickness, he said. “Would you 
want to jog in an area that smells like rotten eggs and dirty 
diapers?” he asked. Davis said BFI first approached the com- 
mission in 2001 concerning an expansion. “BFI has had 
ample time to do something about space,” he said. “Mean- 
while, the community has always opposed an expansion.” 

BFI district manager Brad Dugas said last month that Sunset 
Farms could fill its permitted capacity by 2011 at present dispos- 
al rates and that BFI has had difficulty locating a new landfill site 
due to “not in my back yard concerns.” “I believe we provide a 
valuable service to the community," Dugas said. “We want to stay 
in business in the Austin market, and in order to provide uninter- 
rupted service, we need 
that additional capacity to 
continue to look for a new 
landfill in the area.” Dugas 
added that most people 
don’t realize how much 
BFI’s disposal rate of 
3,000 tons of waste per 
day really is. Seventy per- 
cent of that waste comes 
from Travis County, he 
said, though waste is also 
accepted from up to 20 
other counties. “People 
say we can’t be trusted, 
but we’re honoring the 
commitment we’ve made 
all along - to close by 
2015 and to abandon 
this site if we find a new 
one before then.” 

City of Austin Solid Waste Advisory Commission Chair 
Gerard Acuna said complaints about the landfill have been a 
hot topic throughout his nine-year tenure on the commission. 
“It's been one thing after another,” he said. “The current loca- 
tion is not a good place for that type of facility, plain and sim- 
ple." Echoing Davis, Acuna said that if BFI had devoted the 
time and money it has spent trying to expand Sunset Farms to 
finding a new site, “they certainly could’ve started fresh at a 
new site by now, being the model landfill operators they claim 
to be.” Acuna concluded, “I’m not for kicking BFI out of town 
but for raising the bar on landfills.” - Daniel Mottola 



Austin Bishop Checkmates 'Dark Materials' in Schools 


Privately run religious schools throughout 
Austin are boycotting a controversial chil- 
dren’s book because of its anti-religious 
themes and the beliefs of the book’s author, 
British humanist Philip Pullman. Last week, 
Austin Bishop Gregory Aymond, concerned 
with the book’s portrayal of the church as 
hierarchical and authoritarian, ordered all cop- 
ies of Pullman’s trilogy, titled His Dark 
Materials, banned from Catholic schools in 
the diocese. Aymond said in a written state- 
ment: “Pullman’s books attempt to devalue 
religion, especially Christianity. Our children 
deserve better reading material than what is 
in these books.” According to Aymond’s office, 
Catholic school Superintendent Ned Vanders 
told an assembly of principals Wednesday 


that the bishop had “requested” all of Pullman’s 
books be removed, and by Thursday the books 
were off library shelves. 

Interest in Pullman’s work has been mount- 
ing across the country in anticipation of the 
release of a new film based on the first book 
in the series, The Golden Compass. The 
book’s growing popularity among American 
children has set off a wave of alarm among 
some parents and religious leaders, who see 
it as a full-frontal assault on Christianity from 
an outspoken atheist. The trilogy is being 
billed as the atheist counterpart to C.S. 

Lewis’ The Chronicles of Narnia. A strong 
underlying theme in the books is the conflict 
of religion and science, and Pullman leaves 
little doubt as to which side he’s on. The 


heroes of the trilogy are scientists and think- 
ers, and the role of the villain is played by the 
church. The Golden Compass takes place in a 
fantasy parallel universe ruled by a church 
theocracy called the Magisterium. One charac- 
ter, a physicist and former nun named Mary 
Malone, describes Christianity as a “powerful 
and convincing mistake.” 

Some Protestant religious schools in the 
Austin area are following the Catholic Church’s 
lead and calling for boycotts as well. Although 
many of the schools contacted for this story 
did not have the books to begin with, sources 
said schools, including Hope Lutheran and 
Hyde Park Baptist, would actively discour- 
age children from reading the book or seeing 
the movie. Also, parents at Small Middle 


School in Austin Independent School District 
protested the selection of The Golden 
Compass for an afterschool book club. Neither 
the school nor the librarian prohibited children 
from reading the book, but students were 
encouraged to select something else. 

Mary Eifert, eighth-grade interim principal of 
St. Paul Lutheran School, is taking a differ- 
ent approach. Eifert said she has researched 
the book and received information from par- 
ents, but the school will not participate in any 
official ban. But she said she plans to educate 
parents and students about the book and 
“how it is not in accord with our teachings.” 

“I believe parents have to make their own 
decisions on what they will or will not allow 
their children to see, and maybe they will use 
the movie as a teaching tool,” she said.

THE PALESTINE NEXUS 


Ask anyone with a modicum of knowledge 
what must be done to achieve peace in the 
Middle East, and the answer eventually 
echoes: Someone has to solve the Palestine 
problem. Of course, there are as many (often 
mutually exclusive) solutions to the problem 
as there are experts, but it’s an axiom of the 
region that there will be no peace anywhere 
until there is peace between Israelis and 
Palestinians. For that to happen, Americans 
might begin by learning more about the facts 
on the ground than is made available by the 
mainstream media, which takes its cues from 
U.S. foreign policy. This Thursday and Friday 
night, Nov. 15-16, the Interfaith Community for 
Palestinian Rights is hosting journalist/activ- 
ist Alison Weir, founder of If Americans Knew, 
hoping to help provide “what every American 
needs to know about Israel/Palestine.” A visit 
to IFK’s home page provides a useful statisti- 
cal snapshot of the profound imbalance 
between the effects of the current situation 
on Palestinians and Israelis. Weir is accompa- 
nied by legendary Austin documentary photog- 
rapher Alan Pogue, author of Witness for 
Justice, discussing his visits to the region and 
his photographs. 

The Interfaith Community for Palestinian 
Rights event provides an occasion to recall an 


event we unfortunately missed - the recent 
appearance by Austin-based writer Anna Baltzer 
with her book, Witness in Palestine: Journal of a 
Jewish American Woman in the Occupied 
Territories. Baltzer recounts her experience as a 
volunteer with the International Women’s Peace 
Service, “a narration of the 8 months that I 
spent working with IWPS, spanning the past 5 
years [documenting] both the situation on the 
ground as I observed it and my personal emo- 
tional and intellectual journey piecing together 
my own understanding of the conflict.” Baltzer’s 
book is an extraordinary personal record of daily 
life for Palestinians under occupation, vividly 
describing "one woman’s experience living and 
working in the West Bank.” An extensive over- 
view of Baltzer's work is available on her web- 
site, www.annainthemiddleeast.coni. As she writes in 
her book, “I do not expect - or even wish for - 
readers to blindly accept my assertions about 
Israel and the Occupation; I certainly did not 
believe such claims when I first encountered 
them. My hope is that readers will react individ- 
ually to my stories and begin to develop their 
own understanding of the situation."

Double Standard? 

FEMA bars employees from 
entering travel trailers 


Concerned for the health of its 
employees, the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency has barred its 
workers from entering stored travel trail- 
ers - the same ones it gave tens of thou- 
sands of hurricane evacuees in Alabama, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and Texas to 
reside in. In Texas, 655 Hurricane Rita 
families are living in 687 of these trailers 
(down from 4,245 families in the months 
right after Rita), and an additional 3,275 
units are in storage here, said Don 
Jacks, spokesman for FEMA’s Texas 
Transitional Recovery Office. 

The problem is formaldehyde 
fumes. Trailer-dwellers in Texas began 
complaining about them around a year 
ago, said Jacks, although occupants in 
other states have been expressing con- 
cern since at least early 2006. Despite 
the facts that fumes can cause respira- 
tory and other health problems and that 
formaldehyde is classified as a carcino- 
gen, manufacturers use it in some build- 
ing materials. There’s a big difference 
between occupied and stored trailers, 
however, Jacks said: Without being 
allowed to ventilate, closed-up trailers 
are fume factories, but lived-in units are 
safe - thanks to air conditioning and 
door and window ventilation - or so the 
rationale goes. “We’re mixing apples 
and oranges here,” Jacks said. “[W]e 
have FEMA workers all along the Gulf 
Coast entering occupied travel trailer 
units daily to perform maintenance. It’s 
only the units that have been closed and 
are in storage that fall under the ‘no 
entry’ order without first being ventilat- 
ed,” he later emphasized in an e-mail. 

“Sen. Mary Landrieu, D-La., accused 
FEMA of using a double standard and 
said it ‘defies logic’ that occupied trail- 


ers are safer than those in storage,” 
reported the Associated Press on Nov. 

8. “I don’t really buy that argument,” 
Landrieu said. “It makes no sense, in 
that most of these [occupied] trailers are 
closed up and locked during the day." 

Hundreds of trailer occupants “are 
suing trailer manufacturers, accusing the 
companies of jeopardizing their health by 
providing FEMA with poorly constructed 
campers,” the AP also reported. Texas’ 
occupied trailers - which are around 8 feet 
wide and 28 to 30 feet long - are in 16 
southeastern counties, the largest concen- 
trations in Jefferson and Orange counties. 
FEMA hopes to have everyone in Texas out 
of the temporary homes and into long- 
term housing by the end of March 2008, 
said Jacks, adding that the agency is slat- 
ed to provide emergency housing assis- 
tance to evacuees through February 2009. 

The stored units, all retired from Texas 
and Louisiana, are in Jasper. There are 
about 3,275 of them, “deactivated” for a 
variety of reasons - some due to formal- 
dehyde concerns but most as a result of 
tenants moving into more permanent 
housing; Jacks said “there’s no way to 
tell” how many of the trailers were retired 
because of formaldehyde. Fumes have 
been a concern in Texas with about 80 
trailer-dwelling families, all of whom were 
relocated, he said. “There were no form- 
aldehyde concerns expressed in South- 
east Texas until formaldehyde-related 
stories began to surface in Louisiana 
and Alabama about a year ago. And up 
until a few months ago, only eight South- 
east Texas families had expressed form- 
aldehyde concerns,” Jacks elaborated in 
an e-mail. “These travel trailers were 
never designed to be long-term housing," 
he said. - Cheryl Smith

Clipping Capitol Reporters' Wings, Fighting for Air America, and Goodbye, Sammy

In a flashing neon sign of the times, last 
week Freedom Communications Inc. shut 
down its one-reporter Capitol bureau for its 
three South Texas newspapers, The Monitor 
(McAllen), the Valley Morning Star , and The 
Brownsville Herald. “It’s a cost-cutting mea- 
sure," said Olaf Frandsen, regional vice pres- 
ident for Freedom, reciting the mantra of mod- 
ern newspaper executives. “We had to look 
for areas where we could cut costs without 
significantly damaging coverage.” 

Freedom’s decision leaves three of the key 
newspapers in one of the fastest-growing, poor- 
est, and historically underrepresented areas of 
the state without a full-time reporter covering the 
Legislature. "It’s just silly to say you can send a 
reporter to parachute in and parachute out and 
that they will have an idea of the rhythm of the 
process,” said Harvey Kronberg, editor of the 
Quorum Report, a widely read Capitol newsletter. 
“If you don’t have somebody here, it’s hard to 
evaluate the significance of stories breaking.” 

There has been a steady chipping away at 
Capitol coverage over the years, as newspa- 
pers shrink into their shells in the face of 
competition. Two years ago, Scripps Howard 
shut down its two-person bureau. Soon after, 
to save costs, the Houston Chronicle and San 
Antonio Express-News, both owned by Hearst 
Newspapers, merged their bureaus. And 
while the Capitol once swarmed with surly TV 
crews, there hasn’t been an out-of-town sta- 
tion with full-time Capitol staff since 2004, 
when Dallas-based WFAA shut its bureau. 

There have been some additions, including 
regular coverage from KUT-FM and News 8 
Austin (plus the emergence of local Fox 
reporter Mike Rosen as a serious Capitol 
journalist). But there’s no mistaking the tide 
slowly eroding coverage of stuffy old politics, 
which apparently doesn't fit well with the 
newspaper owners’ strategies. 

Considering reporter Elizabeth Pierson 
Hernandez worked out of her Austin house, 
it's not quite clear how much money Freedom 
is actually going to save by shutting down its 
“bureau.” Flernandez, who is widely credited 
with breaking the story of abuses at the Texas 
Youth Commission, was offered another job 
but decided to stay in Austin for family rea- 
sons. “It’s disappointing,” she said. “I liked 
my job a lot. And, more than that, there won’t 
be anybody to cover the Legislature for a 
growing region of the state.” 

Freedom will replace Flernandez by rotating 
reporters to Austin, as needed, Frandsen 
said. Any suggestion of diminished coverage 
is “an unfounded fear,” he said. “I think we 
are smart enough and responsible enough to 
understand Austin still needs to be covered.” 

The concept of "doing more with less” is the 
snake oil newspaper executives are peddling 
around the country these days, even though 
there’s no evidence that cutting resources 
actually improves coverage. “We’re ‘going to do 
more with less' ... is one of the great lies of 
the 21st century,” longtime Baltimore Sun 
reporter David Simon, creator of The Wire, 
recently told Inside TV. “What it means is we're 
going to be less with less. And that’s the 
nature of what journalism is becoming.” 


There’s a general feeling within the state’s 
newspaper industry that the cutbacks have 
only just begun. The Belo-owned Dallas 
Morning News has already purged dozens of 
jobs, and the Houston Chronicle and the 
Express-News have both announced plans to 
shrink their newsrooms. Earlier this year, The 
Atlanta Journal-Constitution, the flagship of 
Austin American-Statesman owner Cox 
Newspapers, announced it was cutting 80 
newsroom positions. 

The lingering question in local media circles 
is when the axe will fall at the Statesman, 
which has managed to avoid the deep slices 
imposed at other papers. According to the 
latest data from the Audit Bureau of 
Circulation, the local daily's Monday-Friday 
circulation continues to slide, standing at 
162,299 at the end of September, a 4% dip 
from the same point a year ago. 

PROGRESSIVE RADIO RALLY 

“I hate Rush Limbaugh, and I hate 
Republicans, and I support anything that puts 
a little twist in their panties," said Sierra 
Zambroni from the outdoor stage at 
Threadgill’s last week, hoping to spark some 
public outrage over the demise of Air 
America radio in Austin. 

Last month KOKE-AM, the network’s local 
affiliate, abruptly replaced the progressive-talk 


format with Norteho music after the station 
was sold to a Spanish-language broadcaster. 
While the ratings suggest not too many 
Austinites are weeping in their pillows at the 
format’s passing, progressives around the 
country are rallying to the cause, convinced 
the movement depends on the ability to have 
their very own Limbaugh. 

The centerpiece of the Threadgill's event, 
organized by local activist Pixie Sherry and 
headlined Help Bring Air America Back to 
Austin, was a live broadcast by Air America 
host Richard Greene, who assembled the 
roster of obligatory Austin guests, including 
Jim Hightower and Kinky Friedman. Greene 
was supposed to broadcast his show live 
from the outdoor courtyard at Threadgill's, but 
there were “technical difficulties” and he 
ended up broadcasting live from the manag- 
er’s office. The audience, which ebbed and 
flowed to the courtyard, was left to make do 
with a rockin’ little set by local band Wide 
Open Sky and occasional speakers extolling 
the virtues of Air America. 

Cornered outside Threadgill’s, Hightower 
acknowledged that Air America may be an odd 
cause for the movement to embrace given its 
string of assorted embarrassments. But he 
believes the network is still worthy of support 
under new CEO Mark Green. “You don’t want 
to kick one of your assets in the ass,” he said. 


THE LAST OF THE TACKY DEEJAYS 

The chest-pounding and wails of grief over 
Sammy Allred's sudden departure from 
country icon KVET may be justified, consid- 
ering his long career in Austin. But there is 
little doubt Allred’s cantankerous role in 
modern radio was slowly fading into the 
light. Whether he muttered “asshole” on the 
air, as alleged, or made another vaguely 
racial joke, Allred was an anachronism, a 
throwback to the days when radio liked to be 
provocative and interesting, even on a yee- 
haw country station. 

Today, radio executives quake in their 
penny loafers at the idea of a loose cannon 
who might say a bad word and invoke the 
wrath of the Federal Communications 
Commission. Toss in the fact that Clear 
Channel stations are slashing budgets 
around the country, and it’s not hard to imag- 
ine KVET eager to rid itself of an unpredict- 
able old-timer and his fat contract. 

Love or hate him, Allred's passing places 
Austin one step closer to the end of the era 
of tactless, politically incorrect, tittie-joke-lov- 
ing radio personalities, who talk like real peo- 
ple and might say or do anything on air. With 
Allred put out to pasture, KLBJ's Dudley and 
Bob are like the last soldiers manning the 
walls of the fort, surrounded by an army of 
perky JB and Sandy shows. ■

Texas Democrats have made it no secret that 
they plan to target Republicans in the 2008 elec- 
tions over cash they took in 2006 from right-wing 
political action committees: groups like the HillCo 
Partners PAC, a right-wing lobbying body famous 
for its close connection to House Speaker Tom 
Craddick, and heavy donations from Republican 
sugar daddy Bob “Swift Boat” Perry. HillCo 
dropped $1,015,704 into the 2006 elections, and 
Dems have already said they’ll use that against 
Republican candidates next November by linking 
them to the conservative cash machine. But sever- 
al high-ranking Dems also received HillCo dona- 
tions, and now that’s coming back to haunt them in 
the primaries. 

One recipient of HillCo’s largesse was Rep. 
Ismael “Kino” Flores, D-Mission, who got $3,500. 
Now primary challenger Sandra Rodriguez is 
using that against him, saying in an Oct. 30 press 
release that the incumbent “needs to stop the 
shell game and tell the voters where he is getting 
his money and what he is providing in exchange for 
these contributions." 

Rep. Aaron Pena, D-Edinburg, is also defending his 
HillCo connections. In 2004, he fought off primary 
challenger Eddie Saenz. Now Saenz is back, saying 
that Pena “lined his pockets with thousands of dollars 
from a political action committee funded by Republican 
politicians’ top money man." Pena fired back that he 
should be judged on his voting record but squeezed in 
that, next session, he promises to vote for a Democratic 
House speaker. 

This schism could still hit closer to home. According 

to Texans for Public Justice, in 2006 Austin’s own 
Dawnna Dukes took $3,000 from HillCo and another 
$10,000 this September. (For Dukes’ response, see 
www.austinchronicle.com/chronic.) She faces no primary 
challenger yet, but with filing not ending until Jan. 2, 
it’s not impossible one could appear.

$2.4 TRILLION AND COUNTING 

Shall we check the numbers again on 
George W.’s misbegotten war? For today, let’s 
leave aside such depressing counts as the 
ever-rising numbers of dead and mangled 
and just focus on the dollars he’s dumping 
into his foreign hostilities.

category winner Haley Mack took the simple but 
radical step of opening a window. Having arrived 
in Austin in January from Long Beach, Calif., she 
was effectively competing against the previous 
tenants of her two-bedroom home in Hyde Park. 
But like most renters, she could not rebuild as a 
homeowner can. For her, the big changes came 
in behavior, and the simplest was to take advan- 
tage of the environment. “The air is fresh here,” 
Mack said. “I come from L.A., where we say if 
you can’t chew it, you don’t breathe it.” By tak- 
ing simple steps, like leaving the windows open 
at night and using low-power fans to help blow 
cooled air around the rooms, she became less 
dependent on her air conditioner. 


Spreading the Word 

For Austin Energy, the end of the challenge 
is not the end of their efforts to get people to 
think about how they use electricity. “It’s fun 
to have a competition,” said AE spokesman 
Ed Clark, “but this is really about making 
people think, ‘What can I do, in my day-to- 
day life, that I’m OK with that helps me 
reduce my energy usage without creating 
undue hardship?”’ It fits with the utility’s 
plan to reduce peak demand by 60 megawatts 
a year through efficiency and load shifting: 
getting customers to use appliances like 
washing machines outside normal high- 
demand hours. It might sound contrary for 
an electricity company to want to sell less 
electricity, but the industry numbers speak 
for themselves. If a generating firm wanted to 
add production capacity, it would cost $750 
per kilowatt for gas-turbine generation, 
$2,500 for coal, or $2,800 for nuclear. To 
save a kilowatt of capacity only costs $318. 
“Energy efficiency is the most cost-effective 
generation plan,” Clark said.

Meet the winners of our Kill-a-Watt Challenge

1,599,604 kilowatt hours. 

That’s enough electricity to keep a single 
lightbulb burning for 10,000 years or to run a 
television showing 21,000,000 back-to-back 
episodes of Oprah or to beat the single-player 
campaign mode on Halo 3 1 million times. 

It’s also how much electricity the competitors 
saved in the Chronic le’s Kill-a-Watt Challenge. 

From June to September, Austin Energy cus- 
tomers signed up for the challenge with one 
aim: to reduce their electricity usage as much 
as possible. Bills were compared against those 
for the same period last year. Renters, home- 
owners, businesses, and even entire neighbor- 
hoods could compete to have the greatest total 
reduction in kilowatts used or the greatest per- 
centage drop from last year for the same prop- 
erty. Each month, individual winners in each 
category were announced, and now the overall 
winners have been calculated. While most of 
the 1,152 contestants - including private citi- 
zens, businesses, state agencies, churches, and 
even fraternities - made dramatic cuts in their 
individual bills, there’s a bigger story. Together, 
the contestants brought about a 13% cut in 
their total electricity consumption, with resul- 
tant cuts in their bills and pollution. 

According to AE, in high summer, 60-70% of 
all electricity bills are due to air conditioners. 
With this year’s milder summer, many contes- 
tants found themselves cutting their bills with- 
out even trying or without feeling the effects of 
the heat. But others really thought about their 
savings, like Rainer Blunck. The overall winner 
of the homeowners category, the former resi- 
dent of Hamburg, Germany, managed to cut the 
electric bills on his two-story home in Park 
Creek West by an astonishing 86%. He already 
had compact fluorescent lamps for lighting but 
still made sure to turn them off when leaving a 
room. He also turned off the automated ice- 
maker in his freezer, but, as he said, this was “a 
few percent here and there.” The biggest savings 
still came from only using his air conditioning 
when he needed it. “I bought a fan,” said

Blunck, “and because I 
have a two-story, I 
could leave the win- 
dows open to let in the 
relatively cool air at 
night.” The addition of 
insulated blinds cut 
daytime warming, but 
he took advantage of 
the sun to dry his laun- 
dry on a line in his garage. While his house was 
comfortable, Blunck said he also noticed how 
hard businesses run their air conditioning. 
“When I go to restaurants, I go in, and I’m 
cold,” he said. “I avoid sitting under the vents.” 

Using the Tools 

The challenge also attracted businesses and 
even proved that already environmentally mind- 
ed firms can always stand a little greening up. 
(The contest also drew a more limited competi- 
tion - the Austin Interfaith Mini-Challenge - 
sponsored by Austin Area Interreligious Minis tries, 
among local congregations and their members, 
and won by University Presbyterian Church.) 

SWCA Environmental Consultants cut the 
bills on its single-story office off MoPac South by 
the greatest percentage 
from last year. The firm, 
which specializes in ana- 
lyzing the environmental 
impact of development 
and devising conservation 
plans for local govern- 
ments, was already look- 
ing at ways to cut its car- 
bon footprint. “The Kill-a- 
Watt Challenge came 
along, and I thought it 
would be a really interest- 
ing way to get everyone 
involved,” said geologist 
Clover Clamons. What 
the firm quickly found was that the tools for cut- 
ting their energy usage were already installed. 
“Everything computer-related has a power-save 
function,” said Clamons. “It just depends on 
whether you decide to use it.” The firm’s infor- 
mation-technology staff gave the go-ahead to 
shutting down computers completely when they 
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weren’t being used. But as with Blunck, new 
attitudes to air conditioning brought the biggest 
savings, especially when the firm started using its 
programmable thermostats. “We had them,” said 
Clamons, “but no one had gone through the 
steps to program them to be off on weekends 
and out of office hours and to keep the office 
comfortable, not overly heated or overly cooled.” 
The end result was a saving of $1,300, roughly 
equal to their highest month’s utility bill. 

The potential for reduced costs also attracted 
firms like Brown Distributing Co., overall win- 
ner for the biggest cut in kilowatts used. The 
beer distributor ships 9.7 million cases out of 
its 220,000-square-foot warehouse every year, 
and a big floor space meant a big change and a 
consequent big savings. As part of regular 
maintenance, the company stripped out its 
400-watt high-bay (ceil- 
ing) lamps and replaced 
them with six-lamp 
fluorescent fixtures. 
Changing the fittings 
cost a little more, but 
the savings were 
expected to recoup the 
costs in 18 months. 
That calculation was 
wrong: Now it looks 
like it will happen in 
about a year. According 
to Brown’s operations 
manager, Brad Card, 
there was another, 
unexpected upside. “The lighting in our ware- 
house is better than it was before, which is 
wild,” Card said. “The metal high-lights 
degrade with time, but fluorescents last longer 
and don’t lose their tone.” 

But saving electricity doesn’t always mean 
making big structural changes. Overall renters 
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Some contestants have been talking to people 
in Austin and beyond about their experiences 
and exchanged energy-saving tips. “I learned so 
much from fellow Budweiser wholesalers across 
the country,” said Card, “and from the city util- 
ity department, and they’ve picked up ideas 
from other guys.” The savings Brown made have 
attracted the attention of other Anheuser-Busch 
warehouses, including the massive Dallas site, 
which ships 40 million cases a year. Similarly, 


workers who turned their office PC off when 
they go home are turning their home computer 
off when they leave for the office. “Some people 
have acquired a habit at work to take home,” 
Clamons said. “I know I have.” 

For Mack, the biggest lesson is that Austinites 
can take advantage of their environment a little 
more. “It’s astonishing to me how climate-con- 
trolled people are,” she said. “Pay attention to the 
day: If it’s beautiful out, open the window.” ■ 


Cutting Back Doing it your way 


During the Kill-a-Watt Challenge, the great- 
est reductions in energy use came from sensi- 
ble use of air conditioning and lights. 

Nevertheless, many contestants came up 
with innovative and even unique solutions in 
their quest to cut their consumption. 

Large windows can mean great views, but 
they can also mean soaring room temperatures. 
Renter Grant Rutherford hung thick tapestries 
over his windows to create a decorative insula- 
tion. Kelly Lemmon and David Crowell tinted 
their windows, replaced the weather stripping on 
their doors, and hung vintage, rubber-backed 
curtains. The creative pair was so thorough that, 
when they replaced their regular bulbs with 
compact fluorescent lights, they even changed 
the bulb in the fridge. Realizing that air condi- 
tioners are not the only climate-control tool, 
homeowner Richard Helpard used a pair of 
dehumidifiers to suck the moisture out of the air 
- the drier air was easier to keep cool. 


Among commercial customers, gains came 
from changing the details of business as usual. 
Highland Mall, which normally ran its escalators 
from the moment it opened its outer doors to 
the end of the day, ran them only when the 
stores were open. And, proving that there’s 
more to University of Texas fraternity life than 
partying, the Delta Sigma Phi house had 15 
refrigerators; the students measured the power 
usage of each one and disconnected the most 
wasteful. By making the most of the appliances 
they had, they cut down on the number they 
needed, which can be made true for other 
kitchen equipment. Waiting until the dishwash- 
er is full before running a load, or washing by 
hand, also saves energy. The Roz-Mina 
Montessori preschool proved that education is 
the best way to conservation. They taught their 
students all the basic skills of energy conserva- 
tion, instilling good habits in the next genera- 
tion of electricity consumers. - R.W. 



Don't mess with TPWD

With two migrants to Austin winning the overall 
challenge for biggest-saving renter and homeown- 
er (Rainer Blunck and Haley Mack, respectively), 
it might seem that Texans themselves are lagging 
on energy conservation. But it’s hard to get more 
Texan than the Texas Parks & Wildlife Depart- 
ment, whose Austin headquarters came second in 
the commercial kilowatt-reduction challenge by 
knocking 70,000 kwh off the agency’s usage. 
According to Steve Schroeter, TPWD support ser- 
vices branch head, that’s part of a department- 
wide culture of energy awareness. “Our best ener- 
gy managers are our site managers,” Schroeter 
said. “They keep a close eye on their utilities 
because they can’t afford anything that puts a 
dent in their budget.” 

The department entered into an energy perfor- 
mance contract in February 2006, under which it 
hired TAC Americas to audit its energy needs, retrofit 
its office, and then be paid for the repairs out of the 
savings. A finance agreement from the Texas Public 
Finance Authority allowed TPWD to go beyond the 


original plans to make additional changes. TPWD’s 
rebuilding plans were extensive, such as installing a 
smaller chiller system for days when running the full 
system would be a waste of cash and adding vari- 
able speed drives to air conditioning and heating. 
“When all that was done, it was netting $120,000 
of savings, and it goes beyond the kilowatt side of 
things,” Schroeter said. Through measures like 
replacing old toilets with low-flow alternates, they 
also cut down on water use. 

But the department did not leave it solely to 
technology to cut their emissions. Schroeter is 
part of what he calls the Green Team, which 
educates employees about energy-saving. “One 
day, we decided we were going to get people to 
turn their equipment off,” he said. “So we sur- 
veyed the building one night to see how many 
things were left on. We sent out a blitzkrieg of e- 
mails, surveyed again, and saw a remarkable 
difference in the number of computers and 
speakers and printers and cappuccino machines 
and curling irons that people left on.” - R.W. 
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APD Pot-Hunters Are Data-Mining at AE 


Are you using 'too much' energy? 
Inquiring drug cops want to know.

According to federal prosecutors, local Drug 
Enforcement Administration agents, and at 
least one Austin Police Department detective, 
for nearly three years Austin resident Travis 
Colby was involved in a “conspiracy” to grow 
and sell large quantities of marijuana cultivated 
inside several Austin properties he owns. Colby 
denies any involvement in the alleged opera- 
tion - instead, he says, it was a former business 
partner and others who’d rented property from 
him who were apparently cultivating. The avail- 
able court documents in fact contain little to 
suggest that Colby was involved in or even 
aware of any marijuana-growing operations. 

However, the court records do reflect - and 
city utility documents appear to confirm - that 
the manner in which Austin police developed a 
case against Colby, and against at least three 
other persons, was questionable and possibly 
based on an illegal search. Colby’s lawyer, 
David Dudley, argues that APD Detective Jeff 
Haynes used energy-consumption information 
from thousands of Austin Energy customers - 
without those customers’ knowledge or con- 
sent - in an effort to find and focus upon AE 
customers who, in Haynes’ opinion, regularly 
consume more kilowatt-hours than he believed 
“typical” for the size of their residence. In other 
words, rather than developing an investigation 
and then accessing a discrete and particular set 
of energy-consumption data in order to verify 
other evidence that suggests a growing opera- 
tion might be under way inside a particular 
house, Haynes was working with AE, and in 
particular with business process analyst Mark 
Coffey, to troll through thousands of records 
from across Austin in an effort to find energy- 
consumption “targets” to pursue. 

AE officials insist their cooperation with 
APD is required of the city utility - pursuant to 
a 1994 ruling from the Texas attorney general’s 
office and supported by federal legal precedent. 
Dudley believes the revelation is “really quite 
shocking.” What has happened in Austin, he 
says, runs counter to a national trend to tight- 
en security policies regarding customer utility 
information. (For The Austin Chronicle’s Kill-a- 
Watt Challenge, by contrast, AE required each 
participant to fill out an online form giving AE 
explicit permission to access and review their 
account information. Not so for the APD.) 
Evidence Dudley has uncovered “seems to 
indicate not only [that police were given] their 
own password” to access AE’s customer data- 
base but also “that AE is acting almost as a law 
enforcement agency [helping] to facilitate law 
enforcement search warrants.” 

According to Austin Energy spokesman Ed 
Clark, there isn’t anything illegal or improper in 
the way the AE data has been used by APD. “Yes, 
it’s legal,” he says, “because we wouldn’t do some- 
thing that’s illegal.” He notes that federal courts 
have ruled that even where utility data is the “ini- 
tial impetus” for an investigation, there is no inva- 
sion of an individual’s privacy. UT Law professor 


George Dix says 
that under existing 
law, when third 
parties (such as 
AE) maintain cus- 
tomer records, such 
as utility account 
information, con- 
sumers do not gen- 
erally retain “any 
privacy interest” in 
the information. 

However, he said, 
the question of 
whether such data 
by itself is enough 
to support probable 
cause for a search 
warrant is an entire- 
ly different matter. 

Fishing 
for Pot 

The Chronicle has obtained e-mails between 
Coffey and Haynes, along with several lists of 
AE customer data that Haynes apparently used 
to fish for potential pot-growing operations. In 
combination with court documents related to 
Colby’s case, the records paint a disturbing 
picture of how APD has been conducting at 
least some of its marijuana investigations - and 
how the information was used, at least in 
Colby’s case, to develop probable cause for a 
search. The documents also reflect an APD 
officer clearly pleased with the success of his 
data-mining operation and simultaneously 
wary that his methods might be inadvertently 
revealed. “So far ... the results you generated 
. . . have been VERY promising. . . . Looks like at 
least 2 more good targets for us,” Haynes wrote 
in an April 19, 2006, 
e-mail to Coffey (whom 
he addresses as 
“Markimus Maximus” 

- or, in other e-mails, as 
“da man”). “Thanks 
again for your help. ... I 
am going to be writing a 
little memorandum try- 
ing to get you some recognition ... so don’t be 
surprised when your boss says something. . . . 
Gonna try to keep it low key (since we really 
can’t afford direct publicity) but it should at 
least be a little feather in your cap.” 

In a September 2006 search warrant, seek- 
ing access to Colby’s home, Haynes explains 
he “initiated” his investigation into the pot- 
growing operation he alleges Colby is a part of 
by “checking the city of Austin computerized 
utility records” for a particular address in 
Austin - an address not connected to Colby. 
Once Haynes acquired the utility information, 
he checked Travis Co. Appraisal District records 
to determine the square footage of the resi- 


dence (a duplex) at issue. Cross checking the 
utility information with the tax information, 
Haynes wrote that he “immediately observed 
that for structures of their size the electrical 
consumption was disproportionate (very high) 
for normal residential usage. Your affiant knows 
from experience and training this to be typical 
of a residence where marijuana is being grown 
indoors due to the high intensity lights, fans, 
and pumps used in the process.” According to 
Haynes, he could make this assumptive leap 
because he has “significant experience analyz- 
ing computerized electrical consumption data” 
that he has “utilized ... in the successful inves- 
tigation of numerous marijuana cultivation 
operations.” Haynes subsequently ran other 
checks to see who previously held a utility 
account at the suspect 
address - noting that 
when at least one other 
person lived there, the 
consumption had also 
been “significantly high- 
er” than he believed 
likely for a home of 
about 1,000 square feet. 
Haynes then apparently checked other proper- 
ties where the individuals held, or previously 
held, accounts, comparing that information 
against home size; Haynes then checked to see 
who actually owned several of the other prop- 
erties in question, which is where he found 
Colby’s name. 

Aside from the utility data, however, there 
doesn’t appear to be much substance to the 
Haynes investigation - he notes seeing several 
people acting “suspiciously” outside a Drive- 
Thru Postal location, though, notably, he never 
sees anything illegal take place. Still, the infor- 
mation compiled in Haynes’ affidavit was 
apparently enough to convince former Travis 


Co. Judge Jon Wisser that there was sufficient 
probable cause to search five properties, includ- 
ing Colby’s home. At one of Colby’s rental 
properties, police seized 20.2 pounds of pot 
and equipment for cultivation. Notably, police 
found no contraband at Colby’s residence, 
although they did seize his gun collection 
(police allege the guns were used to protect the 
illegal pot-growing operation). Now, the feds 
have taken on the case, charging Colby as a 
conspirator in his tenants’ growing operation 
- and they’re invoking federal seizure laws in 
an attempt to take possession of each of 
Colby’s properties. 

Aside from the mined utility “evidence,” 
there is little of substance to suggest that a 
growing operation would be found, Dudley 
notes. In other words, he argues it is unlikely 
Wisser would have found probable cause to 
search the properties at all without the infor- 
mation culled from the AE database. 

In a short statement released by APD last 
week, officials said that the department “com- 
plies with all state and federal laws in regard to 
investigative measures. The people of Austin 
expect no less. To safeguard the effectiveness of 
those measures and the success of its investiga- 
tions, APD does not discuss specifics,” the 
statement continues. “However, every case 
must go through the legal process where all 
tactics are reviewed. APD is confident that the 
measures it utilizes follows the law.” 

Trolling the Data 

Moreover, according to a series of e-mails 
between APD Detective Haynes and AE analyst 
Coffey, it appears that mining utility informa- 
tion for thousands of customers has been used 
as a key to ferreting out possible lawbreakers 
based solely on raw consumption data. For

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example, on April 4, Haynes asks Coffey to run 
a search for “anyone [using] over 4,000 [kilo- 
watt hours per month] over the last few months 
or so,” which he says might provide a “broader 
range” of possible suspects. In another e-mail, 
Haynes tells Coffey to take his time generating 
information because he was “still working a few 
cases from the last batch you gave me.” Besides, 
he notes, his suspects will “still be growing next 
month.” It is unclear how many fishing expedi- 
tions Haynes and Coffey have embarked upon 
since APD signed the utility database use and 
confidentiality agreement in 2002, but since 
March 2006, it appears Haynes has received at 
least four batches of utility 
user data - including at 
least two batches with 
information on thousands 
of utility customers from all 
over Austin. One such 
search provided APD with 
44 printed pages of 
account-holder information 
for about 2,000 customers 
living in 38 city ZIP codes. 

“And they said City entities 
couldn’t work together???” 

Haynes wrote in one e-mail 
to Coffey. “Ha ha.” 

While getting city enti- 
ties to work together might be an admirable 
goal, Dudley maintains that the APD’s use of 
utility records to establish possible leads on 
marijuana growers appears to be a violation of 
the Fourth Amendment’s protection against 
unlawful search and seizure. Importantly, he 
argues that in Colby’s case, Haynes improperly 
relied on the utility data to form “opinions that 
various properties may be housing marijuana 
cultivation facilities due to the supposed abnor- 
mally high power usage of their occupants” - 
opinions that he transformed into the basis for 
probable cause to search Colby’s home. 

In a motion seeking to suppress the results 
of the APD searches of property owned by 
Colby, he writes that the utility information 
APD used provided police with a window into 
the private lives of numerous utility customers. 
Colby’s case is quite similar to a 2001 U.S. 
Supreme Court case, U.S. v. Kyllo, Dudley 
argues, in which the court held that police use 
of a thermal-imaging device aimed at a private 
home “to detect relative amounts of heat 
within the home” (in an effort to determine 
whether Danny Lee Kyllo was growing mari- 
juana there) was a violation of the Fourth 
Amendment. “In the home ... all details are 
intimate details, because 
the entire area is held safe 
from prying government 
eyes,” Justice Antonin 
Scalia wrote for the court - 
and that includes “the 
detail of how warm - or 
even how relatively warm 
Kyllo was heating his resi- 
dence.” During a suppression hearing last 
month, Dudley says, one AE employee con- 
ceded that electricity consumption information 
can offer a window into a person’s private life. 
It can reveal “when someone is home or not, 
when someone showers or goes to bed,” 
Dudley says. “There are all sorts of personal 
things you can find out about somebody. The 


bottom line is that [utility use alone can reveal] 
a lot [of] very personal, intimate things.” 
Dudley also argues that Haynes misled the 
court by claiming to be an expert in analyzing 
utility usage. Haynes’ claim that energy con- 
sumption is directly related to the square foot- 
age of a given structure is tenuous at best, 
Dudley argues. Yet Haynes’ opinions about 
“typical” consumption formed the “basis of 
his probable cause statement” seeking permis- 
sion to search Colby’s residence. In a memo- 
randum filed with the court, Dudley cites the 
conclusion of a defense expert, Buzz 
Thielemann, an energy consultant from 
Oregon who previously 
worked with law enforcement 
during his tenure with Pacific 
Power and Light, that “power 
usage differences between 
properties of a similar size 
are, in and of themselves, far 
more likely to be attributable 
to innocent factors - such as 
one house having electrical 
heating while another uses 
gas - than to [indoor] mari- 
juana cultivation.” (Assistant 
U.S. Attorney Douglas 
Gardner argues, oddly, that 
Haynes never purported to be 
an “expert” and that regardless, Colby lacks 
“standing” to contest a search of at least one 
of the properties - the property where mari- 
juana was actually found - because Colby was 
merely the property’s owner and not the cur- 
rent resident. Yet the feds are using the evi- 
dence obtained from that search in order to 
charge Colby as a party to the pot-growing 
enterprise.) In all, Dudley argues that the man- 
ner in which APD used AE information in 
general, and in Colby’s case in particular, is 
“disturbing.” The “totality of the way this was 
conducted - culling, randomly, blocks and 
blocks of residential [properties] to look at 
electrical consumption data,” he says, consti- 
tutes a “series of invasions of privacy.” 
Whether Dudley’s argument will prevail in 
federal court is uncertain. His argument that 
the culling of AE customer records is as inva- 
sive as using a thermal-imaging device, as in 
Kyllo, may not be compelling (at least not under 
the current but arguably outmoded interpreta- 
tion of the Fourth Amendment). UT Law pro- 
fessor Dix believes that Dudley will have a hard 
time tying the release of utility data to the facts 
of Kyllo ; nonetheless, Dix says the Supremes’ 
rulings in this area may be shortsighted. While 
the court may say that a 
person can’t reasonably 
believe that his utility 
records are private, the 
real question is whether 
that is something that a 
“reasonable person” 
would expect. In other 
words, Dix says, the “basic 
question is how you decide that schmucks like 
me” wouldn’t object to the disclosure of that 
data. Under current precedent, he says, Dudley 
and Colby are facing an “uphill fight.” 

At press time, federal District Judge Lee 
Yeakel had not yet ruled on the motion to sup- 
press evidence; Colby’s trial is currently set to 
begin Jan. 14. ■

It’s a Friday afternoon in early November, and 
Acia Gray, director of Tapestry Dance Company, 
is clearly disturbed by the escaping time. Back 
in the rehearsal studio after a two-city tour, the 
company has only two weeks to put together its 
new evening-length piece, Footprints. And with 
only 20 minutes left on this week’s rehearsal 
schedule, there is not enough time to run the 
new piece from the top. 

Most of the seven dancers, in sweats and 
footwear that ranges from tap shoes to sneak- 
ers to bare feet, have a more playful air. Some 
look as if they are more likely to be spotted at 
a skate park than 
in a dance stu- 
dio. Occasionally, 
chatter or giggles 
break out, only to 
be automatically 
shushed by Gray 
or her collabora- 
tor, dancer Tasha 
Lawson. They’re 
all working to 
piece together 
seven sketches 
and sections - 
developed 
months ago by 
Gray and Lawson 
as well as danc- 
ers Brenna Kuhn, 

Katelyn Harris, 
and Jason Janas 
- to form a cohe- 
sive production. 

Within the next 
several days, they 
will have to incor- 
porate a live 
band - the world- 
fusion group 
Atash - and 
guest Anuradha 
Naimpally, a clas- £ 
sical Indian danc- 
er who will keep the 
narrative moving and 
infuse the piece with 
an Eastern vibe. 

Racing against the clock, Gray decides to 
have the dancers walk quickly through the 
piece, paying special attention to the new and 
binding elements. Barefoot in a T-shirt and 
jeans, Gray works in a quick but unruffled 
manner, directing the dancers and conferring 
with Lawson. They discuss the logic of each 
entrance, exit, and transition: With whom? 


Belated congratulations to Katrina 
Moorhead, the Ireland native and naturalized 
Texan who was awarded the 2007 Arthouse 
Texas Prize at the organization’s Champagne, 
Caviar, Hog & Hominy party at Stubb’s on 
Friday, Nov. 2.

From which wing? Why? Gray is not dancing in 
this production - a first for Tapestry - and she 
blames the quick schedule. “It’s so difficult to 
be inside and outside,” she explains. “There 
wasn’t time.” Instead, Gray relies on Lawson 
for the “insider” point of view and devotes her 
own energy to shaping the big picture. 

As the dancers rush through the sections, 
the eclecticism of the production is evident. In 
contrast to last year’s all-tap season, this is a 
multiform work, containing elements of modern, 
tap, and body percussion. One section features 
Janas in a body-percussion solo he choreo- 
graphed. When 
two women join 
him, all sound is 
slapping: feet 
against the floor, 
hands against 
hands, hands 
against bodies. 
Another section 
begins in silence, 
with dancers 
doing flowing yet 
rhythmic move- 
ments until the 
percussive music 
begins. “You’re all 
awake!” reminds 
Gray at a musical 
cue. “That 
moment is really 
important." 

Despite the 
tight schedule, 
Gray’s focus 
remains on the 
grand theme of 
Footprints. It’s one 
of awareness, she 
explains, and of 
understanding 
one’s place in the 
context of the 
world. At the 
beginning of the show, 
the dancers move 
blandly, as if they're 
simply going through 
the motions. During the course of the piece, 
Naimpally will bestow upon each an ornate vest 
that Gray says is symbolic of “having arrived.” As 
the dancers move between forms, they also 
move between cultures, but strong rhythms are a 
unifying thread. “It’s about laying your footprint in 
the world," Gray explains. “Where did you step? 
What influence did you make?” - Jonelie Seitz 


Center. Her handcrafted boxes of spent fire- 
works and strings of unexploded fireworks 
using papier mache, archival paper, and silver 
leaf were cited by the prize jury as expressive 
of Moorhead’s “exceptional ability to create 
objects resonant with individual and universal 
meaning.

Arthouse Texas Prize Moorhead makes good

If all the term “symphony conductor” calls 
to mind is that cartoon stereotype - bushy 
white mop of hair rising from hunched shoul- 
ders, arms sawing the air with the frenzied air 
of Klaus Kinski hacking his way through the 
Amazonian brush in Aguirre: The Wrath of God 
- then you might be a bit startled upon seeing 
Peter Bay take the podium. The now well- 
established director of the Austin Symphony 
Orchestra - he’s just begun his 10th season 
with the orchestra - cuts a modest figure, even 
in a tux: slight of stature and build, close- 
cropped black hair with a dusting of gray here 
and there, spectacles that might suggest a 
scholarly mien were it not for the merry eyes 
behind them and the affable smile beneath. 
Actually, despite the formal wear, Bay’s open, 
congenial demeanor gives him the air of a 
most agreeable neighbor, that ever-pleasant 
fellow down the street who is always fun to 
chat up. And when he raises his baton, well, 
there’s none of that strenuous agitation of the 
arms, as if he’s straining to force a recalcitrant 
18-wheeler to make a sudden 90-degree turn. 


Bay’s movements are precise and delicate, 
the baton bouncing lightly on the beat, the 
gestures toward this section of players or that 
one fluid and easy. He appears buoyed by the 
sounds around him, to the point of seeming 
almost to be floating. He doesn’t wrestle the 
music; he dances on top of it - and not in the 
manner of a Gene Kelly, whose athleticism and 
vigor is more in line with those aggressively 
physical conductors whom Bugs Bunny liked 
to ape. No, Bay is an Astaire, moving with a 
lightness that bespeaks elegance and finesse. 
That quality makes him a fascinating and even 
fun figure to watch when the orchestra is play- 
ing, but it’s also integral to who he is as the 
artistic leader of ASO and why he’s still on the 
podium after a decade. 

Into the Music 

Curiously enough for this “Astaire,” it was a 
“Gene Kelly” conductor who first inspired Bay 
to want to take up the baton. He was 9, an oth- 
erwise ordinary suburban kid growing up in 
Maryland outside Washington, D.C., when he 
caught one of the Young People’s Concerts that 


CBS used to broadcast back when network 
television still thought cultural programs were 
worth putting on the air. There was Leonard 
Bernstein leading the New York Philharmonic, 
and, Bay says, “he was jumping up and down 
on the podium. He was smiling. He was frown- 
ing. He went through all of the emotions of the 
music. He was so into it, he seemed possessed, 
and I just thought, ‘Wow, how fun that must 
be,’ to stand in front of an orchestra with that 
sound and to be so into the music the way he 
was.” The young Bay was riveted by it, “and 
from that point on, that’s all I’ve wanted to do. 
Never wanted to do anything else.” 

So he pursued that life, even though aspiring 
conductors - unlike aspiring dancers or actors 
or musicians - don’t get many opportunities 
to try their hand at their chosen craft. “When 
you’re young and have no way of practicing 
with an orchestra, you basically watch a lot 
of conductors’ work,” says Bay. By the time 
he had a chance to lead an orchestra, Bay had 
observed numerous other conductors and seen 
the varied ways there are to conduct: more 
flamboyant, less flamboyant, energetic, tightly 
focused. “And you pick up some mannerisms,” 
he says, “whether you intend to or not.” 

The conductor may not always be aware 
what those mannerisms are, however, unless, 
like Lenny B. or John Williams of the Boston 
Pops, he’s had his work caught on camera and 
had the chance to watch himself. That’s not 
been the case with Bay, who says that, except 
for the occasional descriptive comment he’s 
seen in a review, he doesn’t have much sense of 
what he looks like on the podium. It’s telling, 
that ignorance of his appearance while con- 
ducting. What matters to Bay - has always mat- 
tered to him - has been the music and how he 
could get into it the way he saw Bernstein get 
into the music. To that end, he’s studied the 
music keenly with an eye toward how he can 
help musicians bring it off the page. He knows 
the score, in every sense of that phrase. 

In the same way that Bay knows music, 
composer and UT School of Music professor 
Dan Welcher knows Bay, having been the con- 
ductor’s close friend since the two met at the 
Aspen Music Festival 25 
years ago. (“Our musi- 
cal tastes were remark- 
ably similar, with a 
decided lean toward 
the music of Benjamin 
Britten and other mid- 
20th century compos- 
ers of expressive, finely 
detailed, and emotion- 
ally strong music,” says 
Welcher. “He liked my 
music a lot, too, which 
didn’t hurt.”) Welcher, 
who can frequently be 
seen on the podium 
himself, leading the 
New Music Ensemble that he founded at UT, 
characterizes Bay’s conducting as “unusually 
clean, while still containing a broad sense of 
shape and color.” He recalls the first time he 
saw his friend conduct a first-rate professional 
orchestra: It was in Vail, Colo., and Bay was 
running the Rochester Philharmonic through 
a rehearsal of Beethoven’s Seventh Symphony. 
“I was surprised not only at the detailed com- 


ments he was making - many young conduc- 
tors, which he certainly was then, are very 
reticent with seasoned pros, for fear of exposing 
their own weaknesses on the podium - but also 
at the power he was eliciting in the last move- 
ment. Peter is not a large man, and his econom- 
ical beat and fastidious technique might seem 
to be incongruous with beefy composers like 
Beethoven and Brahms. But he was making that 
finale absolutely chum with power and deep 
energy, and the orchestra clearly loved him 
- smiles all around and vigorous playing that 
obviously came from the heart. I knew that this 
was a young conductor of tme substance.” 
Welcher was not alone in that assessment. 
At the age of 23, Bay took first prize in 
the Baltimore Symphony Orchestra Young 
Conductors Competition and seven years later 
was a prizewinner in the Leopold Stokowski 
Conducting Competition sponsored by the 
American Symphony Orchestra in New York. 
Seven years after that, he was one of two con- 
ductors selected to participate in the Leonard 
Bernstein American Conductors Program. 

Jessica Mathaes, currently concertmaster for 
ASO and the featured soloist for October’s ASO 
concert, says that Bay is every bit as focused 
on the music now as he ever was. “Peter really 
knows the score inside and out for every work 
that he conducts,” she says. “His interpreta- 
tions of the works we play are based on schol- 
arship and honest study, not whims.” 

That encyclopedic knowledge of classical 
music is one of Michelle Schumann’s favorite 
things about Bay. The Austin Chamber Music 
Center director, award-winning pianist, and 
self-professed “big fan” of Bay says, “The guy 
knows everything about classical repertoire, 
history, theory, and trivia. I remember having 
this crazy conversation with him about how 
composers died, and I swear, he listed the fates 
of over 30 composers and musicians . . . all of 
whom had these elaborate and involved deaths. 
I don’t think he was tapped out, either. I think 
someone’s phone rang or something.” 

That said, it isn’t just about the facts and 
figures with Bay. He channels all that infor- 
mation into an informed, cogent reading of 
the score that he can 
communicate to the 
musicians he’s leading. 
According to Mathaes, 
“He has a clear idea 
of what he wants from 
the orchestra, which 
makes us respect him.” 
Schumann echoes 
that sentiment: “He 
is exceptionally clear, 
and while he has a firm 
idea of what he wants 
to bring to the music 
interpretively, he cre- 
ates room for individ- 
ual musicians to bring 
their ideas to the table as well. Personally, I’ve 
found that he has an incredible way of bring- 
ing out the best in his players, by trusting 
them with musicality and phrasing matters. 
That trust is integral to creating a good playing 
relationship. The conductor and the musi- 
cians have to have this symbiotic relationship 
whereby they are able to listen and react, and

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there is no better feeling than when you play 
and get the feeling like you can do whatever 
you want and everyone will catch on and be 
there with you. And likewise, you’re listening 
so carefully that when your fellow musicians 
do something totally cool, you’re with them, 
supporting them, making it better. It’s this 
spontaneity that can make classical incredibly 
exciting, and I know that Peter is a collaborator 
rather than a dictator at the heart of it all.” 

Plays Well With Others 

That’s Bay’s light touch in evidence again. 
Rather than laying the heavy hand on the 
musicians he’s leading, he leaves room for their 
contributions, for them to give shape and color 
to the music. Some of that springs from Bay’s 
natural disposition toward openness and cordi- 
ality. One gets the feeling that his kindergarten 
report card noted he “plays well with others.” 
He certainly can be said to now. “During 
rehearsal breaks he’s always chatting with the 
musicians, and he knows everyone personally,” 
says Mathaes. Consequently, she adds, “Every 
musician feels comfortable approaching him 
with questions or ideas about the music that 
we are working on. He is a very approachable 
and humble person - which is not always the 
case with conductors!” 

Bay extends this open hand to the guest art- 
ists who come in as soloists for specific con- 
certs. It helps him serve as mediator between 
the artist in the spotlight and the ensemble 
of musicians providing support for that per- 
former. “I feel that if I engage a soloist, and 
this soloist comes and wants to play a certain 
piece, I’m bringing him there for that reason, 
to get his take on what he thinks of this 
piece,” Bay explains. “So I feel less in charge 
of the whole concerto and more like a real 
accompanist, no longer the real boss. I mean, 
I’ll boss the orchestra bits, but overall the 
interpretation should be that of the soloist. 
Out of respect. Most, if not all, of the time we 
agree completely. If the soloist says, ‘I really 
feel like we should slow down these eight bars 
and get back into tempo in the ninth bar,’ 
I’ll gladly do that. There are times when the 
soloist wants to play more spontaneously, like 
Philippe [Entremont, soloist for the season’s 
first concert], so it’s more challenging for me, 
because I can’t plan as well. He’ll say: ‘I don’t 
like to play the same performance every night. 
I like to do some different things.’ That’s 
valuable in its own right, but it’s hellacious 
for me, because I have to guess: Will he slow 
down or speed up or totally change tempos? 
There’s something extraordinary about really 
great soloists that you can somehow read 
their minds before they do something. Or 
they can telegraph something in their playing 
rhythmically that alerts you: ‘Ah! We’re going 
to do something a little differently here.’ 
This is something I can’t fully explain. It’s a 
sixth sense. It’s a matter of intense listening 
and caring. I’ve witnessed concerts where it 
seemed like the soloist and conductor didn’t 
care about each other. I’ve always enjoyed the 
accompanying aspect of conducting, because 
it’s a chance for me to play chamber music 
in a way. Since I don’t play much anymore, 
this is the closest I come to playing chamber 
music with someone.” 


Nudge Toward the New 

Bay’s light touch isn’t reserved for other 
musicians, however. He extends it to audiences 
through the area of programming, and it has 
made a substantive difference in the develop- 
ment of ASO, nudging the organization ever so 
gently into the present. Before Bay arrived, an 
Austin Symphony concert was not a place where 
one expected to hear much 20th century music 
at all, much less music that could reasonably be 
called “new.” Bay knew this from having studied 
all the ASO season brochures in the eight to 10 
years before his arrival, and he made it an early 
goal to bring some contemporary music into 
the repertoire. Which he did, not by program- 
ming a slate of ear-challenging atonal works that 
might send a large segment of his audience rac- 
ing for the exits but 
by slipping into pro- 
grams more recent 
compositions with 
that expressive, emo- 
tionally strong music 
that Dan Welcher 
described. And the 
strategy seems to 
have worked. 

“I programmed 
some new things, 
some American piec- 
es that hadn’t been 
done here,” says Bay. 

“I think initially there 
was a bit of skepti- 
cism, but I have felt 
after those experienc- 
es that this audience 
is ready for practical- 
ly anything.” Part of 
that approach owes 
to Bay’s personal 
preferences in music 

- he’ll tell you flat- 
out that his taste in 
contemporary music 
is on the conserva- 
tive side: “I don’t 
play a lot of very 
avant-garde things.” 

- but it allowed him 
to ease the audience 
into newer and occasionally more challenging 
material, to the point that now works from the 
20th century are a routine part of almost every 
ASO program, sometimes outnumbering the 
18th and 19th century warhorses still thought 
to be an American orchestra’s bread and butter. 
The first concerts of the season featured works 
by John Corigliano and Lukas Foss, as well 
as World War II-era pieces by Stravinsky and 
Khachaturian, and next season will open with 
a new work commissioned from hot young 
American composer Christopher Theofanidis, 
whose music drama The Refuge just premiered 
in Houston. ASO audiences have become so 
acclimated to contemporary work that when 
Bay programmed a truly avant-garde piece 

- Gyorgy Ligeti’s Atmospheres, which may be 
familiar from its use in 2001: A Space Odyssey 
but still can’t be classed as easy listening - 
“everyone was very welcoming to it,” Bay says. 
“So that was encouraging, and I’ve been trying 
to include more and more newer music.” 


That’s been good for the audiences, but it’s 
also proven beneficial for the musicians. As 
Bay puts it, “Certain repertory makes us play 
better.” He describes Beethoven as having a 
specific kind of rhythmic drive “that forces an 
orchestra to play well together”; thus, ASO’s 
two-year tour through all nine Beethoven sym- 
phonies has improved the orchestra’s sense of 
ensemble and rhythm. And because much of 
the contemporary music Bay has programmed 
requires rhythmic precision, the players have 
improved through it, as well. Bay is not one 
to shy from a challenge. “I was a little ner- 
vous when we first programmed Mahler’s 
Fifth Symphony,” he recalls, “because this 
requires everything of an orchestra - emo- 
tionally and physically. But I knew it would 
challenge us in a really good way. And I was 
g really happy with the 
^ way that turned out. 
| The players greeted 
| that like a long-lost 
S friend . . . lover . . . 
parent - it was all 
of those things. And 
the orchestra really 
rose to the occasion. 
So rhythmically 
we’ve played better 
over the 10 years. 
I hope we’ve been 
more emotive as a 
result of the music 
we’ve played.” 

Made for 
Austin 

He can get an 
orchestra playing 
better. He can earn 
the trust and respect 
of musicians. He can 
leant a score inside 
and out. He can get 
an audience to enjoy 
music that maybe 
they thought they 
didn’t want to hear. 
Peter Bay has all the 
skills that make a 
great conductor. In 
fact, Michelle Schumann will go so far as to 
say he has “the background, skills, integrity, 
and musicality to be considered one of the 
top conductors in the country.” And as if that 
weren’t enough, she adds, “he’s also, uniquely, 
unbelievably, a totally great guy. You hear all 
these horror stories about the ego and cru- 
elty of famous conductors, and then you meet 
someone like Peter, who only wants people to 
get excited about the music. He communicates 
with his audiences and tries to make real con- 
nections between the music and the lives of 
people. He is committed to making classical 
music relevant, and this is why Austin loves him 
and why he is great for this community.” 

But with so much going for him, why, 
asks his friend Dan Welcher, is Peter Bay in 
Austin and not in a city with a major, full-time 
orchestra? Welcher blames “the same mental- 
ity that so often governs U.S. politics: voting 
for style over substance. Peter is a genuinely 
nice person, approachable and real and believ- 


able. When he tells a player or a composer or 
a board member what he thinks, it’s the unal- 
loyed truth. The number of successful conduc- 
tors one could say that about can be counted 
on the fingers of one hand. But the fact of 
Peter’s continued residence in Austin is some- 
thing for all of us here to cheer and be grateful 
for. I hope that the powers that be who govern 
the Austin Symphony recognize this and that 
they will help him groom, shape, and grow the 
orchestra as it moves into the Long Center.” 
For his part, Bay says that when he arrived 
in Austin, he knew that he wanted to stay. And 
that hasn’t changed in the decade that he’s been 
here. If anything it’s deepened as he’s grown 
closer to the musicians in the orchestra; as he’s 
programmed more of the music that is meaning- 
ful to him; as he’s woven himself into the fabric 
of the community, helping organize the citywide 
Shostakovich 100 celebration last year and serv- 
ing as guest conductor for just about any entity 
that needs a baton - Austin Civic Orchestra, 
Austin Chamber Music Center, Ballet Austin, 
Austin Lyric Opera, high school orchestras, you 
name it; as he’s met and married the soprano 
Mela Sarajane Dailey, with whom he’s expect- 
ing a child. (Considering that her due date is 
just after the Long Center opening and before 
the ballet, Bay is headed for one of the most 
memorable springs of his life.) “I’ve grown so 
attached to Austin that I’m trying to think of a 
way to remain part of Austin” even after my time 
with ASO, Bay says. “I feel like I have everything 
I want and have wanted right here.” 

Not that Bay plans to lay down his baton 
anytime soon. “There are so many things that 
I’d like to do here,” he says, and the prospect 
of being in the Long Center - ASO’s first true 
home and, at 2,300 seats, a considerably more 
intimate one than the 3,000-seat Bass Concert 
Hall - gets him speaking excitedly about the 
possibilities. “If there’s one thing I feel I have 
not played enough of, it’s Mozart and Haydn. 
There’s a certain amount of orchestra-build- 
ing that takes place whenever you play those 
kinds of pieces, because there’s a refinement 
in Mozart that you have to capture, a certain 
sound. I never felt 100 percent comfortable pro- 
gramming Mozart at Bass. There’s an intimacy 
in that music that would get lost in the fray. This 
is something I’m really looking forward to at 
the Long Center, to get back to that repertory.” 
Also Bruckner. Schumann. Opera. And more 
new work. “I’d like to have a certain amount of 
the budget set aside for commissions, because I 
truly believe in it. There are a lot of living com- 
posers who should write us pieces.” (And, yes, 
Dan Welcher, he’s looking at you.) 

He beams with enthusiasm and optimism 
- “We’re going to grow because we’re going 
to be in an extraordinarily beautiful acoustic 
space; it’s like moving into your new house, 
your dream house. It’s going to help us in 
so many ways.” - and it reminds you once 
again how far removed Peter Bay is from that 
glowering caricature wielding the baton like a 
machete. He’s found that fun that he saw in 
Bernstein all those years ago, and he’s out to 
share it with us until we’re all lighter than air 
and dancing on top of the music. ■

GILDED LILI: LILI ST. CYR AND 
THE STRIPTEASE MYSTIQUE 

by Kelly DiNardo 
Back Stage Books, 

272 pp., $24.95 

The most popular bur- 
lesque star throughout 
the Forties and Fifties, Lili 
St. Cyr influenced Marilyn 
Monroe, performed with 
Dean Martin, and danced 
well into her 50s. Author 
Kelly DiNardo recounts the 
fascinating life of “the queen 
of striptease” in the well- 
researched and superbly 
written Gilded Lili: Lili St. Cyr 
and the Striptease Mystique. 

Beginning with the intro- 
duction by Rachel Shteir, 
writer of the excellent bur- 
lesque history, Striptease: 

The Untold History of the Girlie Show, Gilded 
Lili explores the truth behind the legend while 
establishing St. Cyr within a proper sociologi- 
cal-historical context. DiNardo immediately 
humanizes St. Cyr, born Marie Van Schaack, 
by exploring the stripteaser’s childhood in a 
broken home. Raised by her grandmother, Van 
Schaack barely knew her father and spent 
much of her life estranged from her mother. 
DiNardo deftly follows Van Schaack from her 
modest Minneapolis roots to her transforma- 
tion into the world-famous Lili St. Cyr, the first 
lady of burlesque. St. Cyr married six times 
and spent the last 35 years of her life with 


Donald Markick, whom she never married. 

She died at 81 in January 1999 after spend- 
ing years as a reclusive 
heroin addict. 

DiNardo wows with her 
extensive research. She 
personally interviewed many 
key figures, including several 
of St. Cyr’s ex-husbands and 
ex-lovers, as well as their 
current spouses. Quotes 
from other entertainers who 
shared the stage with St. 

Cyr usher forth from the 
pages. DiNardo spoke with 
fans, journalists, psycholo- 
gists, and even met with St. 
Cyr’s heroin dealer. DiNardo 
weaves these conversations 
with bits from other sources, 
such as St. Cyr’s two mem- 
oirs, celebrity bios, pop-cul- 
ture studies, and newspaper accounts. 

It is in the lengthy epilogue that DiNardo 
stumbles. While the current stripper-chic 
and neo-burlesque trends certainly deserve 
a place within this biography, they feel like a 
digression after the story’s climatic finish and 
would have been better placed within the con- 
text of St. Cyr’s life. 

DiNardo successfully reintroduces a largely 
forgotten star, recounting her unbelievable life. 
For burlesque fans and aficionados of cultural 
history, Gilded Lili: Lili St. Cyr and the Striptease 
Mystique returns Lili St. Cyr, warts and all, to her 
rightful place on the center stage. - Rick Klaw 


ELVIS IS TITANIC: CLASSROOM 
TALES FROM THE OTHER IRAQ 

by Ian Klaus 
Knopf, 240 pp., $24 

No matter what your posi- 
tion on the United States’ 
occupation of (and preoc- 
cupation with) Iraq, it is 
more likely than not based 
more on opinion and pre- 
sumption than you’d care 
to admit. If there is any 
consensus on the matter, 
it is that we could all do 
with more direct information 
about how the people of 
the Middle East themselves 
feel about the situation. 

This memoir by author Ian 
Klaus, covering a semester 
spent teaching American 
Flistory and English to 
Kurds in post-Saddam Iraq, does an uneven 
job of toggling between amassing objective 
historical/political facts and passing along the 


deeply personal and subjective views of his 
adult pupils. Flowever, the coed classmates 

- including devoutly conserva- 
tive Muslims, secular-oriented 
entrepreneurs, and even an 
Iraqi pop star (!) - have much 
invaluable insight to offer on 
the U.S.-lraq relationship, see- 
ing as how it is their lives that 
are directly affected (and could 
at any moment be ended) by it. 
Still becoming accustomed to 
the notion of free speech and 
surrounded by daily horrors 
we can only imagine, the men 
and women of Klaus’ class are 
surprisingly open and friendly 

- though mordantly pessimistic 

- about their past, present, 
and future existence. If you 
think you know everything 
about how America is viewed 

by the people whom our troops are meant to 
be protecting, there is much in this volume that 
will surprise you. - Ken Lieck

WHAT A PISSER OK, we’re going to drop the

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Legend has it that Bonnie Prince Charlie’s 
apothecary created Drambuie as a restor- 
ative. The formula included whiskey, honey, 
cloves, saffron, and a few other secret ingredi- 
ents. The prince, who felt he was the rightful 
ruler of England, Scotland, and Ireland, raised 
an army to wrest control from George II. When 
his army was defeated, Bonnie Prince Charlie 
ran for his life and was hidden by Capt. John 
MacKinnon. The prince was so thankful that 
he gave MacKinnon the recipe for Drambuie. 

Whether or not all that is true is up for con- 
jecture. What we do know is that, in today's 
marketplace, Drambuie's customers are 
aging, and the brand’s owners have decided 
that the key to getting their sales up again is 
to go after 21- to 35-year-olds who spend a 
lot of time in clubs drinking premium spirits. 
Nothing is changing about the recipe; every- 
thing is changing about the marketing. Ads 
look like sword-play video games, and the 
company’s mixologists are dreaming up con- 
temporary cocktails, hoping to discover the 
next cosmo or ’rita. Then the marketing 
mavens set up private parties at hot clubs 
where they roll out their new drinks to their 
desired demographic. I caught up with their 


traveling roadshow a couple of weeks ago at 
Prague (422 Congress, 477-2483). 

Drambuie has been in a kind of no-man's- 
land where it’s too sweet for scotch drinkers 
and too smoky for everyone else. So the task 
is to find ways to make it palatable for both 
sides. The Drambuie people brought four dif- 
ferent drink recipes, with only the Rusty Nail 
as a classic. Best of the bunch was the 
Drambuie Fizz. The bartender cuts a half-lime 
into four wedges, muddles the wedges hard at 
the bottom of a highball glass, adds crushed 
ice and a shot of Drambuie, then tops it with 
a splash of club soda. The Fizz is very easy to 
drink, with the lime cutting some of the sweet- 
ness, bringing it closer to a scotch and soda. 
The only problem is they’re so smooth, you 
don’t notice the creeping impact of alcohol 
and sugar until it’s too late. Beware. 

If the Drambuie folks had any sense, they'd 
be begging Prague's in-residence mixologist, 
Lesliann Nemeth, to join their team. She took 
the challenge of besting the Drambuie folks 
with a few of her own recipes. Now, I’m not a 
big fan of sweet drinks, but I fell in love with 
one of her concoctions, the Chocolate Wench. 
Nemeth has crafted a dessert drink good 



enough to stand with classics like the Brandy 
Alexander and the Velvet Hammer. It’s roughly 
equal parts of Carolans Irish Cream Liquer, 
Kahlua, Amaretto, and Drambuie, shaken hard 
on ice, and served in a cold martini glass that 
has a thin ribbon of chocolate sauce working 
its way from one side of the rim to the other. 
It’s one of the best drinks I've had this year 
and definitely worth a trip to Prague. 

Drambuie runs about $30 a bottle and is 
available at every liquor store in town.

F00D-0-FILE

We heard from Marci Wilson of the Ameri- 
can Cheese Society with a correction to MM 
Pack’s recent profile of global cheese-buyer 
Cathy Strange. Wilson informs us that the 
American Cheese Society was formed in 1983 
and that there were 1,208 cheeses entered in 
their 2007 national competition. We regret the 
errors... My absolute favorite sweet bite of this 
past year has to be a peach-nectar-filled choco- 
late created by Chocolat (330 W. Main in Fred- 
ericksburg, 830/990-9382; www.chocolat-tx.us). 
The staff at the Hill Country chocolatier creates 
wine, liqueur, and fruit nectar fillings, encases 
them in sugar using a European technique 
mastered by owner Lecia Duke, and then 
enrobes the centers in dark chocolate. They 
melt in your mouth and are simply divine. This 
Saturday, two teams of Chocolat staffers will 
be sampling their distinctive Texas flavor col- 
lection - Sam Houston Bourbon, Tequila 
D’Almendrado, Becker Cabernet, Paula's Texas 
Orange, Texas Mesquite Roasted Coffee, and 
Peach Nectar - at the flagship Whole Foods 
Market (Fifth & Lamar) from llam-3pm. Try 
them, and you’ll be hooked, I promise... Today 
is Nov. 15, and that means the Beaujolais nou- 
veau arrives at both the venerable French bis- 
tro Chez Nous (510 Neches, 473-2413) and 
in the Hill Country at the Dodging Duck 
Brewhaus (402 River Rd. in Boerne, 
830/248-3825). Drop by to enjoy a glass of 
the young, seasonal red wine, just right for hol- 
iday quaffing... In recent weeks I’ve been lucky 
enough to be a guest at two new national chain 
restaurants that are now calling Austin home. 
We thoroughly enjoyed a ladies lunch at NoRTH 
(11506 Century Oaks Terrace, 339-4400) in 
the Domain, where we encountered an innova- 
tive new bar snack called zucca chips - whis- 
per-thin slices of zucchini squash lightly bat- 
tered, fried, and dusted with sea salt so as to 
disappear quickly on the tongue. We were also 
particularly impressed with a thin-crust fig and 
goat cheese pizza and a perfect amberjack fil- 
let. Another group caught the soft opening din- 
ner at the Brazilian-style churrascaria chain 
Fogo de Chao (309 E. Third, 472-0220) that 
just opened west of the Austin Convention 
Center. The meats were exemplary, perfectly 
seasoned, and served piping hot by the stroll- 
ing gauchos. Favorites at our table were the 
lamb chops, leg of lamb, and beef slices from 
gargantuan ribs. Our Wes Marshall was 
impressed with both the Argentinean Malbec 
and the French Chablis being poured with the 
meal... Chef Adam Wetherington of the 
brand-new Sagra Trattoria (1610 San Antonio 
St., 535-3764) has been spotted shopping for 
fresh, organic produce at Boggy Creek Farm 
(3414 Lyons, 926-4650), which bodes well for 
customers at the regional Italian restaurant 
that recently opened for both lunch and dinner 
in the former Mars location... Looking for a 
delicious smoked turkey for the Thanksgiving 
table? The folks at Rudy’s Country Store & 
Bar-B-Que (tvww.rudysbbq.com) can help out. 

Their turkeys are $39.95 or $45.95 and come 
with a bottle of their signature “Sause.” Order 
now for Nov. 21 pickup... Just in time for 
Happy Tamaledays, the kitchen at Berryhili 
Baja Grill (3600 Capital of TX Hwy. N., 

Building A; 327-9033) has added limited-time- 
only turkey tamales to a menu that already 
includes beef, pork, chicken, and spinach/corn 
varieties. Order in advance, and enjoy a special 
holiday cocktail at the bar while you wait.

Mehul Kapadia and his effervescent wife, 
Falguni, opened Bombay Express more than a 
year ago and have enjoyed prosperous busi- 
ness from day one. They serve a mix of Indian 
vegetarian street-food dishes found in South 
India, in the western state of Gujarat, and in 
Mumbai, with a few dishes thrown in to repre- 
sent the north (the culinary area of the Indian 
subcontinent most known by Westerners). It’s 
a pristinely clean and bright spot with lots of 
windows; tables fill the center of the room, 
and the perimeter is lined with a bar-level din- 
ing shelf and stools. You order at the counter, 
get a number, and the staff delivers your food. 


Everything we have eaten at Bombay Express 
has been superb. Most of the customer base is 
native South Asian, so they grew up eating 
these dishes, but the staff could not have been 
more helpful in describing the food and help- 
ing us make our choices. 

A great starter is Pani Puri ($3.95), a hands- 
on dish in which you create a hole in little 
puffed-pastry spheres; 
load them up with diced 
potato, sprouted daal, 
black garbanzo beans, 
sweet sauce; fill the cavity 
with spicy mint water; 
and then a delicious and unusual treat is cre- 
ated. Follow that with Khasta Kachori ($3.95), 
flaky and crisp domes with the top imploded, 
stuffed with sprouts and potatoes, and cov- 


ered with yogurt and sweet tamarind chutney, 
or Chole Samosa ($4.50), two flaky potato 
and pea turnovers, topped with a rich, chunky 
garbanzo sauce and sweet-sour chutney. These 
last two were among our favorites. 

From the north we sampled a fine Aloo 
Paratha ($4.50), flaky flat-breads with 
mashed-potato layers, served with green 
mango chutney and yogurt. The tomato 
omelet ($3.50) is an eggless, chickpea-flour 
flat-bread with onions, herbs, and tomato 
cooked into the ruddy surface, served with a 
fiery green-chile and ginger dipping sauce. 
Both are excellent. 

From the south we sampled an assortment 
of dishes. The Fried Idli ($3.95) reminded us 
of a spicy, fried spoon bread. Idli are steamed 
disks made from a batter of lentil and rice 
flour. Flere they are cut into batons and deep- 
fried until very crispy on the outside (while 
the interior is light and fluffy), dusted with 
milagai podi (crushed lentils, red chiles, and 
spices), and served with coconut chutney and 
sambar (a rich and spicy lentil soup made with 
tamarind). We could eat our weight in fried 
idli. Medu Vada ($3.95) are the familiar dough- 
nuts made from lentil flour, brown on the 
outside, savory and light as a feather on the 
inside, with the flavor of cumin and curry 
leaves and nary a trace of oiliness. Again, 
served with coconut chutney and sambar; 
again, wonderful. 

A trio of dosas fell to our 
appetite: the onion dosa 
($4.95), a large, thin, and 
crispy rice-batter crepe 
filled with onion, jalapeno, 
and cilantro; the Mysore Sada Dosa ($4.95), 
the same crepe with a liberal spreading of 
mysore chutney (tamarind, red chiles, jaggery 
sugar, coconut, lentils, and peppercorn); and 


the Bombay Express Special Dosa ($6.50), a 
crepe filled with heavily spiced diced potatoes 
and onions. We also enjoyed a nice uttapam 
($5.50), a chunky rice crepe topped with 
diced tomato, jalapeno, and onion. All dosas 
have the traditional Southern Indian accompa- 
niment of spicy coconut chutney and sambar. 

We tasted one of the specials: Spicy Paneer 
Roll ($3.95), a flour tortilla filled with sea- 
soned fried cubes of paneer cheese, onion, 
bell pepper, and jalapeno strips, all in a 
masala-spiked tomato sauce. Good and vague- 
ly Indian. Meal specials are on the menu from 
Tuesday through Friday for $6.95, and their 
version of the Thali Platter ($8.95, a round 
tray containing small portions of eight to nine 
different items) is offered Saturday and 
Sunday only. 

From dessert world we sampled a couple of 
Kulfi “Popsicles” ($2), one of mango and one 
saffron-pistachio, both decadently rich and 
soothing, plus an amazing dish of Gulab 
Jamuh ($2.50), delicate, round condensed- 
milk dumplings awash in a thick rosewater 
syrup, and the sinfully rich RasMalai ($2.95), 
“clouds” of delicate paneer cheese in a sweet 
cardamom syrup, dusted on top with flaked 
pistachio nuts. For drinks you can choose 
from sodas, spiced tea, mango lass i, sweet 
lassi, or salty lassi. 

Bombay Express presents a cornucopia of 
exotic spices - cardamom, cinnamon, ginger, 
garlic, red-chile powder, coriander, fennel, 
cumin, mustard seeds, asafetida, rosewater, 
clove, turmeric, black pepper, green chile, 
fenugreek, sesame and poppy seeds, curry 
leaves, saffron, etc. - to masterfully transform 
mundane vegetables like potatoes, peas, and 
lentils into works of culinary street-food art. 
Bombay Express is fast and inexpensive and 
deliciously divine. - Mick Vann 
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COUNTER CAFE

One of the hottest trends in the American dining scene 
has to be the resurgence of the diner - smallish, quick-ser- 
vice cafes with counter seating facing open kitchens. Often 
family-owned and operated, these little gems are known for 
regional comfort-food menus as well as a comforting sense 
of community. Debbie Davis’ Counter Cafe is a perfect 
example. The former Austinite returned home earlier this 
year and lavished loving care and plenty of cleaning prod- 
ucts on the former G&M Steakhouse location. If those 
smoke-and-grease-stained walls could have talked, they 
would have told tales of irascible former owner Gus Vayas 
serving up breakfast to local political legend Bob Bullock 
and countless Texas legislators. These days, there is no 
smoke, everything is sparkling clean, and a new community 
of loyal regulars is being established. The new crowd is 
attracted by a small, simple menu based as much as possible 
on locally sourced, naturally raised, and often organic ingre- 
dients, paired with down-home friendliness. The Counter 
Cafe is a definite keeper. 

I’ve shared the Counter Cafe with friends for both break- 
fast and lunch and found satisfaction every time. The fried- 
egg sandwich ($7) offers two fried eggs, nitrate-free bacon, 
and cheese on nine-grain toast with lettuce, tomato, and 
red onion. For a BLT lover, it’s a home run. I’ve also sam- 
pled big, flaky biscuits with delicious cream gravy ($3) 
washed down with Good Flow orange juice ($4) and a cup 
of organically grown coffee ($2). There are crab cakes and 


eggs ($9) and an all-natural hanger steak and eggs ($10, 
served all day) for folks looking for an even more substantial 
breakfast. I’m especially fond of the pimento-cheese sand- 
wich ($8) at lunchtime. It can be paired with a little house 
salad, the fine Counter fries, seasonal fruit, or a cup of soup. 
My lunch companions enjoyed the bountiful crab cakes 
($10), three crab-rich beauties served with chopped red 
onions, capers, plus lemon aioli and curried peanut sauces 
for dipping. We were less impressed with the Polenta Fried 
Oysters ($8), finding the polenta coating too thick and 
gloppy for our tastes. And even though none of us consid- 
ered herself a big fan of cheesecake, we devoured a lovely 
slice of mascarpone cheesecake topped with fresh strawber- 
ries and demanded to meet the person who had prepared it. 
Unfortunately, that talented young pastry cook is no longer 
in the Counter Cafe kitchen, but owner Davis vows to uphold 
the fine dessert tradition he started. 

Within the last few months, Counter Cafe has added dinner 
hours on Tuesday through Friday, offering the lunch menu 
with a blackboard listing of dinner specials. True American 
comfort-food items such as chicken pot pie ($11) and meat- 
loaf ($14) with homey sides are developing a loyal following. 
Our recent dinner there included the grilled Bandera quail 
($12), a perfectly grilled bird atop a salad of tender baby spin- 
ach tossed with balsamic vinaigrette, feta cheese, strawberries, 
and red onion, plus the evening special: a toothsome grilled 
filet of black drum ($14) over Israeli couscous paired with 
smoky grilled asparagus. The Counter Cafe is a welcome addi- 
tion to an old West Austin neighborhood and definitely worth 
a visit. Sit at the counter, have a chat with the chef, and you’ll 
feel right at home. - Virginia B. Wood

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The Big Squeeze The writers' strike hits dose to home by joe o'connell 


During the 1988 writers’ strike, Tim McCanlies got a pilot’s license 
and a wife. “I’ve still got both now, so I may write the novel I’ve always 
intended to write,” said the writer/director of Secondhand Lions and per- 
haps Central Texas’ most successful screenwriter. McCanlies had been 
working on two projects for two separate studios when the last-ditch 
effort to avoid a Writers Guild of America strike failed last week. The 
sticking point in negotiations with the 
studios was what share writers should 
receive from new sources of film and 
video distribution via such sources as 
cell phones and the Web, as well as old 
complaints about scribes’ take from DVD 
sales. “I’m actually looking forward to a 
break ... or was,” McCanlies said when 
reached late last week. “I’m climbing the 
walls. Maybe I’ll take a vacation!” 

The impact of the strike is already 
being felt nationally, with the shutdown 
of talk shows and a number of other tele- 
vision programs. The effect on the Texas 
film/television industry will likely depend 
on how long the strike lasts. Friday 
Night Lights is still shooting its second 
season around Austin and should con- 
tinue through the end of the month and 
probably into December when it runs 
out of completed scripts. “It’s business 
as usual,” according to NBC/Universal 
spokeswoman Jessica Nevarez. If the 
strike continues, expect idle crews and 
disappointed vendors that would have 
worked through about March. Series 
television has been the savior for the 
Texas film industry recently, as more 
and more studio films have crossed the 
border to New Mexico and Louisiana, 
which offer heftier incentives than the $20 million program the Texas 
Legislature approved this year. In Dallas, Prison Break is expected also 
to shoot through the end of the month. In an open letter to fans posted 
on the website PBreakFans (www.pbreakfans.proboards47.com), show 
producer Nick Santora made his feelings about the strike clear: “This is 
a wonderful collaborative art form . . . writers, directors, actors, art direc- 
tors, make-up artists, and everyone in between help make film and TV 


a great way to entertain, educate and inspire. But it seems to me, in my 
6 + years in this industry, that sometimes The Powers That Be forget that 
you can’t produce a blank page, you can’t act a blank page, you can’t 
direct a blank page.” 

The 1988 writers’ strike lasted for 22 weeks and led to a major loss of 
television viewers. A threatened strike by both writers and members of the 

Screen Actors Guild in 2004 resulted in 
lots of unscripted television reality shows 
and led to a flurry of filming activity in 
Texas and elsewhere in anticipation of 
the strike that never happened. Many 
were expecting the same thing this time, 
only with the rush to film happening in 
January, as it was assumed the writers 
would wait to join forces with the Screen 
Actors Guild, which has a contract with 
the studios expiring in June. “Things seem 
to still be shaping up for an interesting 
’08,” said Bob Hudgins, head of the Texas 
Film Commission. “That’s got everyone 
on pins and needles about getting this 
resolved.” Interesting new year? Consider 
word that Terrence Malick will shoot a 
film in Austin (see “Film News,” right), 
and you see what is potentially at stake. 

Hudgins’ biggest fear is that picket 
lines now confined to Los Angeles and 
New York City will appear elsewhere in 
the country if the strike lasts for a long 
time. “Knock on wood,” he said. “My 
feeling is they will expand if the strike 
goes into a third month. It would kill 
us long-term.” In Hollywood, strikers 
are already seeing individual actors and 
Teamsters joining their cause, compound- 
ing the effects. Television networks lost a 
big chunk of their audiences in 1988, and much of it never came back as 
cable offerings gave viewers more choices. For Friday Night Lights, a show 
that struggled in ratings its first season, a truncated second season could 
be a death knell. Part of the problem for both television and the big screen 
is that scripts are often blueprints that face major rewrites on the set, and 
those rewrites can’t be done during a writers’ strike. “Half of the features 
shot are rewritten during the process in some capacity,” Hudgins said. ■

DEAR PILLOW 

Heretic Films, $19.95 

When it was first 
released in 2004, 

Dear Pillow garnered 
critical favor and festi- 
val success (including 
an Independent Spirit 
Award nomination 
for its writer/direc- 
tor, Bryan Poyser) ... 
but no distribution 
deal. After the long slog of writing, rewriting, 
financing, casting, scouting, shooting, reshoot- 
ing, editing, post-producing, and promoting 
their movie, Poyser and his producer/cinema- 
tographer/editor (and fellow UT graduate), 
Jacob Vaughan, came face-to-face with the 
first immutable law of independent filmmak- 
ing: Making a movie is easy; finding someone 


to release it is not. Then, after three years 
of deferred hopes and failed negotiations, 
Heretic Films, a small distributor of horror, cult, 
and exploitation movies looking to expand its 
market share, stepped in, and a local favorite 
became, at long last and happily, available. 
Filmed in Austin, Dear Pillow relates the pain- 
ful misadventures of Wes (former Austin high 
schooler Rusty Kelley), an awkward 17-year-old 
with a giant protective mop of black hair and 
an obsession with all things sexual. Wes lives 
with his divorced father in a sprawling apart- 
ment complex, passing his days listening in on 
neighbors' phone conversations and dreaming 
of losing his virginity. Looking to make sense 
of all his sordid predilections, Wes befriends 
an older man, Dusty ( Brewster McCloud’s Gary 
Chason), who writes pornographic stories for a 
magazine called Dear Pillow and who eventually 
becomes a Virgil to the kid's desperate Dante, 
guiding him through the snares of adolescence 
and sexual morality toward liberation, even pull- 
ing in the complex’s beautiful, seductive land- 


lady (Viviane Vives) to help complete his educa- 
tion. An 85-minute tribute to erotic confusion, 
Dear Pillow is both fascinated by and hostile 
to the absurdities of our culture’s Puritanism 
and takes obvious joy in poking holes in them. 
This kind of provocativeness is nothing new to 
Poyser; his 2001 short film, "Pleasureland” 
(included on this disc along with this year’s 
“Grammy’s”), is a surreal, bleakly comic look at 
the self-consuming dangers of porn obsession, 
and along with several deleted scenes, audition 
footage, and commentary from Dear Pillow's 
cast and crew, it offers a glimpse inside the 
mind of an artist fascinated by the thrills and 
consequences of desire. - Josh Rosenblatt

NEW 'LIFE' FOR MALICK FILM 

I told you back in October that 
Terrence Malick was quietly casting for 
a film to be shot in Austin in the spring. 
According to The Hollywood Reporter, 
that film is the long-gestated Tree of Life, 
with Heath Ledger and Sean Penn in 
talks to star. Bob Hudgins of the Texas 
Film Commission would neither confirm 
nor deny reports the film will shoot in 
Austin this coming March. “We remain 
hopeful,” he said. The script, once 
known as Q, is one Malick is said to 
have been working on since the 
Seventies and originally was a drama set 
in the Middle East during World War I 
with a prologue set in prehistoric times. 
In 2005, Malick was close to shooting 
the film at least partially in India with 
Colin Farrell starring. As recently as 
last year there was talk that part of the 
shooting might occur in Malick’s home- 
town of Austin. Penn appeared in 
Malick’s The Thin Red Line, and Tree of 
Life’s production company, River Road 
Entertainment, made Brokeback 
Mountain, starring Ledger. 

AFS WELCOMES VARNUM 

Now charged with keeping film writers 
like yours truly up to date on Austin Film 
Society goings-on is Agnes Varnum, the 
group's new communications manager. 

She comes with a solid film background 
centered primarily on documentaries and 
will be responsible for getting out word on 
a variety of AFS programs and screenings.

The End of the World as He Knows It 


Richard Kelly does decadence plus dystopia in 'Southland Tales'

“The future is just like you imagined,” goes a tagline for 
Southland Tales, especially if you imagined it in a Ritalin haze, 
channel-surfing premium cable during some wasted summer 
in the late Eighties. It’s an apt sentiment for our embarrass- 
ing times, as we slouch toward another presidential election 
in which the only candidate who gets to skip the Iowa caucus 
is 9/1 1 itself, an event that too closely resembled for anyone’s 
comfort our post-Reagan blockbuster fantasies of how the world 
would end. Maybe the future is just like we imagined, and 
maybe it’s better to keep jabbing at the remote, because think- 
ing too deeply on any of it really creeps us out. 

So we’ve got a movie where there’s an action hero (played by 
Dwayne “the Rock” Johnson) and a pom star (Sarah Michelle 
Gellar) who have concocted an apocalyptically prophetic screen- 
play that’s coveted by neo-Marxist revolutionaries, who plan to 
hijack the 2008 presidential election with slam poetry and 
severed thumbs, as the U.S. government has another terrorism- 
inspired fascist freak-out. Meanwhile, there’s an ocean-based 
alternative energy source slowing the rotation of the Earth and 
opening rifts in the time-space continuum. It all gets narrated 
from atop an arcade by an Iraq war-scarred Justin Timberlake, 
who can’t resist stopping everything for an ecstatically mournful 
music video. Plus poop jokes, two Seann William Scotts, and 
lots and lots of celebrity cameos. 

Is this a dream or a nightmare of a second feature for Richard 
Kelly, the writer/director of 2001 cult hit Donnie Darkol Critics 
at Cannes in 2006 were so loudly dismayed as to make it both, 
so now it’s been trimmed, if not tamed, and multiplex audiences 
can share the confusion (although Kelly has shaved a half-hour 
off the original cut). Kicking off the film with a nuclear attack on 
Abilene, Texas, a target rationalized only by resort to authorial 
biography (Kelly has family there, and the scene was shot at his 
aunt’s house), the director signals instantly that at its best and 
worst, this will be a deeply personal piece of work. But not the 
kind of “personal” that leads to tearful acceptance speeches; 
Southland Tales is personal in an obsessive, intricate, and utterly 
careless mode, more common to Book of Revelations-inspired 


murals made from bottle caps than to star-studded Indiewood 
product. It doesn’t so much raise more questions than it 
answers as it suggests the feeling of far more questions than 
it can raise, without knowing remotely whether that’s a good 
thing or bad. So it was no small challenge to articulate my own 
questions when I discussed the film with Kelly by phone. 

Austin Chronicle: There’s a really serious Eighties retro-future thing 
going on in the film. Aside from nostalgia, what’s behind that for you? 
Richard Kelly: Well, I guess when you mention the Eighties, 
[you mean] Chris Lambert and Curtis Armstrong and Zelda 
Rubinstein and those actors [in 
the cast], but I felt as though this 
was a film about a lot of dark, dark 
subject matter, troubling subject 
matter. It’s about politics and reli- 
gion and pop culture, and I felt as 
though I wanted it to be a really fun 
party, where you invite some really 
fun faces, from the past and from 
the present and hopefully from 
the future. ... It felt right to me to 
include all these people and try to 
make it as fun as possible. 

AC: But why should you make it fun? 

RK: Because I figure that’s the best 
medicine; if you’re going to . . . dare 
to kind of go there and talk about nuclear bombs going off 
and the election and alternative fuels and all these big ideas, 
then you want to try to disarm the situation with comedy, 
and I figure that’s the best way to communicate a message in 
that capacity. 

AC: So was I correct spotting [Hostel director] Eli Roth getting 
shot while he’s on the toilet? I mean, it seems like even the smallest 
cameos here get loaded with meaning. 

RK: Yeah, good old Eli. But yeah, absolutely. With my crew, 
every little detail became significant. We realized we were creat- 


ing a big puzzle, and we kind of had fun with the details to try 
to give audiences something that could be studied or decon- 
structed over multiple viewings. 

AC: Right, and T.S. Eliot, Robert Frost, the Book of Revelation, and 
Perry Farrell get treated as poetic equals. It makes it like watching a 
movie made from some big, crazy, satirical epic that that really cyni- 
cal, hyperactive kid was always writing in the back of English class, 
junior year of high school. 

RK: You know I feel like I’ve been that kid for a while now. . . . 
There’s still a childlike quality to the voice behind this film, in 
a way, and it has a lot to do with ... this post-9/11 childlike 
anxiety that everyone has inside of them. And a response to that 
anxiety is what this film is, in a way. In terms of the references, 
there are many references obviously to Kiss Me Deadly and to 
film noir. It’s a collage in a sense. 

AC: And then you’ve got multiple Christ figures in the film. And one 
of them is played by the Rock. 

RK: That’s the world I grew up in. And I guess I’ve always 
considered myself agnostic, but I’ve always been fascinated by 
Christianity and trying not to be; even though I don’t subscribe 
to it, I try to be open-minded to it. Try not to be dismissive com- 
pletely, because there’s obviously something there that’s making 
the world go ’round or maybe making the world self-destruct at 
the same time. I certainly felt that in making a movie about the 
end of the world, we’d be dealing with all religions, and in the 
movie, Dwayne Johnson actually has tattooed on his body sym- 
bols of a whole bunch of different religions. And it’s sort of a joke 
that the religion that wins the contest is the one that bleeds. 
AC: We keep coming back to some pretty hefty politics, but for me, 
it’s tough to say what I can talze away from the film politically. 

RK: For me, I guess where I'm coming from, I’m obviously the 
angry liberal . . . and I kind of wanted to make fun of myself first 
and foremost, with like the neo-Marxists as a liberal extremist 
group, and I kind of see that as what could be me. I could easily 
be [like them] . I mean, I used to live in Venice Beach, like those 
characters. And so I was trying to be evenhanded in that sense 
of where I’m coming from, engaging in a kind of satire about 
the extreme right and the extreme left to be forthcoming in my 
admission of my own sort of angry limousine-liberal stance. 

And it’s in this world where everyone is watching, everyone’s 
recorded, and it all kind of has to do with the Internet being sort 
of like the Old West. It has yet to be tamed. It can’t be tamed. 
And if the government steps in and tries to tame it, there’s going 
to be an instant rebellion against that. Just craziness. 

AC: Right, but then when you’re invoking Marx, I think maybe 
more approvingly than not, it’s conflicted. I mean, isn’t the film 
itself, with all its effects and stars and budget, the kind of decadent 
product that Marx would critique? 

RK: Absolutely. I mean, I kept 
coming to that quote in the movie, 
“Destroy capitalism and dethrone 
God,” this kind of grandiose philo- 
sophical statement that’s taken lit- 
erally and exposed literally in the 
film. And there is a decadence and 
an indulgence in the film absolutely 
that is in the nature of what we 
were doing. ... It’s a film where I 
was sort of swinging for the fences, 
trying to cover all this territory. Like 
if it’s about the end of the world, 
you want it to go out with a bang. 
I guess I made the film as though it 
might be my last. 

AC: And after Cannes there were some who thought it might . . . 
RK: You always have that fear as a filmmaker: “Oh, I’ll never get 
to do this again.” It felt like this window of time in my life where 
I could do something big and bold and political and get it out of 
my system before it was too late, before I lost my nerve, or the 
window of opportunity had disappeared. But listen, I’m the first 
one to raise my hand and plead guilty to the accusation of self- 
indulgence. But we tried to make the roller-coaster ride as tight 
as possible and just try not to overstay our welcome. ■

Casualties of War

Anyone still lost as to what all the hubbub is about sur- 
rounding the newly minted Writers Guild of America strike 
may want to check out two online sources. Yes, I said 
“online” sources. Ironic, given that residuals from online 
content are one of the issues the writers are fighting for. 
Hear their side of things, on a semidaily basis, at the United 
Hollywood blog (www.unitedhollywood.com). Once there, you 
can click to another WGA featurette, titled “Why We Fight,” 
at YouTube. This three-minute primer succinctly lays out 
what the writers are upset about and why. Once you’ve 
watched that, click on the chest-naked doofus who calls 
himself GhostCow pontificating on why writers are greedy. 
Infuriating and somewhat pathetic, that post is augmented 
by a slew of angry comments, which are nearly as entertain- 
ing as said doofus. Which isn’t saying much. 

Even as I type, I realize that all most viewers want to know 
is if they can still watch their favorite TV shows. Here are some 
recent developments in that regard: 

Fox has decided to delay the season premiere of 24. Now in 
its seventh season, the popular series typically premieres as a 
companion to American Idol at the start of the new year. With 
only a handful of episodes in the can and not willing to gamble 
on how long the WGA strike will last, the network has decided 
to wait for a poststrike airing. 

K-Ville (Fox) recently shut down production, which some 
media-watchers speculate is just an early indicator of where 
the show was heading to begin with. Like Friday Night Lights 


here in Texas, K-Ville did well in Louisiana but was not rating 
well elsewhere. Even so, regular work for the New Orleans- 
based crew is now belly up, creating opportunities for union 
bashing and linking the now-jobless K-Ville crew to WGA 
greed, insinuating that this “greed” slaps down crew members 
living in a city still suffering ill effects from Hurricane Katrina 
. . . which misses the point entirely. The WGA was responsible 
for the levees breaking? Please! As United Hollywood and other 
media-watchers point out, crew members of all stripes and 
other unions (like the Screen Actors Guild) are coming out in 
support of the WGA. That is, unless you’re Ellen DeGeneres. 
Unlike other talk-show hosts (Jay Leno, Jon Stewart, Stephen 
Colbert), she has decided to continue doing her show, which 
has brought her more criticism. I’m not sure why she is getting 
heat while other syndicated fare is not (The View). Perhaps 
it is because she made such a point of saying she supported 
the cause but wasn’t going to stop working. America can’t 
live without her, after all. This strikes me as peculiar. Not 
that America doesn’t love her, but isn’t she, like Stewart and 
Colbert, a performer and a writer? 

Which brings us to another casualty of the strike: show 
runners. These are the people who, well, run a show and are 
often “writing producers.” Many of them (as in the case of 
The Office cast) have decided to honor the strike by joining 
the picket lines. In retaliation, the studios have issued warn- 
ings steeped in various levels of threat, according to the Nov. 
12 issue of The Hollywood Reporter. Last week, Warner Bros, 
and ABC sent out suspension letters to writers, while CBS 
Paramount and 20th Century Fox sent out breach-of-contract 
notices to show runners (for not showing up to be producers), 
suggesting that legal action to recoup lost production time is 
possible, says The Hollywood Reporter. In the meantime, pro- 
duction assistants and other behind-the-scenes support staff 
are being laid off in droves. Nope, nobody said strikes are for 
the faint of heart.

efit both the SIMS Foundation and the Health Alliance for Austin Musicians 
and feature Del Castillo, Bobbie Nelson, Kacy Crowley, and Carolyn 
Wonderland for $10. “It'll be ready," assured Direct Events owner Tim O’Connor 
(pictured) last Friday during a walk-through. “I've already spent $260,000 on accel- 
eration and overtime.” O’Conner paints a promising portrait of the $8 million ven- 
ture, one of the first venues in Austin to be specifically designed for live music. 
General admission capacity will be 4,400, making it a vital destination during the 
Backyard’s off-season, and seated shows, suitable for productions like the Pink 
Floyd Laser Spectacular (Jan. 12), Zachary Scott Theatre's Porgy and Bess 
(Jan. 25-Feb. 3), or artists like B.B. King (April 6), will hold somewhere between 
2,600 and 3,000 patrons. The mezzanine level boasts an outdoor patio for smok- 
ers, while the third floor, known as Tower Club, holds luxury suites for season-tick- 
et holders. “We’re trying to make this as exclusive and cool as possible,” O’Connor 
says. Other noticeable upgrades include a larger stage; an $800,000 air-condition- 
ing system to address complaints about the AMFi Mach 1; multiple greenrooms, 
one of which will hold a washer and dryer for touring artists; a sponsored lounge; 
and undeveloped space that could become a full-time restaurant or bank that would 
service the surrounding urban developments. Asked why he's risking his once-pur- 
ported retirement for such an ambitious endeavor - one that continues Direct 
Events’ relationship with Live Nation - the 62-year-old granddaddy of local promot- 
ers had a simple answer: “I owe it to Austin.”

The train ride from Cuzco to the majestic ruins of Machu Picchu covers 70 miles as the tracks wind north- 
west through the mountains of Peru. June mornings cast an intensely brilliant sunlight into the ancient city, 
blinding the broken layers of history competing uncomfortably within the legendary Inca capital. 

At 32, Sam Baker is athletic and adventurous. His brown hair is cut short, his body lean and muscular. 
He’s spent the last four years guiding white-water rafting trips down the Rio Grande, and he’s come to Peru 
with three friends to ice-climb and trek the Andes. Unlike most of the country in the 1980s, scarred by gue- 
rilla warfare at the hands of the Maoist revolutionaries the Shining Path, Cuzco is a heavily secured haven, 
and the four explore the city casually. 


The train is nearly full for its 8:30am departure, and Baker 
crams into the next-to-last car, finding a seat beside a 19-year-old 
German boy sitting opposite his parents. He gives no heed to the 
red backpack lying innocuously on the luggage rack above his 
head. As they wait to depart, he carries on the idle, awkward chat- 
ter of tourists with the family. The explosion silences everything. 

“I thought that I had a heart attack, and I thought the 
Germans hadn’t seen and that I was just going to die right there 
beside them without them even aware,” says Baker in a calm, 
distant reflection. “That’s what I thought at first. Then pretty 
quickly 1 knew that they were dead and dying. ” 

The time bomb was crudely made, its force driving up 
through the roof of the train rather than out. Even so, the steel 
bars of the luggage rack became a rain of shrapnel, killing seven 
people and injuring nearly 40. A station worker hauled Baker 
from the debris and sent him to the hospital in a cab. 

“I woke up on the table, and I knew it was bad and went 
back out,” Baker remembers. “When I woke up the next day, I 
was reasonably alert, though I wouldn’t say I was in the world. I 
couldn’t hear, my hands were bandaged, my legs were bandaged, 
and I couldn’t move. My eyes worked, and I could breathe, so I 
was alert. But it was internal alertness, almost on a cellular level, 
where I knew I was dying, and I was aware of my own death.” 

In the squalid hospital, gangrene set into the wounds in his 
legs, where a femoral artery had been severed, and the subdural 
hematoma from a concussion slowly hemorrhaged in his brain. 


Baker shifted in and out of consciousness through a morphine 
haze, reality lost somewhere between fevered dreams and an 
intense awareness of his broken body. Five days passed before 
a U.S. military jet could evacuate American survivors from 
Lima. The plane was scheduled to stop in Panama to relieve 
the pilots, Baker barely clinging to life. 


“A little girl that was there went into a coma, and on the evac 
out, she arrested,” says Baker, relating what he was told later 
by friends. “They manually kept her alive, so she could see 
her mother and get her last rites. Because of her, we got to San 
Antonio just in time for me to get treatment, and had we landed 
in Panama, I wouldn’t have made it. I was dying of everything. 
I was on the very tail end of this earthly life.” 

Baker pauses and squints his eyes, his thoughts some- 
where distant. 

“You know, it’s funny how that works,” he says slowly. “It’s 
all connected in some way that I cannot figure out.” 


Sweetly Undone 

Today is the first day that Sam Baker has heard clearly in 
more than 20 years, since the explosion in 1986 crippled his 
eardrums. The new hearing aid is inconspicuous, technology 
finally progressing enough to convince Baker to wear one. He 
leans forward in a confidential manner. 

“It’s my first time really hearing much, and you know what, 
there’s a whole lot I don’t need to listen to,” he laughs. “I didn’t 
realize there’s just so much noise coming at you. Everywhere I’ve 
been today has some sort of sound back-screen, commercials 
everywhere. I didn’t realize there’s so much sound. And I don’t 
know if I need to hear that. My world goes just fine without it.” 

Outside Flightpath Coffee House, the Beatles play softly through 
the speakers. Baker sits with his back against the wall, his right side 
directed across the table. His left eardrum is completely shattered, 
leaving only the constant ringing of tinnitus in his head. With the 
crooked fingers of his left hand, he draws back the tattered hole in 
the knee of his jeans, revealing scars crudely healed. 

His gray hair is tied into a loose ponytail, and his broad 
shoulders match his gregarious personality. Baker recalls the 
events in Peru with a candid, if hesitant, narration. Frequently 
pausing, he carefully seeks words to relate the experience. It’s a 
search that for the past eight years he’s attempted to articulate 
in his songwriting. 

“It’s an immensely powerful place that comes to me, and the 
need to describe it, but I haven’t been able to find the words to 
convey that emotional state, that whole sort of place,” he says. 

Instead, he retreats into metaphors, grasping at analogies in 
hope of brushing against a peripheral understanding. Appealing to 
his days on the river, Baker’s language drifts into fluid imagery. 

“The boundary between living and dying can be a very sharp 
eddy line or very gauzy,” he offers. “I hit a very sharp one at 
first, and just like when you hit it in a river, it will spin your boat 
around hard. That first one, I don’t think I’ve ever been able to 
describe that. Then over the next seven or eight days, when the 
gangrene set in and we were trying to figure out if my system 
would actually come back, I felt I was drifting into this space, 
and it just wasn’t clear at all. The currents were just not terribly 
strong one way or another. It was all soft. 

“With most of my writing right now, I think I’m somewhere in 
this place where the currents are a little softer, where I think it’s a 
little safer to talk about or describe them,” he continues. “I’m not 
sure that I’m steady enough to get a real clear look at that first eddy 
line. Maybe I don’t have the strength yet to go back and revisit that 
specific place, that eddy line, whatever that crossing is.” 

Baker’s songs linger in the same soft wash of the uncertain veil 
between waking and dreaming, life and death. Details emerge 
and recede, ungraspable except within the worn narratives of his 
characters. Half-remembered histories and fragments of familiar 
songs rise to the surface, only to subside in the wake of reality 
yet abide indomitably still beneath the currents. 

There’s a rough elegance to Baker’s work. His voice is course, 
songs more spoken than sung, halting melodies that gesture 


toward the proper tone yet refract from it elusively. The unpol- 
ished imperfection underscores the tenacity and rugged hope of 
Baker’s vision, a world filled with beauty and wonder amid the 
weary, unextraordinary struggle of life. 

Mercy 

Born in the small prairie town of Itasca, about 40 miles 
south of Fort Worth, Baker was a natural student of charac- 
ter. As the fourth of six children, his upbringing gave him

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an eye for everyday minutia and the power 
of genealogy. 

“It was a good place to grow up,” Baker 
attests. “But a small town can be pretty insular 
in the world, and you can not know anything 
about stuff just a few miles away. And in a place 
that small, it’s all in the details, of how people 
live their lives, the ways they tell the truth, and 
the ways they lie. The ways they deceive each 
other and sometimes themselves, the ways 
they’re sometimes heroic and sometimes not. 
The knowledge base on everybody is so big, 
and it’s so influenced by gossip, myth, and 
accepted stories and hidden stories. 

“I dig it; I just don’t want to live there and be 
subject to it,” he laughs. “But then I’m more of 
an observer. I don’t want to be part of the story. 
I love to just watch and put a puzzle together 
where the narrative makes sense.” 

The characters populating Baker’s songs are 
often the frayed but defiant descendants of 
inherited hardship, toiling against legacy and 
the mundaneness of simply plodding forward. 
The portraits that slowly develop merge Townes 
Van Zandt’s vivid poetry with John Prine’s sto- 
rytelling, infused with a persistent, if continu- 
ally frustrated, hope. 

“We as people are so complex, and we’re 
conflicted about so many things,” says Baker 
about his songwriting. “At some point, the 
characters take over and tell me what to write. 
I don’t really control them. What I try to do is 
get me out of the way and let them live the lives 
they need to live, even if it doesn’t follow how 
I think it would go. My job is to give them the 
time and space to do what they need to do and 
say what they need to say.” 

Baker moved to Austin in the early 1990s. 
He taught himself to play guitar left-handed to 
offset his injury and directed his restless energy 
inward to songwriting. After his sister Chris 
Baker-Davies recorded four of his songs for her 
2000 album, Southern Wind, Baker mustered 
the confidence to begin playing open-mic 
nights at the Cactus Cafe. He quickly befriend- 
ed other local songwriters, and in 2004, Walt 
Wilkins helped produce his debut, Mercy. 

The disc eventually fell into the hands 
of local producer/guitarist/singer-songwriter 
Gurf Morlix, who helped get it played on the 
BBC and Texas radio. The two became fast 
friends and last year toured together through 
Italy. This summer, Baker released Pretty 
World (“Texas Platters,” Aug. 10), the album 
further honing his gift for evoking a simple, 
devastating beauty. 

“Let’s not kid ourselves; the world can be a 
very, very brutal place,” Baker acknowledges. 
“But my sense is that we’re all trying to do 
something that we believe in or that makes 
things better. I think that for the most part 
people struggle, but most people, even in hard 
times, you know what they do? They get up, 
they make themselves a cup of coffee, and 
they keep going. They walk out the door, and 
they go to work, they go to school, whatever 
they do. It’s not dramatic, but I see that as a 
moment of triumph, of major triumph. Maybe 
I’m a romantic, but I admire that, and I think 
that’s everywhere. 

“In my world, I saw some fairly awful stuff 
and had to actually accept that that’s part of 
being alive,” he says. “I think at some point, 
being able to accept that gave me the freedom 


to accept all this other stuff that’s triumphant, 
even if it is just making another cup of coffee. 
It’s immensely powerful, that will to get up 
and do something even when you don’t want 
to do it. I think it’s beautiful beyond words.” 

Pretty World 

The lights are low inside the Cactus Cafe, 
the semidarkness enfolding the packed, 
Wednesday night crowd. Onstage, Baker has 
the look of a lion, his long gray hair flowing 
across his shoulders and wide smile friendly 
and inviting. He laughs easily with an earnest, 
self-deprecating humor. Seated on his right, 
Morlix tunes his guitar as Baker jokes with the 
audience and eventually produces a tuner to 
correct his own instrument. 

The two gruff-voiced songwriters make an 
odd, but natural, pairing. Between songs, 
they carry on a running, congenial conversa- 
tion, telling stories from their Italian tour 
and playfully mocking each other with a 
warm familiarity. 

As the duo trades tunes, the balance between 
Morlix’s ballads of dark cynicism and Baker’s 
rough hope is striking. During Morlix’s songs, 
Baker leans in close to follow his lead, as much 
with his eyes as his ears. On his own, Baker 
rocks unconsciously, eyes closed as he croons 
coarsely from the comer of his mouth. 

Before the sun 
Before the heat 

Before we untangle from our sheets 
Before the summer day unfurls 
Pretty world 

Baker’s ear is bent low to his guitar to fol- 
low his own playing. His strumming is heavy- 
handed, knowingly ungraceful as he throws 
his shoulders into every chord. Morlix’s adept 
accompaniment softens the edges of Baker’s 
songs and is the subject of a constant, laughing 
harassment between the two. 

Before the paper is dropped at the gate 
Before the coffee, before we’re late 
Before dreams are lost like midnight pearls 
Pretty world 

The power of Baker’s songs flicker in the 
ephemerality of his vision, the lingering 
moments just before dawn, the glimpse of 
tmth in fractured verses. With the quiet deter- 
mination of his characters - the single mother 
stalled in the parking lot in “Thursday,” the 
whorehouse rambler in “Juarez” humming 
“Waiting Around to Die” and thinking, “Who 
in the world would write a song like that?” 
- Baker pursues the fleeting seconds of terrible 
beauty bom within the simple ruptures of 
everyday life. 

Before the traffic, before the jets 
Before the sound of your footsteps 
Fades away like summer girls 
Pretty world 

Baker peers from the stage into the darkened 
room and asks for another beer. 

“I think I’ll try a new song, and we ll see if it 
works,” he laughs. “But there’s something beau- 
tiful about the failure, when things fall apart.” ■

Sam Baker is the first to admit his musical 
limitations. 

“It’s not like I’m going to come out with a 
different voice or play guitar much better,” he 
laughs. “It’s all I got, and I’m grateful that peo- 
ple have responded.” 

As a natural songwriter’s songwriter, 
Baker’s work has attracted contributions 
from an expanding number of musicians. 
Players on his two albums include local 
mainstays like Walt Wilkins, Gurf Morlix, and 
Lloyd Maines, while Baker’s rough voice has 
received accompaniment from sister Chris 
Baker-Davies, plus Marcia Ramirez, 
Stephanie Urbina Jones, and outlaw first 
lady Jessi Colter. 

“I felt like I was hit by lightning,” says 
Wilkins of the first time he heard Baker play. “I 
couldn’t believe how great each song was. I 
thought, ‘This is one of the best writers alive,’ 
and it was a great gift to hear him.” 

Wilkins helped produce both of Baker’s 
albums in Nashville alongside Tim Lorsch, who 


brought additional artists into the fold like 
Hank Williams Jr. steel guitarist Mike Daly. 

“Working with Sam is truly a treasure; he has 
no preconceived notions, and he just wants to 
make music,” attests Daly. “I’ve spent so much 
time just reading his lyrics like poems. It’s about 
real people feeling real things and somehow, as 
a third person, he seems to observe a reality 
that people normally just don’t see.” 

Baker’s closest ally has become Morlix, who 
was introduced to Baker’s music when a friend 
played him “Waves” from 2004 debut Mercy. 
Morlix sought out Baker, and the two become 
close friends and collaborators. 

“He’s a real writer,” boasts Morlix. “He’s poetic 
as can be. He knows how to trim the ugly fat from 
a song and get it down so there’s nothing there 
but meat, nothing that doesn’t need to be there.” 
“There’s something about the chemistry of 
our shows together,” Morlix adds. “We can play 
for three hours, and it seems like no time at 
all. Sam always just turns it into a living-room 
party somehow.” - D.F.

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Kim Miller doesn’t believe in rushing 
things: It’s been almost a decade since her 
last album, Child of the Big Sky. The local 
singer-songwriter is less about chasing 
fame than being completely satisfied with 
her sonic output, and her long-anticipated 
Risk of the Roar proves the wait was well 
worth it. Miller's confident vocals flow with 
the strength and beauty of the evening tide 
(“Soy Tu Sirena," “Dive in Deep”), encas- 
ing 12 roots-folk songs in the key of love 
(“Happenstance") with an undercurrent of 
caution and wariness (“Madame Bovary”). 
That she surrounded herself with stellar 
musicianship helps - Marvin Dykhuis, Cam 
King, and Mark Hallman, among others - but 
don’t hold your breath waiting for her next 
recording: This is the one to savor. Patricia 
Vonne slammed her spike-heeled boot 
on the pedal to the metal for her third CD, 
Firebird (Bandolera). With each new record- 
ing, her Latin rock hybrid grows stronger, this 
one imbuing her rebel spirit (“Hot Rod Heart,” 
“Jett Rink”) with a potent political and social 
conscience. The opening track, "Missing 
Women,” which casts a harsh light on the 
hundreds of vanished Latinas in Juarez, 
Mexico, is revisited at the end in Spanish 
as “Mujeres Desaparecidas.” Vonne is one 
smart cookie, balanced between solid rock 
efforts like “Dutch Cigarette," the country 
inflection of “Karolina," and her Spanish- 
language beauties “Torera” and “La Huerta 
de San Vicente.” Betty Soo appears an 
unlikely candidate for a pop singer-songwriter, 
a second-generation Korean raised in Texas 
with a name that sounds like Buddy Holly 
gave it to her. Her gifts aren’t only the lovely 
and poignant Little Tiny Secrets but also a 
four-song EP released simultaneously, Never 
the Pretty Girl. Together, they frame Soo’s pic- 
ture-perfect lyrics (“You’ve Got a Way,” “The 
Hard Way,” “Secrets") and sweet soprano on 
a background of lush melodies that linger in 
the head (“Easy Living," “New Color"). Of the 
three women here, Soo is the one flying the 
most below the radar. If that doesn’t change 
with this album, kick the machinery.

Confidante (Bloodline) 

Best known as 
the son of Lubbock

Bukka Allen has long 
been an in-demand

Ely, and Jack Ingram, while anchoring Austin 
instrumental trio and label Screen Door Music. 
Being this busy doesn’t allow for much time as 
a solo artist, and Confidante, his second disc, 
was seven years in the making. It’s filled with 
songs dark and beautiful, music that recalls 
the Southern gothic side of Tom Petty and 
the cinematic sweep of Alejandro Escovedo. 

His father’s influence is most evident on the 
brooding stomp of the title track, but the epic 
“World of Pretend” and the shadowy “Cadillac 
Hotel” prove unique to the younger Allen’s 
musical sensibilities. While Confidante feels 
mostly like a work of art, Allen never takes 
himself too seriously, and his distinctive flavor 
emerges, one that haunts long after its final 
chord has been rung.

JADE DAY 

Of Waking ... 

Having stripped 
down the sound from 
2005’s Chimera, Jade 
Day’s fourth release 
allows the Colorado 
native’s swooning 
falsetto to carry his 
songs with a delicately passionate force. The 
emotive trill of this Austin singer-songwriter’s 
voice soars with the grace of Jeff Buckley, yet Of 
Waking ..., also evokes Thom Yorke’s tremulous 
pitch made more unsettling within the acoustic 
atmosphere. “I’m high on every doubt, pull me 
out,” trembles Day on opener “Small Reality,” 
setting a tone of uncertainty that matches his 
vocal quiver throughout. “Switchboard Fantasy” 
dials a swaying Latin rhythm for the album’s 
best track, and Suzanna Choffel’s harmony on 
“Little Lights” is beautifully disconsolate. The 
second half of the album steeps so heavily in 
the drama of Day’s fluctuations that the songs 
become paradoxically draining, giving way to 
expressive moans on "Metronomes” and the 
conclusion to the exceptional Nick Drake-styled 
guitar of “The Well.” Day’s voice is so powerfully 
rich, it requires caution.

ZOOKEEPER 

Becoming All Things (Belle City Pop!) 

Becoming All Things finds former Mineral/ 
Gloria Record principal Chris Simpson mov- 
ing forward by reaching back. As a rotating 
cast ensemble with Simpson as the only 


constant, Zookeeper 
invites structural 
comparisons to Bright 
Eyes, but a deeper 
musical touchstone 
might be found in Al 
Kooper’s on-the-fly 
organ parts on “Like a 
Rolling Stone.” Pitting 
Simpson’s introspec- 
tive songwriting against a rough-hewn, pots- 
and-pans atmosphere gives his songs room 
to breathe, the humanity of his unrestrained, 
rising/falling vocal style more pronounced 
in this context. Opener “Snow in Berlin” is 
a six-minute blast of a revival caravan, while 
“Trumpets" continues in that vein by commin- 
gling guitars, organ, and barroom piano into 
a shimmering wash of reaffirmation. Kooper 
gets name-checked on the transitional snip- 
pet “Al Kooper’s Party Horn,” but the album’s 
second-half highlight is the elegiac “On High,” 
a distant thematic cousin to Willie Nelson’s 
“Angel Flying Too Close to the Ground.” It’s like 
a Rolling Thunder Revue for your living room.

MASONIC 

Things I Am Guilty Of 

As the tide of indie 
rock changes from 
shoegaze to post- 
punk to bar rock, local 
fivepiece Masonic 
remains a staple of 
the good stuff. Fourth 
LP Things I Am Guilty Of finds the Mason 
brothers (keyboardist and songwriter Kevin, 
guitarist John, and drummer Brian) plus new 
bassist Trey D’Amico (aka Toof) in a crisper, 
tightly wound, syncopated pop songs swirling 
around Eryn Gettys’ breathy vox. Opening with 
acoustic shadow dweller “Under the Radar,” 
Masonic introduces the Dandy Warhols to 
Mercury Rev. Through dance beats (“Repeat 
My Fate,” “Last Chance”), regret (“I Never 
Said”), and old-school memories (Gettys’ psy- 
chedelic take on Del Shannon’s “Runaway”), 
the band hits that Fifties-tinged, good-girl-gone- 
bad essence. With female vocals replaced by 
male and eschewing drums, closer “Reprise” 
creeps along with a Lynchian strut. Masonic 
is no one-trick pony, but over the years they’ve 
proved that DIY no longer equals a lo-fi, 
scratchy mishmash. Quite the opposite.

ALIENS 

Head First 
(Misc. Music) 

The cover of Aliens’ 
debut shows a young 
diver about to hit 
her head on a diving 
board, and that’s an 


appropriate introduction to 14 somewhat disori- 
enting songs. First things first: Head First was 
mastered by Kramer, renown producer for the 
likes of Daniel Johnston and White Zombie, so 
there’s a distinct early-Nineties shamble-rock 
vibe. For most of the album, it’s 1991, from 
grungy opener “Theme" to the Sebadoh-ish 
"Moving Parts.” There are also some definite 
ghosts of Nirvana lurking about, though singer/ 
guitarist Blake Sandberg never quite lets loose 
the way he could, often bleating song after 
song. Still, there’s something very Austin about 
the heatstroke of “Guinea Pig” and “Serial 
Killer,” both fun, little pogo-worthy screams, and 
"Reflex Motor,” which veers into a Hawkwind- 
y extendo-jam that’s almost psych rock. A bit 
tame for a debut, but here’s hoping they split 
open our heads elsewhere. (Aliens release 
Head First tonight at Room 710.)

No Generation 

Lions ringleader 
Matt Drenik points at 
you, then he points 
toward the sky.

(Bunkhaus) 

It’s no lie. Former

to trippy closer “Should I Walk You to the 
Door,” the Robots hit rock, hip-hop, Devo-esque 
electronics, and Buddy Holly all with a dose of 
Boca Raton sunshine and a pinch of ass.

extraordinaire explains in an introductory interview that 
the converted synagogue, populated with “the ghosts of 
old New York,” is the perfect venue for her new songs. 
Indeed, the space and the material complement each 
other perfectly: “Burgundy Shoes” reveals itself not 
as a maudlin weeper so much as a sentimental love 
song from a grownup girl to her beloved mother. “No 
Bad News” showcases Griffin’s rollicking side, while her 
impeccably tight backing band enjoys a percussion-cen- 
tered party stage right. The performance is interspersed 


with short, talking-head commentary from Griffin as she 
justifies performing the smoky Sam Cooke number “Get 
Yourself Another Fool” and the emotional process of 
creating and nurturing new songs. The DVD itself is of 
admirably high quality: shot in high definition and mixed in 
stereo and 5.1 audio, the picture is clear, and the sound 
captures every note ascending to the ceiling of the sacred 
space. It is almost as good as having been there to 
witness an intimate, powerful performance from one of 
music’s most gifted songwriters. - Melanie Haupt 
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BEATBOX 

Austin 10-piece Boombox ATX has been 
packing Lucky Lounge with their mix of funk and 
hip-hop every Tuesday for more than two years, 
but their formula doesn’t translate in the studio. 
Freestyle rhymes that keep the live show moving 
come off as fluff and filler on Feel the Boombox. 
The album sounds as if MC Overlord mistakenly 
grabbed a late-1990s rhyme notebook on his way 
to the studio, his flow on “Can You Hear Me?" 
2Pac-bitten and references to retired sports stars 
and an invitation to hit him on his pager down- 
right archaic. It's not all bad, however: Best track 
“Long Way Home” features Blues Traveler’s John 
Popper on a countrified Delta blues ditty remi- 
niscent of the late R.L. Burnside. The title track, 
with its hard-rock edge and Latin-tinged brass, 
is another standout on an album that too often 
feels like a calorie-free alternative to the Roots. 

A Tale of Two MIDIs is a minimalist manifesto cre- 
ated by newcomer Penname alone in his room 
with a MIDI keyboard and microphone (“Fuck your 
street cred; I’m making a whole record on the 
end of my queen bed”). The independent release 
is headphone heaven for the Def Jux and Diplo 
crowd. On “Rims,” Penname drops a scathing 
indictment of commercial hip-hop over a bananas 
banjo-laden beat, and blues guitars are flipped 
beyond recognition on “Man With a Machine (Alan 
Lomax)" as he spits, “While others rhyme about 
busting stomach caps, I’m a throw Leadbelly in 
my battle raps.” Heady rhymes about The Charlie 
Rose Show and Jorge Luis Borges won’t earn 
Penname any Clear Channel spins, but this DIY 
release is ripe for college-radio rotation. Best of 
all, it’s a free download at www.pennamemusic.cam. 
Houston's Chingo Bling takes on the immigra- 
tion debate on his latest release on Asylum/Big 
Chile, They Can't Deport Us All. Politics is foreign 
territory for the comedy rapper who pimps his 
bobble head and Culo Caliente hot sauce online, 
but the Tamale Kingpin delivers surprisingly poi- 
gnant lines like, “Right now they got us cleaning 
up Katrina; yo Kanye, Bush don’t like Mexicans 
either.” While the blinged-out ostrich-boot-wear- 
ing vaquero is an over-the-top gimmick, Chingo’s 
capable flow is backed by top-notch H-Town pro- 
duction, making this album equal parts Paul Wall, 
Weird Al, and Carlos Mencia. - Thomas Fawcett 


CONNIE JO KIRK 

Never Met Nobody 

Austin native Connie 
Jo Kirk has been 
singing since she 
was a child attending 
Blackshear Elementary 
School, and she pours 
a lifetime of experi- 
ence into this debut release. Kirk comes from 
a musical time when the boundaries that alleg- 
edly separate jazz, R&B, gospel, and soul didn’t 
exist. Consequently, the 10 songs on Never Met 
Nobody, most of them Kirk originals, blend all 
these genres, flowing imperceptibly together. 

A seasoned performer, she knows how to use 
her voice to its optimum. Particularly effective 
is the way Kirk multitracks her voice to form a 
lush background chorus that evokes a 1960s 
girl group on “Come On and Let’s Ride,” a 
Sunday church service on “Butterfly Wings,” 
and a satiny smooth soul ballad on “Let’s Get 
It On.” Trumpeter Ephraim Owens adds his 
special touch of class with understated playing, 
especially on the title track. Overall, a pleasing 
maiden voyage.

Life Goes On 
(Rap-a-Lot) 

Texas rap is 
stuck in a mess of 
candy-painted gang- 
sta grills? Trae would 
argue otherwise. 

Channeling the ghetto 
gospel of Tupac Shakur, the Houston rapper’s 
fourth LP reaches out to the troubled and for- 
goes the diamond-studded, pushing an album 
that strives to refocus his hometown scene 
with lyrics concerning redemption and solace. 
Production sways closer to UGK than Paul Wall, 
a well-contrived fusion of downtrodden (“Gittin 
High”) and inspirational (“Life Goes On”) beats 
that bounce under Trae’s full-bodied, sometimes 
frantic delivery. His low-end raps struggle to 
maintain interest on the ultimately long-winded 
Life Goes On, crutched by guest spots from 
some of rap’s most recognized: Li I' Wayne, 
Jadakiss, Slim Thug, Styles Rand 2Pac, who’s 
featured on “Against All Odds,” a track fit for an 
Outlaw. Venturing into uncharted territory, Trae’s 
out to bring a new look to the Houston circuit.

This Austin-via-

home-cooked indie-pop pedigree into an album 
full of universal meditations on the human con- 
dition. Problem is not even U2 can pull off wall- 
to-wall anthems. Although the band’s far-rang- 
ing canvas of musical ideas is promising, the 
ever-present quest for wide resonance actively 
undermines The World's Affair. The most obvi- 
ous manifestation of this is an abundance of 
potentially engaging songs stretched too thin. 
“EMT” opens on a slow-building wave of tribal 
thunder that breaks into an uplifting chorus, but 
the song’s power becomes compromised by its 
overlong running time. The ear-worming horn 
charts on “Pinwheel” create a refreshing diver- 
sion that encapsulates the band’s strengths, 
but “Save US” is a protest song that tries too 
hard. The end result is not unlike a four-and-out 
drive in which every play is a Hail Mary pass.

Automakers 
have race teams

ROGER 
WALLACE 

It's About Time 
(Natchez Street) 

The title just 
about says it all. It’s 
been more than five 
years since Roger 
Wallace graced 

Austin with new music after releasing three 
discs in successive years earlier this decade. 
His sultry vocals are still as powerful as ever 
on It’s About Time, but this time he’s back 
with a stripped-down set of hillbilly and honky- 
tonk, one that’s surprisingly rhythmic despite 
the lack of drums. Wallace penned 12 of the 
13 tunes on the disc, which vary from the 
Hank Williams lonesome of “Smoke 'Em If Ya 
Got ’Em” and Elvis Presley gospel feel of “I 
Want That Water” to the grungy guitar of “(My 
Little Corner of) Honky Tonk Hell.” The lanky 
local is backed by some of Austin’s best 
country pickers including Jim Stringer, Brad 
Fordham, Kevin Smith, and Erik Hokkanen.

ANA EGGE 

Lazy Days (Grace) 

For some artists, 
releasing an entire 
disc of covers 
signals a holding 
pattern. Ana Egge’s 
Lazy Days is a col- 


lection of others’ 
tunes, but she’s stretching herself in ways 
that perhaps she couldn’t on her own. It’s as 
varied a set of choices as these things get, 
the local singer-songwriter with the sublime 
voice inhabiting and adapting songs from 
Gene Autry, Stephen Stills, the Kinks, Arcade 
Fire, Sandy Denny, and others into a sunny 
whole. Recorded in New York, Egge calls on 
such hotshots as drummer Anton Fier, guitar- 
ist Tony Scherr, and cellist Jane Scarpantoni 
to paint musical mattes of effortless times. 
Her version of Ron Sexsmith’s “Wastin’ Time” 
just might be more luxurious than the original, 
and the set closer, Harry Nilsson’s “Wastin’ 

My Time,” finds Egge as chanteuse, a part 
that she rarely plays but one she should 
explore more often.

Terrye Cheathem, a criminal-defense lawyer and adviser to the Los Angeles Sheriff's 
Department, has developed a line of greeting cards for a Hallmark-ignored demographic: 
the recently incarcerated. Among her selections are cards reading "Sorry to hear about your 
arrest," and "Honestly, I never knew anyone who was arrested before," and, simply, "Not 
You!" A remorseful correspondent could choose: "I know that I have not visited you. But I 
still care about you. ... When are you getting out, anyway?" 

Card sales are slow, according to an October Los Angeles Times story, and Cheathem 
acknowledges that people might prefer to ignore their connections to criminals. 


GREAT ART! 

• Australian performance artist Stelios 
Arcadious, 61, showed off the laboratory- 
grown ear that he had implanted in his arm 
in 2006 and which now fully resembles his 
other two ears, according to an October report 
in London’s Daily Mail , reviewing his latest 
show at Britain’s Newcastle Centre for Life. 
The next step, he said, is to implant a tiny 
microphone, connected to a Bluetooth trans- 
mitter so that his audiences can hear what his 
third ear “hears.” 

• MIT sophomore Star Simpson, 19, was 
arrested at Logan International Airport in 
Boston in September when she walked by a 
security checkpoint wearing her own fashion 
creation of a hooded sweatshirt with a wired 
circuit board sewn onto the front, thus 
evoking the image of a suicide bomber. She 
compounded the problem by being uncom- 
municative, but shortly after her arrest, 
authorities determined that she is simply 
a bright but eccentric student who designs 
quixotic gadgets. 

• Thirty contestants squared off in September 
at the Los Angeles County Fair’s competi- 
tive dinner-table-setting contest, in which the 
entrants had not only to comply with formal 
etiquette rules (e.g., cutlery aligned properly; 
24-inch distance from the center of one plate 
to the center of another) but to create artistic 
“tablescapes” (such as the Kentucky Derby 
table with a racetrack centerpiece or the J ames 
Bond table with martini glasses and a hand- 
gun). Next year, according to a Los Angeles 
Times report, judges will be required, for the 
first time, to consider whether settings are 
appetizing enough to eat from. 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION! 

• Three aldermen in Dover, N.J., seem excep- 
tionally apprehensive that the town’s gumball 
machines are easy targets for terrorists to poi- 
son their community and have been studying 
the issue zealously since April. The aldermen 
have checked all 800 gumball machines in the 
town of 18,000, gotten rid of the 100 that were 
unlicensed, and will report to the mayor by 
Jan. 1 on the town’s vulnerability. (The mayor 
has been mildly supportive of the project, as 
contrasted with the police chief, who said, 
“You’d probably win the lottery first” before 
being victimized by terrorists’ gumballs.) 

• Silliness: 1) The New York City Department 
of Education is currently paying 757 employ- 
ees their full salaries while they sit idle 


in nine “reassignment rooms” each day, 
awaiting hearings on alleged wrongdoing. 
Union contracts require the payments until 
final adjudication, yet the department fears 
that having the accused in the workplace 
would jeopardize students and the school 
system (according to a September New York 
Post report). 2) The Lancashire (England) 
Police recently concluded its investigation 
of Constable Jayson Lobo, finding that he 
merely committed errors, and not fraud, 
in his expense account (with discrepancies 
totaling the equivalent of less than $200). 
The Times of London reported that the 
investigation cost the equivalent of about 
$1 million. 


POLICE BLOTTER 

• Donald Turk, 48, and two associates were 
charged in Lake Elsinore, Calif., in September 
with kidnapping Turk’s girlfriend, whom Turk 
was trying to push out of his life because she 
annoyed him. Elis plan, allegedly, was to take her 
to Mexico, drop her off, and hope that she would 
not return home. However, she was back several 
hours later, demanding that Turk pay off the cab 
driver who had driven her from the border. 
Arrested with Turk was a 47-year-old pal nick- 
named “No Nose” because he has a hole in the 
middle of his face as the result of a gunshot. Said 
police Detective Joe Greco, “[This case] is like 
something out of a Quentin Tarantino movie.” 


• Petty Crime: 1) Police in Mesa, Ariz., reported 
that a man in a black Chrysler sedan pulled up 
to a Burger King worker on the street late one 
evening in September and, at gunpoint, took the 
uniform he was wearing. 2) In Hyannis, Mass., 
in September, an 18-year-old high school student 
was charged with possession of marijuana, which 
police said he was smoking out of an apple. 

PEOPLE DIFFERENT FROM US 

“Over my dead body was I going to give the state 
another dollar for the tolls,” said Thomas Jensen, 
68, to the judge in Rochester, N.H., in September 
as he accepted the three-day jail sentence instead 
of a $150 fine. He had been convicted of cheating 
the state for insisting on using two discontinued 
25-cent tokens to pay a 50-cent toll after he had 
failed to use the tokens up before their expiration. 
The toll road is a connector between the 50-cent- 
savingjensen’s main residence in Braintree, Mass., 
and his summer home in New Hampshire. 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

Police in Pittsburgh arrested a man in October 
for, they said, trying to get change at a Giant 
Eagle store for the bogus $ 1 million bill he was 
carrying (with a likeness of Grover Cleveland) 
and getting rowdy in the cashier’s office when 
he was turned down. Also, in October, six men 
went on trial in England’s Southwark Crown 
Court, charged with trying to get the Bank of 
England to exchange a large number of bills in 
the denominations of 1,000 pounds (currency 
that was discontinued in 1963) and 500,000 
pounds (which never existed). (One British 
pound was worth about $1.90 at the time.) 

CHUTZPAH! 

Trial lawyer Gary Baise is also the “lower 
taxes, limited government ... less spending” 
candidate for chairman of the Fairfax County 
(Va.) Board of Supervisors, but an October 
Washington Post investigation revealed that he 
had collected nearly $300,000 in federal sub- 
sidies between 1995 and 2005 on an already 
profitable farm he owns in Illinois. At first, he 
appeared outraged at himself: “There’s no way 
you can justify this for guys like me. This is 
what’s wrong with government.” Nonetheless, 
he said, he’ll continue to take the subsidies.

Canyon Lake Gorge, outside of New Braunfels, opens a wide crevice 
along the Balcones Fault, exposing layers of an ancient seabed. Unlike 
most gorges, this gash in the earth’s surface was created in a matter of 
weeks, instead of by centuries of gradual erosion. 

Open to the public by tours only, the deep cut in the land began on a 
hot, clear July 4, 2002. In the upper Guadalupe River basin, heavy rains 
were filling the creeks around Kerrville that were feeding the river. It had 
been an unusually wet spring, and things were shaping up to become 
downright soggy. 

Canyon Lake was formed by impounding the Guadalupe River. After the 
dam was finished in 1964, it took three years to 
fill the pool. The reservoir's primary purpose is 
flood control, says Cinde Thomas-Jimenez, educa- 
tion coordinator with the Guadalupe-Bianco River 
Authority. The lake also provides residents 
between Austin and San Antonio with drinking 
water. For nearly 40 years, the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers-managed dam did an admirable job of 
protecting lives and property downstream. 

The 974-foot earthen dam was placed at a 
choke point at the Balcones Fault where the 
Guadalupe River funnels out of West Texas and 
begins the slow drop to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Because of the Hill County terrain, the 
Guadalupe River is considered one of the most 
flash-flood-prone rivers in the world. 

The design of the dam included a 943-foot- 
tall spillway to act as a safety valve. The ideal 
elevation of the lake is 909 feet above sea 
level. The river flow below the lake is regulated 
by a 10-foot-diameter tunnel at the base of the 
dam that normally releases 350 to 500 cubic 
feet per second of water into the state’s most 
popular river recreation area. 

Mother Nature had been active in the 
months leading up to July 2002. Four years of 


abnormally wet weather had contributed to severe flooding along the 
Guadalupe River on the coastal plains in the spring of 2002. During the 
last week of June 2002, the upper river basin was pounded with 35 inch- 
es of rain. The area normally receives 30 to 35 inches in a year. 

By July 4, the Corps of Engineers at Canyon Lake was bracing for the 
worst. All of the parks on the lake were evacuated, and water was being 
released judiciously from the lake to protect the already soaked lower 
river basin. Despite their best efforts, “the lake level came up fast and 
furious," Thomas-Jimenez says. 

For the first time in the reservoir’s 38-year history, water breached the 
spillway. It began as a trickle but reached a depth of 8 feet and 67,000 
cubic feet per second over the spillway. During the next six weeks, enough 
water rushed through the safety valve to fill the lake 3% times over. 

When the floodwaters finally receded and officials could access the 
damage, they found a 2 y 2 -mile gorge scoured clean from the dam to 
where the new channel met the river. The force of the water had removed 
two hills below the spillway and every bit of vegetation in its way. 

Boulders the size of houses were tossed 
around like marbles. The bedrock was exposed 
along the fault line to more than 40 feet deep 
in places exposing fossils, dinosaur tracks, and 
layers of limestone. Imagine the water over the 
spillway removing enough debris to fill a football 
field three stories deep. 

The three-hour tour of the gorge travels a little 
more than a mile and goes back 110 million 
years to when a shallow sea covered most of 
Texas. The Corps of Engineers owns the land but 
leases the property to GBRA as a park. Because 
the rocks are still very unstable, access is limit- 
ed to guided tours. “We’re doing the best we can 
to accommodate all the people that want to take 
the tours,” Thomas-Jimenez says. “We just don’t 
have the people to lead the tours." All the cur- 
rently scheduled tours are full, but look for more 
opportunities to be added during the next sever- 
al months.

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PLAYING THROUGH

Justin Perez and Toj Mora are having the kind of senior year 
most high school kids only dream about, playing football for the 
Texas School for the Deaf. Before their season started, coach 
Matt Thompson made a decision that would have caused a lot of 
consternation if this were Friday Night Lights: He took the quarter- 
back job away from Perez and gave it Mora. In retrospect, the 
move made perfect sense, taking advantage of Mora’s leadership 
skills while letting loose Perez’s speed. The Rangers (9-2) have 
been explosive on offense, averaging 47 points a game heading 
for the district playoffs Friday. Not meaning to brag, just telling it 
like it is, Thompson says, “Everyone around the nation knows 
about our football team.” 

That’s no surprise when you meet Perez and Mora. Confident 
without being cocky, gutsy yet gracious, they represent the 
Platonic ideal of the high school athlete. 

Except that they’re deaf. 

Athletically, there’s little reason a deaf athlete can’t compete at 
the highest levels. South African swimmer Terence Parkin won a sil- 
ver medal at the 2000 Olympics in Sydney, Australia. Curtis Pride 
has played baseball for no fewer than six major league teams. 

It’s the early years that are the hardest. At that level, interpret- 
ers are prohibitively expensive. Parents and coaches do their 
best, but inevitably the young athlete, no matter how gifted, is rel- 
egated to a marginal role. He becomes a touching side story. 

Mora: “Before I came here for my sophomore years [from 
Louisiana], I played sports, but I always did one specialty skill, 
like I was the pitcher. I didn’t feel like I was contributing as a 
team member.” 

Perez: “Playing with hearing kids, there were always communica- 
tion issues. I could play their game, but we didn’t have any of that 
razzing each other, so I didn’t play. When I got here, I was a little 
surprised I had this talent.” 

If they weren’t deaf, would Mora and Perez be major college 
prospects? No. Neither has the size. But then, that’s not the 
point. The point is that, right now, where they are, playing for the 
Rangers, they’re everything high school athletes should be.

elephant's Graveyard 

Oscar Brockett Theatre, through Nov. 18 
Running Time: 1 hr, 15 min 

They hanged the elephant. 

It was an act of cruelty that seems almost impossible to imagine, much less accomplish, 
yet history assures us that on Sept. 13, 1916, in the dusty little burg of Erwin, Tenn., that’s 
just what happened. As punishment for killing one of its handlers, an elephant with a circus 
that was passing through the region was strung up like a human criminal 
and executed. And now Michener Center playwriting fellow George Brant has 
recounted the whole sordid story for us in a play that, as produced by the 
University of Texas Department of Theatre & Dance, cracks our hearts without 
ever showing us a drop of blood, a hanging chain, or a trunk. 

Seven performers represent the townspeople of Erwin - a young girl, a 
steam-shovel operator, a preacher, the marshal, and others - and seven oth- 
ers represent the Sparks World Famous Shows, the third-rate circus that rolled 
into town with the 5-ton behemoth, Mary, said to be an even bigger pachy- 
derm than F?T. Barnum’s celebrated Jumbo. Brant lays out the stark contrast 
between the camps: the drab Tennesseans, bored with their dreary small-town existence, and 
the exotic circus folk, all colorful outfits, strange abilities, and worldly ways. Jan McCauley’s 
costumes beautifully reinforce our sense of their polar opposition, with the townies dressed 
down in rough fabrics of ochre, beige, and gray, while the circus performers are decked out in 
candy-colored apparel with extravagant flourishes: ruffles, feathers, bows, and outsized collars 
and cuffs. They’re day and night, earth and air, but we come to see that they have something 
in common: Both are insular communities, suspicious of others and quick to lash out if they 
should feel they’re under attack. As Brant unspools the story, that seems a significant factor 
in escalating this tragic episode to its grotesque conclusion. 

Brant takes a circus-daredevil-sized risk in laying out the entire story in interwoven mono- 
logues delivered by the various characters. It’s a conceit that’s almost anti-theatrical, since 
it never allows for any direct interaction among the characters, and sustaining it for an 
entire play without losing dramatic momentum is a helluva challenge. But Brant’s writing 
is vivid enough to make it work, and like the juggling joey in whiteface here (an engagingly 
expressive Ben Schave), he keeps all the balls in the air. His approach transforms the story 
into an oral history with constantly shifting perspectives that show us anew how perceptions 
of an event can differ and speak to the nature of communal experience and community 
itself. We’re witness to the witnesses, whose sense of the past has been colored by what 




they saw and where they stood - inside or outside the community; the observations of the 
Hungry Townsperson, drolly delivered by Matrex Kilgore, remind us that this event took place 
in the South and at a time when lynchings typically involved men with dark skin rather than 
circus animals. 

As the play moves through the killing of the inexperienced redheaded handler and the 
crowd’s lust for the elephant's blood, the spinning of the story becomes more of a choral 
work, requiring the actors to be concerned not only with their own individual speeches but 
with the rhythm and flow of everyone’s speeches, with the collective shaping of an image. 
Occasionally, the relative inexperience among the student performers leads some members 
of the cast to work the text too hard, but overall they’re sensitive to the larger needs of the 
play, and guest director Laura Kepley fashions them into a fine ensemble, maneuvering them 
smoothly around scene designer Szu Feng Chen’s spare but impressive wooden platform and 
ramp and towering scaffold and building their telling of this story to a tense, affecting climax. 
The descriptions of Mary’s hanging are so sharp and sharply spoken, you feel the devasta- 
tion of the characters who were there. They hanged the elephant, and though none of it was 
shown, you’d swear you saw it all. - Robert Faires

Ring Round the Moon 

Mary Moody Northern Theatre, through Nov. 18 
Running Time: 2 hr, 45 min 

It’s a tough break when you lose your love to your 
best friend. Worse still when said lost love goes to 
a sibling. And if that sibling is a twin - who has the 
exact same fashion sense, no less - well, that’s 
the stuff fiction is made of. More 
specifically, that’s the plot on which 
Jean Anouilh’s high-society farce, Ring 
Round the Moon, turns. 

Anouilh’s upper-class gentry are very 
concerned with parentage, innuendo, 
and who knows whom. They believe 
their servants love being servants; 
they’re bored by the most brilliant 
balls in the country; they never wear 
the same dress twice. Philanthropy is quite a for- 
eign concept to them. And Hugo, the character most 
determined to expose the faults of this opulent social 
stratum, is in fact the prince of these principles. He’s 
a handsome playboy who heedlessly tramples on oth- 
ers' feet and feelings while trying to play his tricks; 
as long as he’s amused, the world is grand. Moon 
centers on Hugo’s scheme to prevent his twin brother, 
Frederic, from marrying stuck-up heiress Diana. He 
enlists a poor, working-class dancer, Isabelle, to 
undermine their relationship by wooing Frederic in the 
guise of a beautiful young socialite. As Moon moves 
forward, though, Hugo’s plan and goal warp to meet 
his immediate desires. 

Indeed, it’s hard to find anyone in Anouilh’s high 
society that isn’t wrapped up in his or her own desires. 
Even sweet loverboy Frederic can barely see past his 
own romantic plight. Anouilh leaves virtue to the lower- 



class characters, Isabelle and the servants, and thus 
Moon’s genteel characters operate more as caricatures 
than real people, which allows for a great deal of 
humor and satire. Anouilh meant this to be a com- 
ment on French society, but a combination of English 
playwright Christopher Fry’s adaptation and the Mary 
Moody Northen Theatre's production disassociates this 
farce from most of its distinctly French features. With 
so many snooty faux-British accents, Moon feels more 
like mid-20th century Oscar Wilde than anything overtly 
Parisian. This isn't really a hindrance, though when St. 
Edward’s Artistic Director Ev Lunning Jr. delivers his dry, 
comic Messerschmann with a martial German accent, 
there’s a bit of a continental disconnect. 

Anouilh has quite a bit to say about Parisian society, 
too - two hours and 45 minutes’ worth, as measured 
by MMNT’s production. Hugo’s ruse is launched in the 
first act, but its projected landing doesn’t come until 
two intermissions later. And while the play’s farcical 
characters have plenty of comedic moments, it's hard 
to stay with the forward motion at times. There are 
some lags on the stage, and toward the last act, the 
script goes heavy on the exposition as Moon gets to 
be more message than farce. In the dual roles of Hugo 
and Frederic, Jacob Trussell has the daunting task of 
delivering a great deal of those lines, but he certainly 
has the energy and panache to carry the show through 
those wordy moments. M.J. Vandivier also delights with 
her unwavering performance of the droll grande dame 
Madame Desmortes. 

With its silly stock characters, witty repartee, and 
mistaken identities, Ring Round the Moon plays out 
as you’d expect a romantic comedy to - you can see 
the made-for-each-other couples by Act I (even if those 
characters can’t see it). Though at times long-winded 
about the ills of high society, Moon still has enough 
charm and humor to deliver an entertaining night.

It begins with, “Once upon a time.” 

Darla Teagarden flashes us views of fantasy by way of fashion photography. Stylish ladies 
pose with theatrical props and strong lighting. There isn't too much excitement in the 
mohawked lovely riding a winged buffalo, but when things get nonsensical, like the tentacled 
cowgirl of Oct-o-Dutchess, something more happens than just playing dress-up. 
Then a, “No, this really happened." 

History puts out some ads as Ellen Tanner highlights notable women in 
compositions likened to those of magazine feature illustrations. Names, dates, 
portraits, and symbols describe the life and times of the subject matter. The 
way the elements are collaged succinctly tells the stories of the first cowgirl 
and the first trans-Atlantic flight. 

“Here comes the scary part.” 

Raymond Uhlir brings violence to the mix. Bunny heads and teddy bears, 
little kids and Nazi soldiers are flying out of a burning plane in one piece. In 
another, you have gorillas in the smoke and guerillas smokin’ folks. Again we have illustrative 
collage, except this time, it’s cartoony and maybe more art-historical. 



“The transformation begins." 

Three dead rappers with sweet headdresses look out at us. Biggie, Jam Master Jay, and 
Tupac apparently went to Dairy Queen and placed a variety of ice cream products on their 
heads. The celebrity of Tanner’s paintings meets the absurdity of Teagarden’s photos in Hope 
Perkins’ trio of pieces. The mirthful spirit and colorful paintings offer little more than the head- 
dress itself. 

“The end. Okay, I'll read it one more time; then it’s lights out.” 

Chia Guillory brings us full circle with her use of Native American costuming, mermaids, and 
fairies. Small throw-pillows feature a silk-screened figure of mermaids, fairies, or Nature Girl. 
Appropriate for fairy art, three rainbow-colored auras backlight three different plants in a large 
painting. This mysticism is repeated in the seated mannequin. The deep-black plastic ener- 
gizes the painted dazzle and colorful garments. 

Each artist here brings together disparate elements and, like patchwork, creates a larger 
whole. Every object has a chic presence, and that gives the show a fashionable sense. 

The collage of symbols and ideas is nothing new, but coupled with the sheen of a polished 
look, they start inching toward a more ornamental identity. Knowing that one of the art- 
ists was involved in the recent Stitch event at the Austin Convention Center, is the use of 
costuming promoting a human-scaled visualization of narrative or the hipness of having a 
wardrobe with character? - Salvador Castillo

It seems at first like an odd pairing: the Coen 
brothers, they of the dark-humored film genre con- 
flations, and Cormac McCarthy, the 
modern laureate of the Southern 
gothic novel. Yet the adaptation 
by Joel and Ethan Coen (both co- 
credited as writer and director) of 
McCarthy’s as-if-written-for-the-screen 
No Country for Old Men becomes a 
marvelous meld of narrative faithful- 
ness and pre-established sensibili- 
ties. The film is essentially a crime 
drama, although also something of 
a chase film. It holds up against the Coens’ earlier 
genre masterpieces like Miller's Crossing and Fargo 
and makes recent genre misfires like Intolerable 
Cruelty and The Ladykillers more forgivable. The No 
Country for Old Men storyline is as old as the tem- 
plate for the Coens’ first film, Blood Simple: Follow the money. At least 
three characters here are chasing a satchel filled with $2 million. The 
first is LLewelyn Moss (Brolin), who accidentally discovers the money 
while out hunting in the parched Texas scrubland near the Mexico bor- 
der. Fie has stumbled into a drug transfer gone monumentally bloody 
and decides then and there that his ship has come in but is too fool- 
ish to see that it’s only a desert mirage. Almost immediately on his 
trail is Anton Chigurh (Bardem), a renegade “collector” who, with his 
strange Buster Brown haircut, singularly odd and memorable weapon 
of choice, dispassionate fatalism that allows him to kill anything in his 
path, and perverse hint of the executioner's joy at being the ultimate 
arbiter between life and death, is a character who immediately leaps 
into the forefront of indelible American monsters. Fie is a new kind 
of entity in the eyes of Sheriff Bell (Jones), the lifelong Texas lawman 
born into a family of lawmen. Bell quickly deduces that it is Moss who 
made off with the money, and he sets out to find him, not so much for 
the propriety of recovering the money but to protect one of the citizens 
of his county from Chigurh’s remorseless carnage. Chigurh represents 
an evil like nothing Bell has ever seen before, and that puts a fear 


in him. “I don’t want to meet something I don’t understand,” says 
the sheriff in one of his voiceover monologues that comes straight 
from the book. The utter breakdown of the social covenant that Bell 
senses in Chigurh (whose name is as unplaceable as the character 
is unknowable) makes Bell (and the viewers) feel vulnerable and 
leads to an abrupt denouement that may be the movie’s only false 
note. Nevertheless, as it unfolds, the cat-and-mouse chase is a sheer 
delight to watch as the Coens zero in on tiny images (like the tracks in 
the dust of a ventilator duct or the sweat on a cold bottle of milk) and 
make use of the absence of things like footsteps or any music score 
to speak of to make viewers hang on the details of every scene. The 
performances are captivating, too, from Jones’ late-career casting as 
yet another lawman to Bardem’s implacable evil to Brolin’s emergence 
from the TV shadows into a cinematic leading man to the many tasty 
supporting performances of Macdonald, Dillahunt, Corbin, Flarper, and 
others. The American West may no longer be a country for old men, 
but this movie shows that it is not a survivable atmosphere for young 
ones, either. - Marjorie Baumgarten

BEOWULF

The irony inherent in using 21st century 
motion-control technology to tell a tale 
approximately 1,400 years old is just one 
of many bizarrely entertaining aspects of 
Beowulf. Flowever, I’d go so far as to wager 
my left arm that the pinnacle of weirdness 


in Zemeckis’ ecstatically bombastic 3-D 
film adaptation of the first known Anglo- 
Saxon prose poem is watching Glover, as 
the monster Grendel, drool ropy strings 
of saliva on a justly chastened Penn (as 
Queen Wealthow) while muttering in actual, 
if incomprehensible, Olde English. Forget 
Zemeckis - this is sublimely surreal David 
Lynch terrortory if ever I’ve seen it, wild at 
heart and very fucking weird all over. High 
school English teachers, although likely not 
Zemeckis’ target audience, may breathe 
a collective sigh of relief: Although this 
version of Beowulf (the script, ricocheting 
between thrilling, heroic, and hilarious, 
is by Neil Gaiman and Roger Avary) does 
take some liberties with certain hereto- 
fore undreamed of aspects of parentage, 
it's as faithful to the extant version as 
it needs to be. This isn't John Gardner’s 
Grendel, either, but since most of us were 
doodling in our spiral-bound notepads 
when we should have been paying atten- 
tion in English class, the story tells of 
the titular hero (Winstone) and his band 
of merry Norsemen (including Gleeson’s 
well-played Wiglaf) who arrive in King 
Flrothgar’s (Hopkins) troubled Danish king- 
dom to slay the monster Grendel. Looking 


something like Robert De Niro’s patchwork 
Frankenstein monster with leprosy, Grendel 
has of late taken to turning up every time 
the randy, rowdy Danes throw a party. (Lie’s 
either the ultimate uninvited house guest 
or the world’s most ’roid-addled beat cop.) 
Either way, it falls to Beowulf to slay the 
monster which he does, in the nude, with 
his fleshy battle staff concealed - a la 
Austin Powers - by various foregrounded 
objects. And then, as so often happens 
in films featuring naked, animated British 
actors, things get really freaky. There’s no 
doubt Beowulf is crackerjack popcorn enter- 
tainment. The 3-D effects, developed by 
James Cameron’s Lightstorm Productions 
for that director’s own Aliens of the Deep, 
are jaw-droppingly immersive and realistic, 
but thanks to the witty, zippy script, they 
never detract from the story, which ends 
up becoming something of a semiprecur- 
sor to John Boorman’s Excalibur (another 
English lit adaptation with Hollywood 
appendages). The sticking point, for many 
people, will be Zemeckis' reliance on the 
still-imperfect technique of motion-control 
animation, which, while superior to the 
dead-eyed Village of the Damned creepout 
that was The Polar Express, still exhibits a 


certain Shrekiness when it comes to such 
complex, expressive textures as the human 
face. Then again, the technique allows one 
hell of a kickass (sorry, but there’s just no 
other word for it) dragon. Also, Malkovich 
- as kingly adviser Unferth - radiates far 
less of his trademark “ick factor” in 3-D 
than he does in whatever dimension it is 
that he usually inhabits. Seriously though, 
how often does a film writer get the chance 
to say, “Crispin Hellion Glover is Grendel!” 
and honestly mean it? I mean, c’mon. 
That’s just cool. - Marc Savlov

THE DISTRICT! 

D: Aron Gauder; with the voices ofLaszlo Szacsvay, 
Gyozo Szabo, Sandor Badar, Janos Horvath, L.L.

There’s so much going on in this animat- 
ed Hungarian feature that if you don’t have 
attention-deficit-hyperactivity disorder going 
in, you may well develop it by the time you 
exit the theatre, and I mean that as a com- 
pliment. Hungary’s first feature-length ani- 
mated film since the collapse of the Soviet 
Union is dense with snarky satirical refer- 
ences that run the gamut from current geo- 
political figures (Osama bin Laden, Vladimir 
Putin, and George W. Bush) to Hungary's 
own prime minister and assorted other key 
regional politicos, all of whom are portrayed 
as greed-emboldened, petroleum-crazed 
maniacs. But at its heart - which is equal 
parts South Park and Magyar-inflected hip- 
hop - The District! is a smart, urban riff on 
Romeo and Juliet. The hyperactive plot fol- 
lows two Budapest street gangs (their turf 
is the titular district) and their quest for 
“money, peace, and pussy.” One group con- 
sists of reactionary native Hungarian youth 
led by the street-wise Ricsi (Junior). The 
other group is Gypsy, the leader of whom is 
Julika (Roatis), Ricsi’s erstwhile love inter- 
est. The District! was made the same year 
Hungary entered the EU, and cash (or the 
lack thereof and how best to rectify that 
situation) is the story’s thumping, guerrilla 
crux. It’s almost impossible to summarize 
from hereon in; suffice to say such sub- 
jects as time travel, the capture and burial 
of herds of woolly mammoths, and the 
subsequent appearance of a subterranean 
lake of crude oil beneath Budapest - plus 
the sudden appearance of the late Pope 
John Paul II - make this one of the most 
audacious and original animated features 
yet to come out of the post-Soviet era. The 
District! was a surprise hit at Fantastic Fest 
2006 (where it screened under the title of 
Nyockerl). Although its quasi-East-meets- 
West Side Story and freaky melange of 3-D, 
CGI-rendered animation and rough-hewn cut 
’n' paste style - not to mention the hooker 
chorus lines and rapid-fire, blink-and-you’ll- 
miss-’em subtitled political satirics - are 
initially jarring, it really is unlike anything 
you’ve ever seen. Much has changed in 
Eastern Europe in the three years since 
The District! was made, but, if anything, its 
attention to the exploitation of newly oil- 
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rich (and previously ignored) countries by 
superpowers both old and older is more 
intensely pertinent than ever. And, honestly, 
where else are you likely to see a teenag- 
er’s bedroom wall sporting posters of both 
Rocky and Russian music duo Tatu while 
an urbanized version of the Bard’s balcony 
scene unfolds underneath? - Marc Savlov

LOVE IN THE TIME OF CHOLERA 

D: Mike Newell; with Javier Bardem, Giovanna

It’s a testament to the talents of Bardem 
that he can currently be seen as both one 
of the most romantic heroes in modern 
fiction (Florentino Ariza in Love in the Time 
of Cholera ) and one of the most violently 
sociopathic (Chigurh in No Country for Old 
Men). Sadly for moviegoing audiences, the 
former performance cannot save what is 
otherwise a painful mess. Adapted from 
Gabriel Garcia Marquez’s masterpiece, the 
film stays true to the novel’s story. Set 
primarily in Cartagena, Colombia, during 
the late 19th and early 20th centuries, the 
movie follows the unrequited obsessive 
love of Florentino (Bardem) over the span of 
50 years. Opening in 1930 with the death 
an aging doctor (Benjamin Bratt), the film 
unfolds as a gray-haired Florentino pro- 
fesses his everlasting love to the doctor's 
widow, Fermina (Mezzogiorno). The story 
then flashes back 50 years to the youth- 
ful secret romance between Fermina and 
Florentino (now played by Ugalde). After 
Fermina abruptly ends their relationship,

Florentino (back to Bardem) is beyond 
heartbroken. A swooning poet, he is inca- 
pable of composing even a simple business 
letter without writing romantic prose. While 
Fermina meets and marries the success- 
ful young doctor, Florentino subdues his 
pain through random yet frequent sexual 
encounters as he continues to pine for his 
love. As decades pass, Florentino remains 
obsessively devoted to Fermina. It’s a 
challenging task to translate any novel 
(let alone a classic one) into film. And 
while this adaptation (the first attempt by 
Hollywood to translate Marquez) makes 
many mistakes, the most glaring may be its 
obsessive desire to stay true to the book. 
The best novel-to-fiim adaptations (The 
Shining, Blade Runner ) become something 
completely different from the original text. 
But director Newell ( Mona Lisa Smile) and 
writer Ronald Harwood (The Pianist) adapt 
Marquez’s work quite literally, and the effect 
is stifling. Trying (where Marquez succeeds) 
to convey romance, social commentary, and 
comedy, the film becomes a muddied blend 
of emotion. Funny when it’s supposed to 
be serious, confusing when it's supposed 
to be poetic, and awkward when it’s sup- 
posed to be romantic, every twist is a near 
miss. On the page, Florentino's affairs are 
heartbreaking, comedic, and surreal, yet 
onscreen, his incessant sexual encounters 
caused one audience member behind me 
to remark, “That was like a period-piece 
Porky’s.” Not surprisingly, it’s better to just 
read the book. - Toddy Burton

Mr. Magorium’s Wonder Emporium is 
more than just a movie. It’s a whole world 
of magic, delight, and whimsy. It’s a wonder- 
fully whimsical place where toy dinosaurs 
and sock monkeys come to life, where there 
are entire rooms filled with rubber balls 
bouncing all the time, where kids can run 
and scream and squeal to their hearts’ con- 
tent and play Duck, Duck Goose with real 
geese. Mr. Magorium's Wonder Emporium 
has whimsy coming out of its ears. The 
man behind the man behind the onscreen 
emporium is writer/director Helm, the cre- 
ator of 2006’s Stranger Than Fiction, which 
was also whimsical but had the common 
decency to be cynical as well and to co-star 
Emma Thompson, who made smoking look 
more essential to a full and happy life than 
any actor since Humphrey Bogart. Now the 
brakes are off, however, and Helm can feel 
free to give voice to all his passion for child- 
like eccentricity without all the baggage that 
comes with making a movie for adults. What 
he’s come up with is a toy store run by a 
gleeful 200-year-old man-child (Hoffman), 
whose greatest joys are seeing kids indulge 
their imaginations and impersonating Willy 
Wonka. At his side are Molly Mahoney 
(Portman), a former child-prodigy piano 
player who has since grown up into simply 
a piano player, with little hope in the future 
or belief in herself; Eric Applebaum (Mills), 
a precocious 10-year-old with a passion for 
funny hats and no friends his own age; and 
Henry Weston (Bateman), an accountant 
who wears a tie to work, meaning he’s lost 
touch with his inner child (God bless him). 
Rounding into his third century on the planet, 
Mr. Magorium decides he’s going to check 
out of this life but not before making sure all 
of his charges have redeemed their miser- 
able little souls by giving themselves over to 
the joys of childlike wonder. With his inces- 
sant cackling and jigging and adorable lisp, 
Hoffman is an unbearable force of nature, 
while Portman is disappointing as a young 
adult stuck in neutral; you can’t help thinking 
there would have been more life to her char- 
acter if she and Helm had bothered to think 
for a minute about all the grown-ups who 
are going to be dragged to this thing again 
and again, world without end. The film’s one 
saving grace is Bateman, the only actor on 
set who seems unwilling to give himself over 
to Magorium's philosophy that the key to a 
fulfilling life can only be found in pathologi- 
cal regression. Maybe he just needs more 
whimsy in his life. - Josh Rosenblatt

There’s a moment early on in this 
minimalist horror film that pays homage to 
Hitchcock’s Psycho, and, more specifically, 
to Norman Bates’ awkward, oddly touching 
attempt to establish some sort of empathy 
between himself and victim-to-be Marion 
Crane. In the motel’s back office, Norman 
breaks bread with Janet Leigh’s gal on 
the run, and then, of course, breaks into 
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her cabin and redecorates the bathroom 
with her visceral input. But that’s not what 
makes the sequence so memorable. It’s 
Anthony Perkins, brilliantly underplaying 
this lonely psychopath’s fumbling, childlike 
need to connect with another human being, 
that makes the sequence both ominous 
and, more importantly, heartbreakingly 
genuine. Perkins’ performance in that film 
set the psycho-bar impossibly high. For 
more than four decades, the horror genre 
has been trying and failing to top it, and 
so when handsome, awkward garage-park 
security guard Thomas (Bentley) offers to 
share his meager Christmas dinner with 
the late-leaving, workaholic Angela (Nichols) 
- and she declines - you realize right away 
there's going to be blood somewhere down 
the line, and it almost certainly won’t be 
flowing from the Yuletide goose. P2 is, 
indeed, an odd bird of a film. Set entirely 
within the confines of a drab, generic park- 
ing garage (and occasionally in the equally 
dull, utterly random office tower above), it’s 
a slow, steady, occasionally gripping yarn 
that builds tension via the most mundane 
ordeals of the workaday world. Angela, 
whose car won’t start despite an early 
assist from Thomas, just wants to go home, 
but every conceivable exit is a dead end. 
And then there’s that creepy security guard. 
Weirdsville, baby, weirdsville. P2 (the title 
comes from Angela’s carport designation) 
plays on our collective unease with being 
alone, at night, surrounded by concrete and 
rebar, locked fire exits, and the lingering 
stink of exhaust that are the building blocks 
of every parking garage ever built. And up 
to a point, it does a fine job of ratchet- 
ing up the suspense via glimpses and 
echoes, and then more sadistic measures. 
Ultimately, though, and despite an enor- 
mously creepy turn from Bentley ( American 
Beauty ), the story has nowhere else to go 
but into the standard (albeit judiciously 
used) stalk-and-slash territory. Producers 
Alexandre Aja and Gregory Levasseur, the 
team behind the cult French slasher film 
High Tension , may have here designed the 
perfect latter-day labyrinth, but their minotaur 
has nothing on Mrs. Bates. - Marc Savlov

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effort, Southland Tales, is an incompre- 
hensible, self-indulgent mess of post- 
apocalyptic anxiety and political paranoia, 
a confusion of half-baked social critiques, 
pop-culture references, sci-fi whimsicali- 
ties, and anti-corporate satire straining 
for significance. Here’s what I managed, 
with great effort, to piece together of the 
movie’s plot (which should really come 
with footnotes and a dramatis personae): 
On July 4, 2005, a nuclear bomb explodes 
in downtown Abilene, Texas, setting off 
World War III, turning the United States 
into a hypermilitarized police state, and 
most likely wreaking havoc on that city’s 
rodeo industry.

the 1980s, including Booger from Revenge 
of the Nerds, the creepy little medium 
from Poltergeist, and dozens of forgotten 
comedians from Saturday Night Live). And 
then there are two - God help us, two 
- Scotts running around, the unfortunate 
result of a identity duplication that took 
place after a rift in the fourth-dimensional 
space-time continuum caused by a com- 
pany called Treer, which is looking to cre- 
ate an inexhaustible energy source called 
Fluid Karma, which is propelled by ocean 
currents that affect the Earth’s axis of 
rotation and ... oh, to hell with it. If you’ve 
been waiting to see Timberlake as an Old 
Testament prophet quoting T.S. Eliot or 
if you’re comfortable with a world where 
the guy who played Stifler in American Pie 
is the messiah, then you’ve found your 
movie. If not, and if you’d rather die in a 
nuclear explosion than suffer such a fate, 
please step this way.

Curtis 
(Riley) hung himself in the flat he shared with his 
estranged wife, Deborah (Morton) when he was 
23 years old, and Joy Division was on the eve of 
its first American tour. Remarkable in temper and 
tone, poise and performance, Control transcends 
its punk and post-punk biographical underpinnings 
by virtue of its sullenly hopeful narrative. Shot 
in crisp black and white that mirrors the band’s 
grim downbeats and Manchester’s grimy brick- 
and-cobble avenues and alleyways, Control never 
overexplains its subject. Corbijn had the good 
fortune to photograph Joy Division back in the day, 
and his actors - Anderson, Pearson, Treadaway, 
and Riley - posing as bandmates perform all 
of Joy Division’s songs with astonishing fidelity.

One glimpse at the melting, multicolored face on the cover 
of Black Moth Super Rainbow's latest offering, Dandelion Gum 
(Graveface), and the trip begins. Primary colors, hot-pink bubbles, 
and wide-open spaces fill “Jump Into My Mouth and Breathe the 
Stardust” and “Drippy Eye,” urged along by bandleader Tobacco's 
vocoder and Boards of Canada nuances. With aliased band mem- 
bers the Seven Fields of Aphelion, Power Pill Fist, Iffernaut, and 
Father Hummingbird joining him, Pittsburgh's mysterious BMSR 
defines psychedelic rock. 

“The more you know about something, the more it takes away 
from how much you can enjoy it," Tobacco, aka Tom Fee, explains. 

Most met BMSR through last year's collaboration with locals the 
Octopus Project, The House of Apples and Eyeballs. A subsequent 
South by Southwest showcase erupted as the two bands made 
inhuman noise that could be nature’s own. 

“We were always really into those bumpers on PBS," Tobacco 
explains of BMSR’s sound, “those crazy sounds that you never 


knew where they were coming from. What kind of instruments 
could make that?” 

Without the help of technology other than analog keyboards 
and manipulated instruments, BMSR paints its own version of 
The Electric Company. As found images and distorted pictures 
project onto a screen, the live show becomes more an experience 
than a concert. 

“Don't expect anything, and you'll like it more,” Tobacco urges. “If 
anyone in Austin expects us to be like the Octopus Project, they’d 
probably be pretty disappointed. We're pretty much opposites.” 

So don’t be shocked when Tobacco sits on the stage floor as 
his bandmates slowly sway behind him. Don't pay any attention to 
the man behind the curtain. Just relax and watch the magic unfold. 
And don't worry about those hipster kids talking in the back. Aesop 
Rock's up next. - Darcie Stevens

THERE GOES THE NEIGHBORHOOD 
- CAN THEY PARK CARS LIKE THAT? 

This week’s “Common Law” column answers questions 
about what neighbors can and can’t do when parking in resi- 
dential Austin neighborhoods. 

My neighbor parks his huge motor home on the street 
in front of his house for several months each year. It 
drives me nuts because it takes up space on the road and 
cuts down visibility. Can he do this? 

No. It sounds like your neighbor uses the public 
neighborhood street as his long-term parking option 
for the motor home when it’s not in use. According to 
Austin city ordinance 12-5-11, a motor home should 
not be parked on a public street for longer than 72 
hours. Specifically, the ordinance states “a person 
may not park a self-propelled motor home or other 
motor vehicle containing a permanently installed 
sleeping facility or human sanitary treatment or dis- 
posal facility on a public street or alley for longer than 
72 continuous hours.” 

My neighbor likes to drive up the side part of his yard 
and park along the side of his house. I hate looking out 
my bedroom window right at his car between our houses. 

Is he allowed to do that? 

It depends. As a general rule, Austin city ordinance 
12-5-29 says that a person cannot park a car in the 
“front or side yard of a residential property, except in 
a driveway or a paved parking space.” There are some 
exceptions to this ordinance, so to learn more, go to 
the city of Austin website (www.ci.austin.tx.us) and 
look up ordinance 12-5-29. 

A guy on my street drives a big commercial truck. He 
sometimes parks it in front of his house when he’s home 
for a few days. Is that allowed? 

It depends on the truck and street. As a general 
rule, your neighbor cannot park a vehicle with a gross 
weight greater than 9,000 pounds on a public street 
with a speed limit of 30 miles per hour or less. 

Contact Austin’s nonemergency line (3 1 1) if you 
want to report these or other potential violations of 
Austin city ordinances.
